In November, 1904, the first issue 
of the pioneer breed paper estab- 
lished in the interest of one breed 
of swine was launched and named 
The Duroc Bulletin. The first issue 
contained very little besides the re- 
port of the Duroc show at the St. 
Louis World’s Fair which had been 
held in the October previous. Yet 
it did contain a salutatory which 
promised that the paper would do 
its utmost to further the interests of 
the Duroc breed and of every breed- 
er whether large or small. The an- 
nouncement carried these words: 


“The paper is for the interest of 
all breeders and all breeders will re- 
ceive recognition which honest, 
worthy endeavor to better the breed 
and scatter the good seed of Durocs 
broadcast throughout the states and 
the world deserves to receive.” 

That promise it has kept for twen- 
ty years. It has fought the breed’s 
fights, warned breed leaders away 
from pitfalls, has helped bring the 
breed from the position of a poor 
third in popularity to stand so far 
and away in the lead of all other 
swine breeds as to brook of no com- 
parison in popularity. 

The paper would have been help- 
less to do what it has done without 
the co-operation of the best elements 
in breed leadership. These we have 
had with us all along the line and 
they have meant strength and bal- 
ance in breed promotion work. 

We have twice in 20 years gone 
to the ‘‘extreme heights’’ with the

a half years. 


banker didn’t want “hog notes.” 
And you couldn’t blame them much. 
Too many of these signers were like 
the man whom Col. Wood tells about, 
who after signing a note for some 
cattle he bought in a pure bred sale, 
said ‘‘Thank God, that’s paid.”’ 

More breeders of pure bred swine 
have been brought nearer the brink 
of bankruptcy by being compelled to 
make good on notes they had hypoth- 
ecated in their home bank than ever 
came near the brink in any other 
way. Many of these signers could 
not pay, and more of them could 
have paid later on, but paid no atten- 
tion to notices or letters. Possibly 
more people have been unable to 
pay their obligations on the dot dur- 
ing the past four years than this 
great country of ours ever found in 
this condition. It has been no dis- 
grace, only as some of these note- 
signers made it disgraceful in re- 
pudiating the obligations by paying 
no attention to outstanding notes. 

We doubt if the live stock busi- 
ness would ever see ‘‘boom’’ prices 
if sales, both private and public, 
were made on a cash basis. These 
sales for notes are only an invita- 
tion to pay more than the animal is 
worth, and more than the bidder can 
afford, and yet credit is one of the 
greatest assets to any business, if 
properly used and curbed. 


Three times in thirty years have 
the hog men gone on a rampage with 
prices and notes and three times 
have they suffered the consequences 
in the months that followed. The 
much higher prices prevailing at the 
end of the war, and the suddenness 
of the deflation for the farmer and 
live stock man, has made conditions 
beyond belief for the past two and 
It has taken longer 
to reach the bottom and will take 
much longer to get back on a solia 
basis than it did in any of the two 
former ‘‘booms.”’ 

While we do not think that eve1 
again in the history of pure bred 
live stock, will men go as insanely 
wild as they did during and after 
the World war; there will be, in 
the next few months, as the hog 
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business comes back into its own, a 
set of new men, who have come into 
the business, who have not yet had 
their fingers burned by the fire of 
“boom” price experience, who will at 
least attempt to run riot with prices 
as soon as the shortage in hog breed- 
ing stock gets to be general and af- 
fecting a wide range of territory, 
This time will come as sure as the 
over production has been holding us 
flown. 


Let me warn you as I have warned 
you in days gone by, don’t let the 
note craze and the high average of 
sales be the sole guidance of our 
business as it has always been when 
the ‘“‘boom”’ gets on. Let’s see if it 
isn’t possible for us to acquit our- 
selves like men instead of a lot of un- 
curbed maniacs. This warning no 
doubt reads like a joke to you who 
have been trying so hard to have good 
sales and have some profit in these 
troublesome times in the hog busi- 
ness, but you will be less than twelve 
months older than you are now, when 
you will see a shortage of hog breed- 
ing stock, that will waken you up 
and bring into being just such a con- 
dition as I have warned you against. 
It is in the offing, and only needs a 
full corn crop to make it break out 
like a well-fed forest fire—Robt. J. 
Evans. 


GOOD HEAVENS, PEGGY, LOCK 
THE DOOR, FREEDOM IS 
ESCAPING 


Now they’re going to send us back 
to first principles and feed us with 
a spoon when and what they think 
we ought to have whether we like 
it or not. The U. S. Government 
hires one man in every twelve to 
look after the other eleven poor de- 
pendent mortals, and we have a 
guardian from the cradle (yes, by 
gum, before we come into the world) 
to the grave or crematory.

Encumbered with ‘‘don’t do it’’ on 
every hand the mind and body get 
cramped and the work of the en- 
thusiast who would lead out to many 
better things, is severely hampered. 
Too many rules, too many by-laws, 
tend towards the encouragement of 
violations, just as too much law in 
which the governed are out of sym- 
pathy, increases lawlessness. 


ATTEMPT TO UNDERMINE DAN- 
ISH BACON DOESN’T APPEAL 
TO HOG GROWERS 


One of the largest packers of this 
country with a plant situated in Wis- 
consin has begun some extensive 
propaganda for production of the 
bacon hog in order that they may 
be in better shape to furnish to the 
Englishman’s table, bacon that will 
compete or outdo in demand, the 
Danish bacon which so far has the 
upper hand of the American product. 
We doubt whether this packer will 
make much headway with the bulk 
of American farmers who are situ- 
ated to produce the packer hog with- 
out paying so much attention to 
feeding and breeding. 

Probably in some states like Wis- 
consin where there are more hard 
grains and dairy products produced 
there will be some chance to make 
headway but in the cornbelt proper 
and in any district where corn can 
be produced at a profit or in quan.- 
tities per acre that will make worlds 
of feed, there will be little chance 
for the advancement of the bacon 
hog idea, even if this packing com- 
pany finances the introduction of 
proper breeding stock as they an- 
nounce. 

Farmers and especially pork grow- 
ing farmers have been in the habit 
of letting well enough alone so long, 
and there has been so many years of 
profit in pork growing without much 
attention paid to the manner of pro- 
duction and really very little to the 
origin of the breeding stock, that 
we can’t believe that these growers 
will attempt to try something new. It 
has taken nearly a hundred years to 
sell the pure bred hog to these 
growers, but now we believe we have 
this task fairly well done, and im- 
proved hogs have made additional 
profit at the market centers. We 
believe the growers will be inclined 
to let well enough alone, and the 
promised 3 to 5 cent advance which 
this packing company holds out as an 
inducement will not be jumped at 
by real hog producers. 

The aim of the packers is laud- 
able, but if they understand the 
army of pork growers as we believe 
they do, they haven’t much faith in 
their own propaganda. 


The growth of a bunch of hogs 
depends upon the first month’s feed- 
ing of the sqw.

Reds Run Wild in Missouri 


ISSOURI is the 
“Show Me’ state. 
Seemingly taking 


the spirit of that 
slogan for their inspira- 
tion, Durocs used the 1924 
Missouri Ton Litter Con- 
test to pile up evidence to 
show that they possess, perfected to 
the very highest degree, all the qual- 
ities necessary to produce pork. ef- 
ficiently and economically under 
average farm conditions. This was 
the first year Ton Litter Work was 
carried on as a state wide project in 
Missouri and the results prove that 
Durocs will assert their general 
all around excellence and feeding 
quality regardless of conditions or 
feeds available. As in all tests to 
determine the productive ability of 
swine breeds Duroes performed in a 
most satisfactory manner and ac- 
quitted themselves with great honor 
and distinction. It is simply another 
instance of Durocs demonstrating in 
a practical feed lot contest that they 


- actually do raise more pork in less 


time at lowest cost. This is the one 
real standard to measure profit in 
growing pork for market. And 
judged by this standard, the Duroc 
Jersey stands supreme in Hogdom. 


Sixteen counties in the state re- 
ported a total of 27 litters to reach 
a weight of 2000 pounds or more in 
180 days. Five of the major breeds 
were represented in the contest in 
addition to several cross bred litters 
so the competition was as keen as 
could be provided within select hog 
circles. In this fast company Durocs 
had the heaviest ton litters in 8 of 
the 16 counties or expressed in an- 
other way our breed won 50 per cent 
of the county championships possible. 
In two counties the champion ton 
litters were cross bred and both of 
them were sired by pure bred record- 
ed Duroc boars. This gives Durocs 
the honor of being responsible, 
either directly or indirectly, for ten 
of the county champion ton litters 
in the state. In the six remaining 
counties the championships were di- 
vided among the four other breeds. 

In the distribution of the ton lit- 
ters by breeds, Durocs evidently tried 
to make hogs of themselves by gath- 
ering up most of the glory. Four- 
teen or 51.8 per cent of the 27 lit- 
ters produced were straight Duroc 
litters on both sire and dam’s side. 
There were four cross-bred litters 
raised and two of these were sired 
by Duroc boars while the other two 
were out of Duroc sows. According 
to these figures Durocs are entitled 
to credit in whole or in part for the 
production of 66 2-3 per cent of all 
ton litters in the state. We had

as many as any one single breed. 
This is a ton litter production mark 
that has never been equaled by any 
breed since the origination of the 
project and is likely to stand for 
years to come. The champion litter 
of the state was raised and fed by 
R. EH. Peck of Deerfield and when 
weighed up his eleven dozen Durocs 
rattled the scales to the tune of 
2,816 pounds. This litter out- 
weighed the heaviest litter of any 
other breed by 460 pounds. The 
third and fifth prize litters were 
straight Durocs and the second and 
fourth prize litters were sired by 
Duroc boars. Our fifth prize litter 
exceeded by 59 pounds the weight 
attained by the heaviest litter of any 
other breed. Durocs not only won 
first, third and fifth places but six of 
the ten top litters were of our breed 
and two of the remaining four were 
by Duroc boars. Any one who doubts 
the ability of Durocs to grow rapidly 
and put on gains quickly will find 
something to think about in these 
figures. So as not to overlook any 
record, Durocs stepped up and won 
first prize for the litter with the 
greatest average weight per pig. A 
litter of ten Durocs entered by E. L. 
Henman of Halls put on 2,516 
pounds in the prescribed time. This 
is an average weight of 251 pounds 
per pig. This is considerably above 
the average weight per pig record- 
ed in any of the other litters re- 
gardless of the breed. Mr. Henman 
has quite a reputation as a pig 
grower. In 1923 he raised a litter 
of nine pigs that balanced the scales 
at 2,496 pounds. 


In the matter of weight, Durocs 
seal THeoKs) ue) stopper, AMoyey Ay Mane enes; 
weighed a total of 60,613 pounds 
which is an average of 2,244.9 pounds 


per litters (With an aver- 
age weight of 2,265 
pounds per litter. Durocs 
exceeded the average 
weight of all litters by 20 
pounds. In addition to 
this the Duroc litters ex- 
ceeded by at least 50 
pounds per litter and in one case 
by over 100 pounds, the average 
weight per litter claimed by any one 
single breed. This means Durocs 
reached a greater average weight per 
litter than any of the other breeds. 
The four cross bred litters previously 
mentioned topped all breeds includ- 
ing Durocs for average weight per 
litter. This is easily explained. The 
qualities of rapid growth and ease of 
fattening so intensified in our breed 
were prominent in the four litters 
as two of them were by Duroc boars 
and two out of Duroc sows. The 
blue ribbon for highest average 
weight per pig went to Durocs also. 
There were 145 Duroc pigs in the 
contest and they grew to an average 
weight of 219.9 pounds per pig in 
180 days which was the high mark 
in this respect. 


In prolificacy our breed ranked 
high as it always does. The four- 
teen Duroc sows raised 145 pigs 
which is an average of 10.3 pigs to 
the litter. The smallest litters to 
make the ton mark had nine pigs and 
there were four of these, two of 
which were of our breed. Litters 
with 12 pigs were the largest and 
there were five of this size. Two of 
the 12-pig ton litters were Durocs 
and one was sired by a Duroc boar. 
The report of the Missouri Ton Lit- 
ter Contest is largely the same old 
story in the same old way. MDurocs 
take advantage of every opportunity 


presented them to prove in a con- 
vincing manner that they go to mar- 
ket sooner with most weight at least 
expense. They never fail to demon- 
strate their superiority in prolificacy, 
rapid abilityve .to Dirt on 
weight and in ease of fattening.

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SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


The following figures taken from 
the Drovers’ Journa] Year Book are 
Chicago’s prices for hogs. covering a 
fourteen-year period from 1910 to 
1923, inclusive. If there has been 
any doubt as to the effect of supply 
and demand governing prices, these 
figures should expel the doubt. 
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1923 53,333,708 1,998,118,000 $ 7.55

It will be seen by this table that 
the annual price of hogs was the 
same in 1912 and 1923; also note 
that approximately twenty million 
more hogs were slaughtered in 1923 
and one million more exported. The 
increase in local consumption and 
export absorbed the extra 20,000,- 
000. This saved the progressive 
farmer with the right kind of hogs 
from taking a loss. The man who 
did take a loss and subsequently got 
out of the hog business, as they al- 
ways do, was the man with scrub 
hogs not properly cared for. 


The consolation for the pork pro- 
ducer to be derived from this table 
is the fact that while there was 10,- 
000,000 more hogs slaughtered in 
1923 than 1922 and over 5,000,000 
more than the average of the four- 
teen-year period, that they did not 
go lower aS was predicted by all 
big packers. Supply and demand is 
all that saved the day. 


The forcing of the unprofitable 
scrub hog on the market and forc- 
ing the market down will eventually 
be a blessing in disguise, as it has 
decreased the supply of this class of 
breeding stock which will, as soon 
as hogs start on the upturn, be filled 
as far as possible from pure bred 
herds. This shortage according to 
the May Bulletin of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics is 13 per cent 
but information from other reliable 
sources place the shortage of sows 
that farrowed in the spring of 1924 
at more than 20 per cent less than 
1923. This is the direct and speedy 
result of the effect of supply and de- 
mand. In this case however, it was 
chiefly oversupply as the demand was 
unusually good and the only thing 
that saved the market from being 
utterly demoralized. 


Evidently since the fight was fin- 
ished November 4th between the 
Elephant, Donkey and Bob-Cat, the 
former will be declared the ‘‘King of 
Beasts,”’ 


Seventy-seven thousand is a lot of 
hogs for one day at one market 
when we are supposed to be going 
into a hog shortage, but so many 
are unfinished that numbers don’t 
mean much. (That number reached 
Chicago November 10th) 


A very large per cent of hogs that 
have reached the markets since Oc- 
tober 15th hav been only fit for cur- 
rent consumption—not suitable to 
pack—ragged, unfinished. 


Fall pigs have in many years paia 
a better dividend than spring farrow 
and indications right now are that 
1924 is one of those seasons. Don’t 
neglect the fall pig. He may ‘‘pay 
the freight’’ on your living next 
spring. 


Begin the breeding season by keep- 
ing the right kind of records. 
Whether you raise to record and sell 
for breeding stock, or just for pork, 
you will need an absolute tab on 
which sows pay and which do not. 
“Boarder”? sows are as costly as 
“boarder” cows. Cull the ones that 
fail to produce big litters and suckle 
strong. 


Provide clean, well-ventilated, 
warm quarters for the brood sow 
and the fall pigs. You can save 
corn by having warm sleeping quar: 
ters. 


An unusual record in production 
of producing progeny made by one 
cow was brought out at the recent 
National Dairy Show at Milwaukee. 
We haven’t space to go over that 
record here, but it would be impos- 
sible to read it and fail to get the 
lesson it teaches on heredity and 
pedigree in farm animals.

pedigree if the animal is good, in 
conformation and type. No blinder 
method of leading the blind could 
be devised. Producing dams come 
from lines of producing sires and 
dams. Don’t buy a breeding ani- 
mal without knowing the produc- 
tion record as to prolificacy and 
suckling ability of the dams. Pigs 
of finest conformation won’t help 
you any if the dam starves them to 
death.

No 
nightmare of fear need assail you 
in an exhaustive study of the an- 
cestry of your herd material. We 
know all of them finally reach the

and must be reckoned with. 


It is evident from the unprece- 
dented marketing of lean hogs and 
pigs, feeders are figuring they will 
take no chances by feeding their 
corn.

Records or Rules 


RECENTLY answered 

a questionnaire which 

was sent me by one of 

the prominent live 

stock recording asso- 

ciations and in that 
list of questions was one 
couched in about this lan- 
guage: 

“How much information do you 
give the applicant when you return 
pedigree for correction?”’ 

We give him all the information 
we have in our records because these 
records are for our patrons and they 
are entitled to the records we have 
in helping them straighten out any 
entangling things that have crept in- 
to their record books. For instance, 
suppose the pedigree in question car- 
ries a farrow date too close to the 
date given for the last litter previ- 
ous to this that has been recorded 
from this dam, and we are returning 
it for comparison with his records. 
We give him the date of the other 
litter, the name of the man to whom 
the animal was sold, the number in 
litter and anything else that we be- 
lieve will help to solve the trouble. 
It may be that the one recorded first 
has been made out wrong and as it 
happened to be the first one in the 
litter, the data may have been wrong. 
While we won’t attempt to argue 
the fact that this helps him to send 
us back the pedigree in such form 
that it will go on record, we still 
believe we are right in giving him 
all of this information. 

Some of the rules formulated for 
the conduct of the recording of pedi- 
grees by our associations savors a lit- 
tle too much of the idea that pure 
bred men are ready and willing at all 
times to put ‘‘something over’’ on 
the record and give false entries, and 
it has become necessary to make 
hard and fast rules to keep them 
lined up on the side of honesty. I 
have worked with red hog men for

Keeping Honest Records and Keeping 


Them Free From Errors 


By ROBT. J. EVANS 


nearly 35 years now and I want to 
say that there are a smaller per cent 
of them that will stoop to dishonor- 
able things than the common run of 
mortals engaged in any other busi- 
ness and I think the cattle and horse 
men bear as good a reputation for 
honesty of purpose as the swine men. 

The best governed associations like 
the best governed people are those 
who have the fewest laws and have 
laws that are simply guides and not 
“don’t you do it’? laws. I believe 
we, without intention, cast a shadow 
on our own members and the fratern- 
ity in general when we take the 
trouble to make such rigid rules and 
make such a major effort in enforc- 
ing rules of minor importance. 

A record, of course, is not a record 
unless it is close to absolute perfect- 
ness, and some rules and regulations 
are needed, but all the rigid rules 
that you and I can conjure up can- 
not prevent the dishonorable hog 
man from getting into the record un- 
truthful applications. The dishonest 
man sets traps for himself in his 
every move and he doesn’t run much 
of a race before one of them snaps 
on his own person and he loses the 
confidence of the breeders and when 
he loses that in this business he loses 
all for there is no other calling that 
must stand so absolutely on the con- 
fidence among those engaged in it, 
and between those engaged in it and 
the general live stock farmer. 

We have patrons who seldom send 
us pedigrees without errors in them 
so serious that they must be returned 
for some correction of one kind or

another, but many of these 
whom I know personally I 
believe are as_ thoroughly 
honest as any men we have 
in the business. They are 
in many instances almost 
criminally careless, but 
that’s one of the frailties of 
some humans and we are 
simply compelled to put with it and 
be patient. Only a favored few of 
us were taught enough system in 
our every day life. Most of us were 
allowed to breed shiftless habits in 
youth and it’s hard for us to break 
away from them and lay down a 
strict code of business rules that in 
the end would save us much embar- 
rassment as well as many dollars. 

Already we are receiving pedigrees 
of animals over the age and breed- 
ers are going to pay the forfeit in 
higher recording rates on a lot of 
animals they have neglected to get 
on record, just because the business 
was in the dumps. Those breeders 
who have inherited or allowed them- 
selves to grow careless habits, may 
find that some of these older animals 
cannot be recorded for the reason 
that they have been careless in keep- 
ing their own records and when the 
time comes to send in applications for 
these, a lot of necessary information 
will be missing. Don’t neglect to 
keep the proper kind of a record. 
We don’t care in what form or man- 
ner you keep this, or in what kind 
of a book but keep one that is not 
only readable, but intelligible to the 
rest of the family, for it might be 
your heirs instead of yourselves that 
will be making these applications. 

I have no fault to find with the 
questionnaire mentioned nor the sec- 
retary who sent it out. It is a thor- 
ough list that will bring back to that 
association just what they want to 
know—how the other fellow handles 
the problems of recording. I have

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EXERCISE THE BROOD SOWS 


The advice to ‘‘give the brood sow 
plenty of daily exercise while she is 
carrying her litter,’’. has been re- 
peated often enough but the reasons 
for this are not always brought out 
as clearly as they might be.

Therefore, he used his nose to pro- 
cure roots, worms and other things

the sow is driven two miles every day 
while carrying her litter, she will 
produce larger, better developed, 
stronger boned, more vigorous pigs 
than if allowed to lay around her 
pen, providing she is getting, at the 
same time, the proper food and 
care.’’ 

There are many ways to secure 
this needed exercise. Sometimes the 
sows are allowed to run in the corn 
fields where they roam _ around 
hunting for stray ears of corn, or in 
a pasture.

pasturing is not possible, many 
breeders have been known to scatter 
sheaf oats or ears of corn on the 
ground and the animals will spend 
two or three hours gathering it up. 
Always have their feeding troughs 
some distance from their sleeping 
quarters and they will get quite a 
little exercise in their walks to and 
from their meals. 
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Not only is it necessary for the 
sow to get plenty of exercise while 
carrying her litter but we must see 
that the young pigs get the exercise 
so necessary to their proper develop- 
ment. Force the pigs to run around 
the pen fifteen minutes at least twice 
a day. Soon you will not have to 
force them. They will not know 
anything different. Be careful, how- 
ever, not to overdo it at first and do 
not wait until the pig has become 
too fat before commencing. You will 
save many a pig from a premature 
death from thumps if you will follow 
this practice. Try this consistent ex- 
ercising method and watch the re- 
sults. You will be surprised at the 
difference in your litters.

the one we treated with much lack of 
sportsmanship but hurting the cause 
and advancement of the pure bred 
business. We cannot like everybody’s 
way and there are some people with 
whom we just can’t get along, but 
we can at least be fair and give them 
their opportunity. 

Let us not belittle the work the 
other fellow is doing, especially if 
he is sincere. Let us not find fault 
with that breeder who wants to do 
differently from our way. We may 
be wrong. When some new project 
is launched, let’s get behind it, and 
be a help, no matter if we didn’t 
invent it, or think it out. The pure 
bred swine business is broad enough, 
is important enough to need all the 
helps that can be launched by all of 
us. 

“Whether we won or lost, it’s how 
we played the game.”’ 

That will count at the end of the 
lane. Let’s play it in a sportsman- 
like manner. Team work right now 
in our business will be worth more 
than loads of cash and help in twelve 
months from now. Let’s begin this 
month. 


DRY OR WET FEEDS, WHICH? 

Why are so many lame and sick 
hogs brought to the fairs? Why do 
so many great boars die young? These 
are questions that concern us all. 
I am going to give what I think is 
the reason. If anyone else has a rea- 
son it would be interesting to know 
what it is. Feeding before coming 
to the fairs has everything to do with 
the answer of the above questions. 
It is not so much the kinds of feed 
as it is the way they are fed. Fol- 
lowing is a list of feeds that should 
be provided: 


Ear corn, rolled oats, pure gray 
wheat middlings, wheat bran, oil 
meal and tankage. I did not include 
whole ground oats or barley. Whole 
ground oats should never be fed to 
a hog during the first year of its 
life. Where barley is available, it 
may be included. Care should be 
taken in feeding oil meal. 
be used only a part of the time. 


When milk is available it will take | 


the place of tankage. It is the cus- 
tom of many hog raisers to slop the 
sows before and after farrowing and 
usually the pigs scour. I have known 
breeders to resort to serum treatment 
to cure scours in pigs and these pigs 
were injured for life. 

You will understand how I feed a 
sow up to farrowing by reading how 
I feed after farrowing. I am not 


It should

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going to proportion the feeds. You 
may work that out. About twelve 
hours after a sow farrows I give her 
one ear of corn, having water with- 
in reach all the time. Twenty-four 
hours after farrowing I give her two 
ears of corn and one quart of milk 
and water mixed, making a half gal- 
lon. Where milk is not available one 
pint of wheat middlings made into 
a thin milk slop or a half gallon 
kitchen slop. Be sure there is no 
washing powder or soap in the kitch- 
en slop. I feed sows twice a day. 
These slops may be changed but 
never give two of them at one feed. 
These feeds may be fed as given 
above until the pigs are weaned, the 
second day after the sow farrows I 
give her in addition, rolled oats, 
wheat middlings and a little bran 
mixed and fed dry. Increase the dry 
feed until the sow gets all she will 
eat, which will be in about four 
weeks. I am never afraid that dry 
feed will scour the pigs, therefore I 
feed dry feed liberally. I feed some 
ear corn to the sow all the time. When 
the pigs are about four weeks old 
they will begin to eat. I furnish 


them a self feeder and feed rolled 


oats and wheat middlings all they 
will eat. I do not mix bran in their 
feed. If milk is available care should 
be taken in feeding it for the good 
of the pig it should never be mixed 
with the feed and fed as slop, but it 
should be fed sparingly at first, with 
a little water added in a trough so 
the pig will drink it. Good pasture 
and water must be provided all the 
time for best results. Now, here is 
the whole trouble with some breed- 
ers—too much wet feed. Then comes 
indigestion, then rheumatism -and 
sometimes death to the hog. If I 
were going to fit a hog for the big 
shows I would not give them more 
than a quart of wet feed a day. 

Now as regards the boars. Every 
showman knows it is a hard proposi- 
tion to bring a boar out to the fairs 
feeling good and in the best condition 
possible to make a good show. If 
the boar is fed as the plan given 
above there need be no fear of sick- 
ness or rheumatism or loss of the 
hog in moving it to and from the 
shows. 

Suppose some have at present a 
lame or sick hog. What is the best 
thing to do? 

I always got good results by feed- 
ing apples, chopped fine, spread on a 
board with dry wheat middlings 
sprinkled cver them. This being all 
the feed they get until well. It 
makes little difference about the ap- 
ples, any kind of any size. Remem-

Because feed is high do not starve 
the sows you are planning to offer on 
a brood sow sale this winter. You 
probably learned at the sales this fal) 
the farmer is not anxious to buy skin 
and bones. Those who sold a well 
conditioned offering last fall were well 
paid for the extra feed over those 
who tried to sell thin stuff, 


As we predicted during the summer 
there were not near enough good boars 
to be had. The bargains were in the 
early sales. You will find the same 
thing true as far as bred sows are 
concerned. Don’t wait until the last 
sales to select a good sow. There will 
not be one-tenth the number of bred 
sow sales there have been in previous 
years, 


Fresh warm water in the hog lot 
will _pay this winter the same as in 
previous years. 


Isn’t it wise to feed some corn to 
young fall pigs through the winter 
in order to furnish heat-producing 
feed? We have heard it from both 
sides, and would appreciate hearing 
the views of more of our readers for 
publication. 


When you buy your bred sows this 
winter to raise a top litter for your 
fall sale be sure to buy from a breeder 
who is a ‘comer’ instead of a “has 
been.” Buy a sow from a breeder who 
will be behind the sire of your litter 
with publicity next fall. Ask the Bul- 
letin man before you buy.

SURPRISING FIRMNESS IN HOG 
MARKET DESPITE HEAVY 
RECEIPTS 

The large run of hogs to market 
during the past two months indicates 
a short supply later in the winter 
and during the spring, and the prob- 
ability of materially higher prices 
for pork products now going into 
storage, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. It is con- 
sidered that the competition for the 
chance to share in this advance is 
holding hog prices at levels material- 
ly higher than would have prevailed 
were there not this expectation of 
short supplies to come. 


“In face of the largest marketing 
of hogs on record for a_ similar 
period during the first three weeks 
of December,’’ declares C. L. Harlan, 
live stock statistician for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ‘“‘the hog market 
has given every evidence of underly- 
ing strength. There is a distinct 
note of optimism in packing and dis- 
tributing circles. in contrast with the 
pessimism that prevailed last year. 
Packers seem even anxious to absorb 
the present record runs at prevail- 
ing prices. Wholesale and retail dis- 
tributors, instead of following the 
‘hand to mouth’ policy of last year 
seem to be willing to buy freely at 
present prices. 


“This change of attitude is due to 
the general feeling that the present 
run of hogs is not. an indication of 
larger numbers to come, but is only 
an early marketing forced by the 
short supply and high price of corn. 
This opinion is based largely upon 
figures of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which show a 
marked decrease in the spring pig 
crop of last spring, and a probable 
large decrease in the fall pig crop.” 


It is the belief of men both in the 
department and elsewhere who are 
in close touch with the hog situation, 
that the pig survey information this 
year has been responsible for a very 
considerable part of the recent in- 
creased prices of hogs above last 
year’s prices, and that it has brought 
millions of dollars to corn belt hog 
raisers above what they would other- 
wise have received.—U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture. 


OR many years no 
record asssociation 
of any of the hog 


breeds but what 
from time to time put their 
herd books in printed form 
for distribution. Many of 
them for years furnished 
these books free to every 
member at a very large ex- 
pense, and they were 
looked upon by secretaries 
and boards of directors as one of the 
very necessary expenditures from 
the funds of the association. 
As years went by a less and less 
number of breeders seemed to be in- 


terested in these books, the new 
breeder depending on either’ the 
three-generation pedigrees of the 
animals he purchased for  infor- 
mation as to blood line and an- 
cestry or on the columns of the 


breed paper which kept before the 
active breeders not only through the 
display ads and field notes in the 
paper, but in various articles by con- 
tributors and editors, the fads and 
fancies, as well as the facts of the 
several prominent and popular blood 
lines. 

Such a large proportion of these 
volumes sent free to members re- 
mained useless on their book shelves 
‘or unopened in their homes, that the 
managers of the recording asso- 
ciations began to figure the immense 
cost and the comparative lack of use 
of volumes whose production de- 
pleted the associations’ treasuries. 


The outcome was that the members 
first were asked to sign a request 
and pay the postage on the volumes.

Printed Herd Record Books | 
The Demand for Printed Herd Books 
Has Dwindled So That It Seems Unnec- 
essary Expense to Print and Bind These 


Books Each Year. ‘Associations to Re- 
place Them with Yearly Book on State

printing increased from year to year 
members were charged for the books. 
This reduced the demand to about 
two and a half per cent of the actual 
members of these associations. This 
revealed more clearly the lack of 
interest and demand for the books 
for the price was never anywhere 
near the actual cost of the pro- 
duction and was not at any time 
prohibitive to any member. And yet 
the orders were scarcely enough to 
pay for the binding of the volumes. 
And so it has come about naturally 
that the boards of directors of most 
of the recording associations of 
swine have, temporarily at least, de- 
cided not to put money into some- 
thing that cost so much on which 
they seemed to have sufficient proof 
wasn’t among the necessary expenses 
of the association. 

There seems to be but one use for 
the volumes that is at all urgent as 
long as the association issues a 
three-generation pedigree, which 
gives all of the ancestry needed for 
the breeder to have, and that is the 
use of these books in the Agricul- 
tural Colleges of the country where 
the farmer boy and girl have been 
using them in the study of pedigree 
and blood lines.

The Society of Swine 
Records has taken up the 
question and has threshed 
out a plan whereby the 
pedigree may be put into 
book form by typist, mak- 
ing three or four copies at 
one time at a minimum 
cost, and some of the as- 
sociations are undertaking 
thate plan to have them in 
book form for any one who 
wants the use of them in the 
recording office. 

The two Duroc associations are 
working on a plan to issue each year 
an extended pedigree of all of the 
first prize animals in all of the 
leading fairs, furnishing these to the 
colleges and vocational schools in 
loose leaf form with an appropriate, © 
serviceable binding, the cover made 
large enough so it will hold these 
pedigrees for a number of years, the - 
associations to issue loose leaves | 
each year bearing extended pedi-— 
grees of the prize winners of that 
year, so the schools will have a his- 
tory of winners on which totes 
students can take up pedigree work 
and carry on the study of Blood 
lines. 

We believe that this will fill thea 
needs of the colleges and at the 
same time give them the added in- i 
formation of the winners at the 
latest fairs and shows, and will really 
bear more valuable data, as it will 
be up to the minute, and useful in 
keeping tab on winning herds and 
winning families of the breed. 

Not until recording of hogs in-— 
creases to a very marked degree will 
any of the swine associations be in > 
a position to go on with producing © 
the volumes, and if these other plans 
will bridge over the matter of the 
student needs, we doubt if ever the 
expense of completely printed vol-— 
umes will ever be renewed. 

It has been the policy of 
Duroc associations, I am sure, to 
give to every inquirer all the in- 
formation that is available in the 
recording office, and all a breeder or 
student or teacher had to do was to 
make his desires known and we of | 
the offices have been only too ready. 
to furnish extended pedigrees and 
other data which we had. 


The three-generation pedigree or 
application which the offices receive 
from the breeder are kept on file 
for years and it is but little trouble 
for our clerks to trace out ad- 
ditional generations where further 
information as to ancestry is wanted. 
We want to co-operate with every. 
teacher of animal husbandry as well 
as with every breeder who is delving 
into blood lines, and are always 
ready to furnish the information 
wanted.

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Ventilate the Hog House 


country among the 
hog breeders one finds 
there is no one thing 
of so great importance so 
sadly neglected as venti- 
lation, even though other 
appointments are well up 
to the standard of perfection. 
_ In seeking an explanation of this 
condition it was found that there is 
a person now and then who does 
not realize what great benefits are 
derived from ventilation, nothwith- 
standing the vast accumulation of 
experiences, publications and _ the 
many definite practical tests. An- 
other explanation is procrastination, 
which has strewn the wayside of all 
endeavor with countless wrecks and 
failures, but perhaps the most po- 
tent one is that we are slaves to 
habit and custom, frequently follow- 
ing them blindly when our intelli- 
gence points the way to methods and 
things of far superior merit. 
Competent authority on veterinary 
medicine states that more disease is 
due to imperfect ventilation than to 
all other causes combined. Dark, 
damp hog houses are nurseries of 
contagion and disease which, aided 
by the moisture, are often communi- 
cated through an entire herd. Open- 
ing of doors and windows are not to 
be considered practical . ventilation, 
as while admitting some fresh air, 
drafts are often produced which 
cause pneumonia, snuffles, ‘‘flu’’ and 
other forms of disease. Draft above 
all things is dangerous to hogs. See 
_ that floors as well as walls are tight. 
_ The best means of prevention of 
all forms of disease is a correctly 
eared for and properly nourished 
animal, and as more than half this 
“necessary nourishment comes from 
the air the importance of proper ven- 
_tilation can not be over estimated or

nated by keeping hog houses clean, 
well ventilated and well lighted. 

If the disease germs and impurities 
in the air were as easily detected as 
tainted food or polluted water there 
would be scores of ventilating sys- 
tems in use where there is one at 
this time. 

Many tests have been made which 
have proven the profitableness of 
proper ventilation. A typical test of 
this kind with dairy cows was con- 
ducted in Wisconsin some years ago. 


During the test the cows were kept

continuously in the stable with doors, 
windows and ventilators closed for 
two days and then with ventilators 
open for two days. The test repeated 
four times. Follownig these four 
tests they were closed for three con- 
secutive days for poor ventilation and 


left open the following 
three days, making four- 
teen days in all. The 
feed eaten, the water 
drank, the milk produced 
and the cows themselves 
were weighed each day. 
It was found that meas- 
urably the same amount of feed was 
eaten under both conditions but dur- 
ing the days of insufficient ventila- 
tion the cows drank on the average 
1.4 pounds more water each daily 
and had lost in weight an average 
of 10.7 pounds at the end of each 
period, regaining this when good 
ventilation was restored and this, 
too, when they were drinking less 
water. During the good ventilation 
days for each and every period the 
cows gave more milk, the average 
being .55 pounds per day. Without 
elaboration further on this test the 
effect of ventilation and lack of ven- 
tilation is clearly shown, and all 
other animals are effected just the 
same as the cow even though you 
cannot as readily determine the re- 
sults. 

Practical ventilation is the means 
through proper circulation, without 
drafts, of displacing foul, moist, dis- 
ease laden air with pure vitalizing 
fresh air. Nothing is more essential 
to success in hog raising than venti- 
lation and sunshine. The ventilating 
system should include proper intakes 
that will admit fresh air and outlets 
that will remove foul, damp air. 
These outlets should start near the 
floor as the moist air expelled from 
the lungs and other poisonous gases 
are heavier than air and settle to the 
floor. 


The air should at no time contain 
more than 3.3 per cent of air once 
breathed. In order to keep the air 
in this condition it must enter and 
leave the hog house at a rate of 
1,392 cubic feet per hour for each

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average hog. The first cost of a 
ventilating system is the entire cost 
as the fresh air is absolutely free. 
The cost of a ventilating system 
should never be considered an ex- 
pense but as a part of the necessary 
equipment to make hog raising prof- 
itable. 

If you do not provide ventilation 
you pay the cost of it anyway, and 
pay it over and over again in reduced 
production, sickness and retarded 
growth. Hogs will live longer with- 
out either feed or water than with- 
out air, therefore, ventilation should 
receive at least equal attention. 

Just as the contented cows pro- 
duce Carnation Milk profitably so the 
contented, healthy hog brings home 
the bacon. 

It is poor policy not to lock the 
barn until after the horse is stolen 
or not to insure property until after 
the fire. The time to install venti- 
lation is before your herd becomes 
diseased. The breeder who ignores 
correct methods and up-to-date prac- 
tices along this line is like the child 
playing with fire—he takes the 
chance of being badly burned.

SELLING THE PURE BRED HOG 


During the annual meeting of the 
National Swine Growers’ Association 
held December ist, much was said 
relative to selling the pure bred hog 
idea to the farmer and pork grower, 
several of those who talked taking 
the stand that the farmer was not 
fully convinced of the efficiency of 
the pure bred hog in the feed lot as 
compared to the cross bred grade or 
serub. 

We can scarcely believe that there 
are farmers in any considerable num- 


ber anywhere in this country who 
have not been fully acquainted with 
the claims made for pure bred hogs 
or have not read many times the 
testimony and reports of those who 
have conducted experiments, made 
comparison and feeding tests, ap- 
pearing in both the breed and gen- 
eral farm papers. However, these 
facts and figures can be repeated 
again and again without harm. 

We are rather inclined to believe 
that the fault lies with the pure bred 
hog man in the neighborhoods where 
scrubs and grades abound. The pure 
bred men in those localities have 
either failed to raise good pure breds 
or have neglected to shout their ad- 
vantages from the house top. Such 
a large majority of our breeders in 
“fat years’ have reached out and 
made most strenuous efforts to at- 
tract the attention of outside buyers 
to the neglect of a good, profitable 
trade right at his own door. 

This was admirably expressed by 
one of those who argued this ques- 
tion in the meeting mentioned. He 
believed that the pure bred hog 
would never be universal till each 
man worked his own community 
through the medium of local papers, 
local promotion work and local solici- 
tation. : 

The past year has seen this method 
of promotion conducted by many 
more breeders than in former years. 
Excessive express rates, lack of de- 
mand by brother breeders and falling 
off, in ‘buying of boars and sows 
promiscuously over the country by 
new men, has made it imperative for 
breeders to ‘‘comb” their own coun- 
try and state if they would find outlet 
for the surplus. 

It will take several years of this 
change of front for pure bred men 
to build up their home trade, after 
passing it up and ignoring it so com- 
pletely and conducting sales especial- 
ly arranged to “rope in’’ outsiders. 
Our sales during the “‘wild days’’ be- 
came the laughing stock of the know- 
ing ones who being on the sidelines 
could see us as we really were. A 
local man, a farmer and breeder, 
was afraid to open his mouth or nod 
in a sale. Prices were scandalous 
and quality was far below par. It is 
little wonder the feeders still use 
grades in some _ localities. Their

oats and corn is established by the 

relative demand for these two feeds, se 

and is not always a true expression HE DUROC CRO SS 
of the relative feeding value. Con- 
sidering the present price ratio and 
quality, oats are a cheaper feed than 
corn, according to G. Bohstedt of the 
Ohio Experiment Station. 

During the last two decades oats 
have sold on the average for sixty- 
six percent as much as corn, on the 
bushel basis. Thus, if a bushel of 
corn sold for a dollar, then a bushel 
of oats would generally sell for six- 
ty-six cents. Oats for various reas- 
ons are ordinarily favored beyond 
their actual feeding value in terms 
of chemical analysis or fattening 
properties. This is especially so 
when considered as a feed for fat- 
tening hogs. 

However, this season with its 
short corn crop and a good oat crop, 
resulting in well filled oats, the lat- 
ter is by comparison a cheaper feed, 
for it sells for less than fifty percent 
the price of corn. With less corn 
in the country, a lot of livestock 
will be shipped to market in medi-

pounds per litter in 180 
days is simply perfection 
in pork production and 
nothing else. Until fur- 
ther reports come in these 
ten Duroc litters will hold 
the world’s record for 


2,000 pounds or more. Of this num- 
ber 19 litters or a fraction over 44 
per cent, were Duroc-Jerseys. The 
next highest entrant could count but 
12 litters so we had 7 more ton lit- 
ters than any other one breed. It 
was but natural that we have the 
champion Ton Litter of the state and 
we did—l11 Duroc pigs beating the 
ton mark to smash with a weight of 
3,102 pounds at the end of 180 days. 
Take off your hat to Clarence B. 
Kraft of Farmington, Minnesota, for 
raising this litter of Red Champions 
that exceeded the weight of the sec- 
ond prize litter by 306 pounds. This 
was not only the heaviest litter in 
the state for total weight but it also 
won the blue ribbon for average 
weight per pig. The 11 pigs aver- 
aged 282 pounds each. This is the 
only litter in the world we know of 
that ever won two State Ton Litter 
Championships. Hats off again to 
Mr. Kraft. Put good Duroc pigs in 
the hands of a good feeder and rec- 
ords are bound to bust. 


To win both championships and 
have the most litters in a Ton Litter 
project in one state is an extraordi- 
nary achievement for any breed of 
hogs but Durocs went further and 
proved again that they have no equals 
for rapid growth, quick gains and 
easy feeding qualities. The ten top 
ditters in Minnesota, all breeds in- 
cluded, all weighed above 2,500 
pounds and six of these ten litters 
were Duroc-Jerseys. Ours was the 
only breed that had more than two 
litters in the 2,500 pound class.

ing our sows an average of 10.84 
pigs. Excluding those breeds that 
had four litters or less to their credit, 
the Red sows set the high mark for 
prolificacy. Only two litters in the 
state had 1b pigs and one of these was 
Red. Nine pig litters were the small- 
est and there were three of this size, 
one of which belonged to our breed. 

Naturally we can derive a great 
deal of pleasure and satisfaction from 
the wonderful manner in which Du- 
rocs acquitted themselves in the 
Minnesota project which, however, is 
only of secondary importance. The 
main point is to use these records in 
our business. The Ton Litter Project 
is not a contest though of course we 
all want to see Durocs come out on 
top. The real object of the project 
is to demonstrate the increased effi- 
ciency of the pure bred hog and to 
emphasize the value of good man- 
agement, sanitation and feeding prac- 
tices in growing pork for. market.

BUY A BRED SOW 
By C. L. Carter 


Business conditions change but 
human natures never does. The ma- 
jority always goes with the stam- 
pede. When there is tendency to sell 
hogs they do not stop until they have 
cleared their farms of everything that 
looks like a hog; when the stampede 
is headed off they rush madly the 
other way and buy back on a high 
market. 

This is not the first big boom and 
depression the pure bred industry 
has survived. During the twenty 
years I have been identified with pure 
bred hogs I’ve experienced three and 
now that all indications point to an- 
other ‘boom, an immediate one at 
that, we will see the same conditions 
repeated. There will be some who 
get rich, others go broke; the same 
enthusiasm, the same regrets will be 
ours, 

It is useless to mention the un- 
precedented run of hogs of the past 
few months, or the reasons therefor. 
We do know, though, that the de- 
mand for breeding stocks grows 
bigger each day. There are few 
breeders who are not planning to 
buy some better sows and many are 
looking for high class boars. 

It seems that most new breeders 
have to go through a period of boar 
worship before they realize that the 
sow herd is important. A bunch of 


masculine sows and a feminine boar. 


will put any man out of the breeding 
business. 

The bred sow sales are but a few 
days away and we should know the 
type and quality, and possibly the 
blood lines, we intend to buy. If we 
have been devoting all our time to 
talking breed politics we doubtless 
will buy some slick bellied sows sim- 
ply because they happen to be bred 
like a sow that won something some- 
where sometime. 

We may buy the best farm in the 
county, build the most up-to-date 
equipment, purchase a_ sensational 
(?) boar, spread a few pages of ad- 
vertising, then fail because we don’t 
produce pigs good enough to please 
the purchasers. We can do all that 
money will permit but it takes the 
sow to produce the pigs. 

In all lines of business there are 
some who are unusually successful. 
These are the men who have vision, 
who believe in preparedness. Today 
these same men are making ready 
for the increased trade that 1925 is 
bringing to us. They have kept their 
best sows; they are buying more. 
And they are careful in their selec- 
tions. Smooth, feminine sows with 
good teats, sound udders, thin ears, 
big eyes; alert, active sows that far- 
row and suckle pigs. The deep bod- 


eg, ee 
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- The Duroc Bulleti 
ied, limber sort. Smooth of fore rib 
and shoulder, with flinty bone that 
tapers nicely. I like them to have 
gluttonous appetites, too. 

These sows are now Selling for less 
money than we may expect for an- 
other three or four years and if we 
expect to make money we must buy 
on a low market and sell on a high 
one. By the time litters out of sows 
in this winter’s sales are ready for 
our sale rings in the fall prices on 
breeding stocks will have advanced 
much more than the majority rea-— 
lize. 

We are going to see history re- 
peated. We shall see some attend 
the winter sales and select good 
sows; many times the number of men 
will wait until the business is in full — 
swing and buy at the very peak of 
prices. Really, there is not a single 
excuse for this but it will happen. 
These winter sales afford every op- 
portunity. There are fewer than for 
years, breeders who are selling are 
putting in a higher class of sows, in 
most cases mated to splendid boars. 
Just looks like practical breeders will 
grasp the opportunities and forge to 
the front.

BREEDERS AND FARMERS 


By C. L. Carter 
Missouri Representative 


A few years ago insane averages 
prevented purchases of pure bred 
hogs for any but speculative pur- 
poses. With prices soaring around 
a thousand dollars a million Amer- 
ican farmers let pure bred hogs 
alone, realizing that such prices were 
prohibitive. Then came the depression 
with features that discouraged buy- 
ing. Now that most farms are 
cleared of hogs we know that these 
farmers will buy from breeders and 
restock with a better class of sows 
than they had before. 


Because profit paying hogs are 
sorely needed, men engaged in pro- 
ducing them are practical in their 
methods. This class of men are the 
constructive breeders and far out- 
number those who buy and sell dur: 
ing the flurries. Those were the 


speculators, the hucksters, and we 
are thankful they are no longer 
with us. 


Without these constructive breed- 
ers agriculture would soon be a fail- 
ure and civilization an impossibility. 
Eliminate the activities of forward 
looking men who by inherent skill 
and studious labor select, mate and 
develop improved farm animals and 
in a few years we should drift back 
to the scrub that pays no profit but 
exacts toll for its care. 

Retrogression is the immutable law 
of nature. It is only by continued 
effort that we go forward. Should 
the ‘breeder of improved farm stock 
cease his labors our animals would 
retrograde as much in the next few 
generations as they have gained in a 
hundred years. 

To be successful the breeder must 
use only such animals as he believes 
will show an improved progeny. 
Sometimes such an animal is hard 
to find and when found is usually 
in the hands of another skillful 
breeder so that a figure far in excess 
of prevailing prices must be paid; 
which leads some to assert that 
breeders often claim fictitious prices. 

Animals of this extreme quality 
would not be worth the price except 
to a breeder capable of knowing his 
real value. But this is a benefit to 
the farmer who raises and feeds for 
the market because, though he would 
not be warranted in paying the price, 
he can go to the owner and buy a 
sow mated to him or a boar sired 
by him for a reasonable price. So 
we have in our operations a natural 
sequence between the man: who buys 
high priced breeding stock and the 
one who feeds for the top of the 
market. 

With a spread of one to two dol- 
lars a hundred between scrub and 
market topping stuff it is easy to 
understand why the successful farmer 
is the one who uses pure bred stock 
in his breeding pens and feed lots.

weighed and 5 of these were solid 
Red all over from snout to tail. <Ac- 
cording to these figures Durocs led 
all breeds in the number of litters 
to make the eligible weight and also 
in the number of litters that actually 
weighed a ton or over. 


A litter of 12 Duroc pigs won the 
State Ton Litter Championship with 
a weight of 2,776 pounds at the end 
of 180 days. This dozen Durocs 
topped the second prize litter by 188 
pounds and in addition to being the 
blue ribbon litter of the state, gave 
quite a demonstration in the matter 
of rapid growth. The last 22 days 
of the test, the twelve pigs gained 
1.95 pounds per head daily. Wm. F. 
Buelke, Plymouth, bred and raised 
the champions. The dam was a gilt 
and this was her first litter. She 
farrowed fourteen pigs and raised 
twelve and was out of a litter of the 
same size. Sensation King, in his 
day and time, a noted sire and cham- 
pion, was the grand sire of the litter 
on the male side. The sire was from 
a litter of thirteen. Families noted 
for size and prolificacy seem to be 
necessary in growing pigs that attain 
heavy weights at early ages. For the 
most part the ration used was ground 
oats, barley and middlings in whey. 
Over the whole period the litter was 
on one-half acre of alfalfa pasture 
that had not been used for hogs be- 
fore. The litter was sold on the mar- 
ket for $11.75 per cwt. 


The Duroc sows sustained their 
reputation for prolificacy with an 
average of 11.3 pigs per litter which 
was considerably higher than the gen- 
eral average for all sows in the con- 
test. In the all important matter of 
weight, Durocs hung up another 
splendid testimonial to their easy 
feeding qualities. The weight to 
which a pig grows at any particular 
age is evidence that it gains quickly 
and fattens easily. The 12 ton lit- 
ters averaged 2,280 pounds per lit- 
ter. With an average weight of 
2,347 pounds, the Duroc litters ex- 
ceeded the general average by 67 
pounds to the litter. In addition the 
Duroc litters were 101 pounds heay- 
ier on the average than those of any 
other breed.

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REPORT OF THE DECEMBER 1, 
1924, PIG SURVEY 


A hog production in 1925 probably 
as small as in any year in the last 
ten, and an acute shortage of hog 
products in 1926 are indicated in the 
December 1 pig survey made by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture in co-operation with the post of- 
fice department, through the rural 
carriers. 

The survey shows a decrease of 
28.2 per cent in the number of sows 
farrowing in the fall of 1924 in the 
country as a whole from the num- 
ber farrowed in the fall of 1923. Be- 
cause of a somewhat higher average 
number of pigs saved per litter the 
decrease in pigs is only 22.2 per cent. 
For the corn belt, the decrease in 
sows farrowed was 30.6 per cent, and 
in pigs saved was 23.4 per cent. De- 
creases in the other regions, while 
large, were somewhat less than in 
the corn belt. 

The number of sows bred or to be 
bred to farrow in the spring of 1925 
is shown as 94.3 per cent of the num- 
ber of sows that actually farrowed in 
the spring of 1924, for the United 
States, and 89.6 per cent for the 
corn belt.- Based upon the results 
of previous surveys, which have 
shown about how much the number 
of sows farrowed has fallen short of 
breeding intentions, the present sur- 
vey indicates a reduction of from 15 
to 25 per cent in sows that will 
arrow in the corn belt in the spring 
9 1925, from the spring of 1924. 
Yor the country as a whole, a some- 
what similar reduction is indicated. 

The reduction of 23.4 per cent in 
he fall crop in the corn belt follows 
whe reduction of over 17 per cent in 
che spring crop shown by the survey 
of last June. The total number of 
digs raised in the corn belt in 1924 
Was probably fully 19 per cent less 
han in 1923. Quantitatively, this 
vepresents a reduction from 1923 of 
»etween 11,000,000 and 12,000,000 
1ead; around 7,000,000 in the spring 
‘rop, and 4,500,000 in the fall crop. 
3ut in spite of the large reduction in 
\umbers born, the market movement 
0 January 1 of the 1924 spring crop 
if corn belt hogs has been almost as 
arge as the movement to the same 
ate of the 1923 spring crop. Decem- 
er marketings and slaughter in 


1924 were the largest ever recorded. 

The reduction in sows bred this 
fall for spring farrow compared to a 
year ago, is indicated at around 
2,000,000 head in,the corn belt. 
These will go to increase the winter 
market supply and to decrease the 
marketings next summer and fall, 
thus making the decreased supplies 
of the marketing year the more 
marked in the second half of the 
year.

Hoosier Duroc Breeders Hold | 
Annual Meeting 


Good Attendance and More Than 


Usual Interest Manifested 


By ROBT. J. EVANS 


NDIANA Duroc men 
have been the most 
loyal to their state 
association of any of the 
organized bodies in the 
Duroc business. Each 
year their attendance at 
these regular yearly 
events has been surprising, and 


again this year when but little real 
interest in the pure bred business 
has been evident, they turned out 
in goodly numbers and stayed until 
the ending of the two sessions held 
all day. 


President Sheets called the meet- 
ing to order in the Severin hotel in 
Indianapolis on the morning of the 
6th of January, with Secretary Trow- 
bridge and other officers on hand. 
He told the assembled breeders he 
had no set speech but would proceed 
with the program. As one or two 
of these on the arranged program 
had failed to show up Mr. R. C. 
Pollock, manager of the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board, Chicago, 
was placed on the program first and 
in a few minutes outlined the work 
of that organization in the further- 
ance of knowledge of meat subjects 
and live stock matters. This board 
is composed of seventeen men, eleven 
of whom are directly interested in 
the production of live stock, the oth- 
ers being connected with transporta- 
tion and the packers. Mr. Pollock 
described the various methods they 
had used in their publicity, telling 
especially of the essay contest they 
conducted among the high school 
girls of the United States, and he 
had with him and distributed copies 
of the meat cook book which was 


compiled from recipes sent in by 
these many hundred contestants. He 
also gave the number of posters, 
printed matter and letters they hada 
sent out in furthering the cause of 
meat eating. This board has also 
taken up the matter of unfair ad- 
vertising and have secured the co-op- 
eration of advertisers who were us- 
ing matter detrimental to the meat 
cause. As this is the first time the 
work of this board had been brought 
directly before the Indiana breeders, 
the address of Mr. Pollock was in- 
teresting as well as instructive. 

The next number on the program 
was, “What Is Correct Duroc Type,” 
by Robert J. Evans of Chicago. His 
remarks in part were as follows: 


The country right now is crazy on 
crossword puzzles, and I have been 
hoping that someone would get up a 
crossword puzzle that would find some- 
thing that would take the place of 
the word “type.” It bobs up like 
Banquo’s ghost and will not down. I 
do not hope to tell you anything new 
but I can tell you some of the things 
that have come to my mind in thinking 
this matter over. 

The type of pork animal that exactly 
suits the packer or the one that cuts 
out a small per cent higher in car- 
cass need not cause the pork grower 
any considerable amount of concern, 
for even experienced packer-buyers 
cannot guess dressing per cents very 
close, and it is entirely possible that 
the carcass that yields the high per 
cent has been finished at a loss; and 
besides there is a good deal of change 
in the type of hog, or weight of hog 
that tops the market. In short corn 
years heavy hogs will be at a premium

and often in large corn 
production years the oppo- 
site or less fleshed animal 
brings the best price. The 
producer’s job, and it is 
one that faces him contin- 
ually, is to select the type 
or kind of hog that feeds 
the most economically on 
the feeds which he can pro- 
duce or buy the most eco- 
nomically in or near hits 
feed lot. He must select 
the pigs that will attain 200 to 250 
pounds in the shortest time, and on 
least cost of feeds. That is the question 
that the pork producer must settle. 
The breeder who furnishes seed stock 
to these farmers and feeders, must. 
produce breeding animals which will 
reproduce the animal that suits the. 
feeder. If he does not the foundation 
has slipped from under his house built 
on sand and his business will suffer 
and die. The three-year experiment 
being carried on at the Illinois Station. 
seems to have breught out the “in-— 
termediate” hog as the most profitable 
feeder. For their use in this experi- | 
ment five types of Polands were used. 
this year, very rangy, rangy, inter- 
mediate, chuffy and very chuffy. Judg- 
ing from the photo of one of these in- 
termediate hogs in a recent Breeders’ 
Gazette, their intermediate hog is quite 
blocky and most of you would call him 
everything else but Big Type, but as 
hog pictures are deceiving we are not 
sure just where he should be classed.

and easier for the young pig to grasp. 

Much of the big type craze has been 
squeezed out of our business during the 
past two years. Breeders found that 
the long-legged monstrosity that they 
misnamed big type wouldn’t produce 
pork hogs, but did produce “corn 
vival of the fittest as far as Duroc type 
cribs.” It has been a case of the sur- 
is concerned. Only in a few isolated 
cases did our breeders at any time go 
wild on type and when they found our 
best judges, especially in these past 
two years, sticking closely to the deep 
sided, heavy bodied boars and sows 
with good spring of rib, they gave up 
the ghost and are preaching real hogs. 

As we have often repeated, the lead- 
ing breeders must maintain the size 
for the feeding herds, as hogs de- 
teriorate more quickly than other meat 
animals, and it is a constant task of 
the purveyor of breeding animals to 
offer additional size to offset the cross- 
ing of these breeding animals with 
blocky sows found in most pork pro- 
ducing herds. ; 

Breeders of all breeds are laying 
stress on the type of hog that can be 
carried past a certain point, and be 
marketed later if necessary to suit 
market tendencies. The photo which 
I referred to a moment ago resembles 
very much in type of animal the pop- 
ular “butcher hog” as described in a 
pamphlet issued two years ago by one 
of the packer organizations, and we 
are taking it for granted that he is as 
near ideal from their standpoint as 
they hope to get. Whether he is the 
producer’s best type will depend en- 
tirely as I have tried to say before, 
whether he puts on pounds at a profit. 
‘Possibly but a small per cent of hogs 
in the past six months have made a 
profit, but we are talking of the av- 
erages. It is in times of reverse in 
ratio between corn and hogs that we 
think seriously of feeding questions, 
but they should be our main thought 
whether we count ourselves breeders or 
just feeders. 

Breeders of Durocs will have warmer 
competition from one or two other 
breeds in the coming years than they 
have ever had and it stands them in 
hand to give feeding characteristics a 
Bement place in their hog produc- 
tion. 

I have seen only a few winning ton 

litters in the past two years but from 
the ones I have seen and from many 
pictures of others, I gather there are 
mighty few of them that could be 
‘called extreme in type. Many of them 
have been brought to the coveted 
weight without being fully fleshed, but 
they will conform more nearly to the 
“intermediate” hog mentioned in the 
Tllinois experiment rather than the ex- 
‘treme rangy type. 
_.To those of you who have had the 
pleasure of seeing the 1924 grand 
champion Duroc boar at Indiana, I 
don’t mind saying there is my ideal in 
type, and I believe nine-tenths of our 
breeders would swell with pardonable 
pride if they could produce another 
like him. 


Mr. Evans placed on the speaker’s 
table a plaster cast of the Duroc 
boar, Sensation’s Improver, which 
was made for the American Associa- 
tion last summer by the noted mod- 
eler in clay, Miss Wheeler, who has 
for some years produced models of 
the Derby winners in the great Ken- 
tucky racing event. This model has 
an advantage over a picture in pre- 
senting to the eye of the student, 
just what may be in the minds of 
Duroc breeders as their ideal type. 

The paper on Type was discussed 
Dy P. M. Barker and Virgil Harvey. 
Mr. Barker told how he visiting the 
‘airs with his father and in school 
editing a paper and arranging the 
idvertising had the breed differences 
Well fixed in his mind. He said there 
aad been no great changes in the 
Juroc type. He believed that in the 


past few years we had come pretty 
close together on this matter and the 
animals in the pig shows of the last 
three years would prove his state- 
ment. He said if you go back 20 
or 25 years you will see that the 
Duroc has changed but little. He 
called attention to the long, smooth 
side of the Duroc as compared to 
other breeds. ‘‘There is a great deal 
said by some that we have changed 
our type and gone clear away from 
the good hog of the past. I cannot 
see it that way. I think we have 
stayed pretty close together on im- 
provement and development of the 
breed and are in a good position as 
far as that is concerned. There is 
no contest among us on type. * * * 
The upstanding hog doesn’t have to 
be sold as quickly as it appears to 
be finished. It will feed longer. 
There is no such thing as the time 
coming when it is completely finished 
like.the time we must lay down for 
the blocky hog.” 


The next subject was the ‘‘Future 
of the Swine Industry,” and this was 
to be presented by Mr. James Poole 
of Chicago. As he was unable to be 
present the discussion of the sub- 
ject was opened by Mr. Scott Meik of 
Shelbyville, Ind. He said he was not 
a Duroc breeder and really had a 
grouch at Durocs. In explanation, 
said he had been crossing Duroc 
sows with a Poland boar and found 
them excellent feeders, and in order 
to replenish his sow herd took one 
of his best pure bred Duroc sows to 
a breeder’s good boar, and she re- 
paid him for his interest in pure 
bred Durocs by farrowing 14 pigs, 
thirteen of which were males. Sta- 
tistics tell us that 1923 was one of 
our greatest pork producing years 
and 1924 hasn’t been far behind, 
and even with increased meat con- 
sumption the hog business has been 
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disappointing. Now the statistician 
comes along again and tells us that 
1924 spring pig crop was 17 per cent 
below previous year, and that the 
1925 spring crop will be 24 per cent 
less than last year and we can look 
for a falling off in receipts at the 
yards. There are three steps of re- 
duction in production so far—spring 
1924, fall of 1924 and spring of 1925 
for which all sows are already bred. 
That certainly means higher prices. 
The very short corn crop is another 
reducing element. It certainly looks ~ 
like we would have exceedingly high 
prices for hogs the latter part of 
1925 and on into 1926. Mr. Meik 
also said: ‘‘Before the breeder is 
going to be prosperous the average 
farmer is going to have to find a 
profit in market hogs. Your cus- 
tomer finally is the man who raises 
hogs for the market.” 

“Tf our live stock industry was as 
efficient in marketing as it is in 
producing, results would be far bet- 
ter.”’ Mr. Meik then gave a very 
vivid picture of conditions in mar- 
keting as found in the central mar- 
kets today and expressed some very 
good reasons for necessary changes 
in marketing to be made. 


Prof. W. H. Smith of Purdue was 
called on by the chairman and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of Mr. Meik’s 
very interesting talk on marketing 
hogs. In regard to type he said they 
had found in experiments that the 
greatest characteristic that was 
needed in brood sows was the ability 
to produce and raise large litters.

The Indiana Duroc breeders at 
their recent meeting passed a resolu- 
tion along this line but don’t believe 
they made it strong enough or put 
enough kick into it. No business can 
thrive with four-fifths of its men in 
the dumps and scattering the blues. 
from morning until night. There 
must be a change of front on the, 
part of a lot of the breeders and now 
is the time to get into it. The win- 
ter sales are in our.midst and while 
many of the good sows in these 
sales will go over a bargain counter, 
yet much of this can be avoided if 
the breeders who have put years and 
money and thought into the work, 
will only get out and take some in- 
terest in his fellow breeder’s sale, 
the man on the side lines will get 
renewed interest also. If you stay 
away from these sales because you 
think you don’t need any good sows, | 
then you are putting a damper on 
the business, on your own business, 
which you cannot afford to do. In 
unity there is strength and there is 
also enthusiasm wrapped up in it. 


Show your faith in your own pull 
ness by getting behind your brother 
breeder in the work he is doing. If 
you thought a sale wouldn’t pay you 
this winter, and your neighbor or 
fellow breeder in your. state, con- 
cludes to have one, it’s your place to 
be on the job and by your very pres- | 
ence lend aid to the sale. Nobody 


understands the position of the ma- 
jority of breeders more than these 
boys who are holding sales, and they 
know you cannot take on much more 
of a load but they have the right to 
expect you to give moral support to 
every honest move made to put new 
life into their business and yours. — 

Put a little gas into the old boat 
and drive over to the breeder’s sale 
and say all the good things you cah 
about the hog business. Prices are 
getting more satisfactory and before

another 60 days has passed they will 
be higher than they have been in a 
good many years at the market cen- 
ters and whether we believe it or 
aot, that is the foundation on which 
our business must rest if it has a 
base at all. 

Anybody can find fault and we 
are all too prone to consume a lot of 
gab in that direction but it takes a 
real optimist to scatter sunshine 
about the business. Keep your mind 
on the good taste of the doughnut 
and forget the little hole around 
which that delicacy of the culinary 
art is constructed.

After some discussion a committee 
Was named to secure subscriptions 
ind continue the work, making the 
durses as large as possible with the 
money so secured. 

Messrs. Carter, Cromer, Phillips, 
Bartley and Graves were appointed 
1 committee to secure funds for the 
tarrying on of the work in 1925. 

Secretary Evans told the breeders 
shat his board of directors had found 
t necessary that they refrain from 
20-operating in a money way in the 
(ndiana futurity this year, but he 
1aoped the breeders would carry on 
chat work themselves until the as- 
sociation was in a position to again 
vake up part of the load. Breeders 
‘resent discussed the matter at some 
ength but seemed to be unwilling to 
make any promises at this time so 
‘ar in advance of the coming spring 
crop. Mr. Evans for the association 
agreed to handle the clerical work 
lecessary, sending out notices, etc., 
‘ree of any cost. The matter was

with breeders of the state.

Gentlemen: I am here to talk of the 
ton litter project because I have been 
requested to do so by some of the 
breeders. It has been suggested that I 
do so from the standpoint of the pos- 
sibility of putting on a ton litter show. 


I want first to talk of the organiza- 
tion of the ton litter club, the con- 
ditions under which it was organized 
and promoted, and the primary purpose 
for which it was created. It has been 
conducted for three years. Prior to the 
time it was promoted by the Indiana 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association in co- 
operation with the Purdue Extension 
Department. We had_ secured _ in- 
formation on the cost of producing 
pork. The information that was se- 
cured was from breeding to weaning 
and from weaning time to market. 
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We divided these farms into three 
classes: 

First, farms where less than five 


pigs were raised per sow. 

Second, farms where five to seven 
pigs were raised. 

Third, where seven or more pigs were 
raised. 

It took 277 pounds of feed to grow 
a pig up to two months, where less 
than five pigs were raised. In the 
third group it took only 138 pounds 
where seven or more pigs were raised. 
It took twice.as much feed to produce 
a two months old pig when less than 
five pigs were raised per sow as it did 
where seven or more pigs were raised 
to the litter.

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the people the importance of big lit- 
ters of pigs. That thought first turned 
toward the idea of a club that would 
recognize raising big litters. You must 
go one more step than that and include 
the feeding ability of a Jitter of pigs. 
In the ton litter work we established 
a mark that would make practically a 
200 pound hog in 180 days. 

If we can combine in our hogs big 
litters of pigs that have easy feeding 
ability we will have hogs that are 


economical pork producing machines. 
These are combined in the ton itter 
project. 


I want to give just a little of the 
educational information that has come 
out of the work. The first is the in- 
formation that has been secured in re- 
gard to the breeding side. There have 
been 153 ton litters produced. Every 
one has been sired by a pure bred boar.

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produced ton litters. So much for the 
breeding side of it. 

There is the side of it that has to do 
with feeding. There were two litters 
in which none of these three feeds 
was not used. Tankage, skim milk or 
soy beans. All but two of the ton lit- 
ters received one or more of these sup- 
plementary feeds. But these two lit- 
ters were fed with a ration of ground 
corn shorts, some ground barley and 
had the run of the legume pasturage. 

The third line of information deals 
with the management side. The most 
important information is that which 
relates to sanitation. Last spring I 
sent out questionnaires asking: 

1. Did you clean out the straw and 
manure from farrowing pens before 
you put the sows in? ; 

2. Did you disinfect the farrowing 
pens? 

3. Did you wash off the brood sows’ 
udders? 

4. Did the sows and pigs have fresh 
pasture? 

I was able to classify 160 of them in 
the four classes. The average litter 
was about five pigs for the men that 
only cleaned out the straw. The sec- 
ond group that also disinfected, raised 
on an average of 5 2-3. Those that 
added the fresh pasturage raised on an 
average of 5.85 and those that washed 
off the udders in addition to the other 
three precautions raised an average of 
eight pigs to the litter. 

This is the kind of information that 
has been learned and carried. back to 
the people. You ean see that the Ton 
Litter club was established on an edu- 
cational basis and is being continued 
on an educational basis. 

Out of the ton litter work there is 
a possibility of a ton litter show at 
the State Fair, if the breeders want 
such a show. But if there is not suffi- 
cient educational value in the ton lit- 
ter show at the State Fair to justify 
the Indiana State Fair which is in it- 
self an educational institution, in 
financing a ton litter show, it is not 
worth while. In other words, I do not 
think it is a proposition that we should 
go to the breeders to finance. The de- 
tails of such a show must depend upon 
what the breeders want, and what the

RESPONSE TO VENTILATION 
INQUIRIES 


H. R. H., Monroe County, Iowa. 

Your letter prompted by the ar- 
ticle ‘‘Ventilate the Hog House” in 
our January issue is most welcome. 

Your situation regarding the ven- 
tilation of your hog house is so like 
that of a great many others that 
this open response should be of in- 
terest to many hog breeders. 

You started out well but stopped 
too soon and still have damp or 
frosty walls, dusty, musty, “stuffy”’ 
odors. You placed the ventilators, 
that was all. These of course, help 
some and remove the warm air, 
which is needed during cold weather, 
but they don’t remove the damp, 
foul air from the floor. Now, when 
you go fishing you don’t stop the 
preparation when you have the bait, 
essential as is the bait, but you get 
hooks and lines ‘‘an’ ever’thing,” 
even to the stringer to put the fish 
on and perhaps a lunch. So with 
ventilation, other preparation is nec- 
essary aside from the ventilators, im- 
portant as they are. 

There should be foul air outlet 
flues fitted snugly into the ventilators 
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and extending down to within twelve 
to eighteen inches of the floor, pref- 
erably without bends, also a number 
of fresh air intakes with inside open. 
ings at the ceiling and outside open. 
ings at least three feet below the in: 
side opening. These should be not 
more than ten or twelve feet apart 
and should have a combined area ap: 
proximately the same as the com. 
bined area of the throat or shafts 0} 
the ventilators. | 

The foul air outlet flues should be 
of material which is a nonconducto) 
of heat or cold and for home con 
struction are usually of lumber whict 
should be matched or shiplap an¢ 
either covered or lined with buildin, 
paper or tar paper. They may bh 
constructed with double walls witl 
an air space between. At or nea) 
the bottom of these flues should be 
a damper which may be closed 0} 
regulated in extremely windy weath 
er and just below the ceiling or roo 
there should be provided a valve 0} 
door which may be opened in warn 
weather to take out the warm air 
This flue may be hinged at or nea) 
the top so that it can be swung ow 
of the way if necessary to pass unde: 
the ventilator. 

The fresh air intakes in a fram 
building may quite readily be mad 
by cutting openings through the wal 
at the proper height between twi 
studding covering it with screen t 
keep out birds. If the walls are no 
wainscoated inside, a bottom may bi 
placed below this opening, the space 
lined with building paper and board 
ed with matched lumber to the lowe 
side of the inside opening. Wit] 
other than frame construction, hole 
may be cut through the wall and } 
duct or flue constructed either insid

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be no holes, cracks or drafty places 
nm the floor, walls or roof or about 
windows or doors as these interfere 
with proper ventilation and are also 
che source of many ailments. 

Open doors and windows is a poor 
way to ventilate and does not get 
“id of moisture, foul air and objec- 
jonable odors. The hog lives, 
yreathes, eats and sleeps close to the 
joor where moisture, foul air and 
sarbon dioxide gas, being heavier 
than air, settle and these are the 
ylements to be removed to insure 
oure, clean, dry, vitalizing air. In 
breathing, the oxygen which makes 
sxistence possible, is taken from the 
ir and carbon dioxide gas returned 
ogether with moisture and other 
waste or diseased matter. Approxi- 
mately five pounds of water is ex- 
ialed each day in the form of mois- 
ure by each average size sow which 
hould be expelled from the building. 

The importance of proper ventila- 
ion cannot be overestimated as is 
Jearly shown by the statement that 
‘a hog will live about three weeks 
vithout feed, about three days with- 
sut water and about three minutes 
vithout air’’ and the quality of the 
ir is just as important as the quality 
f the food or water. If the impur- 
ties, poison and disease germs could 
ye as readily detected in the air, as 
fainted food, the subject of ventila- 
ion would not be so sorely neglect- 
d. 

It will surely be to your interest to 
erfect your ventilating system 
romptly. If we may be of further 
ervice to you let us know.

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THE DEMAND FOR SOWS 


During the past three years I have 
been asked daily ‘‘When is this hog 
business coming back?” It’s here; 
right now. The stampede to market 
corn and hogs at the same _ time, 
with an industrial population earning 
jenough money to gratify an appetite 
for fresh pork has turned the trick. 

The realization of an acute shortage 
of sows has dawned on the big feed- 
ers and progressive farmers and the 
‘rush to replenish these stocks is rap- 
idly becoming a stampede in another 
direction. 

The price and scarcity of marketable 
corn means an increased acreage this 
year and, doubtless, a big corn yield 
with light hog supply. Not that I’m 
trying to forecast a crop yield. Noth- 
ing like that. But have we ever had 
two soft corn crops in succession? 

This is the first period in three years 
that has presented conditions so favor- 
able for hog production. In December 
and January we saw a market rise 
under record runs and forward looking 
men turned their attention to the brood 
sow. Not all of them ag yet, most of 
them will wait until winter feeding is 
ver, but enough to make a big dif- 
ference in the bred sow sales that have 
oeen held. More buying of bred sows 
‘s now being done by private treaty 
because of the scarcity of auctions. 
Before me are several letters from ad- 
vertisers in the Bulletin telling me of 
the best mail business in years. Orders 
zoming in remind me of the good old 
lays. 

Yes, it’s here. Are you ready for it? 
Are your bred sows good enough? Will 
your spring pigs be developed as they 
should be to satisfy discriminating 
ouyers? And the buyers are just that. 
They are demanding better stock and 
are willing to pay better prices. ‘

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WE MUST HAVE MEAT FOR BAL- 
ANCED DIET 


The excessive hog runs for the 
months past certainly prove beyond 
all doubt that this nation must have 
meat. The meat industry is the 
largest single industry in this coun- 
try. More pork and pork products 
were consumed in 1923 than all 
other meats combined. These figures 
were larger than for any previous 
year both from the standpoint of 
total consumption and of that per 
person. The year just closed, 1924, 
was a close second. 

According to Government statis- 
tics, the first ten months of 1924 
showed the following pounds of meat 
consumed: 

Bee iietitts ae eos « 3,970,164,318 lbs. 
Veal 417,740,242 lbs. 
Mutton and lamb 3,083,776,582 lbs. 
Pork 5,938,920,532 Ibs. 
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Ota Varah 13,000,000,000 Ibs. 
Since 1914 the consumption of 
pork (exclusive of lard), increased 
from 72 pounds to 91 pounds per 
capita—or a twenty-five per cent ex- 
pansion while beef consumption only 
gained two pounds per person in the 
same period of time. 

Going back to 1907, the first year 
in which we have reliable statistics 
concerning meat production and con- 
sumption, we find per capita con- 
sumption of beef 17 pounds higher 
than in 1923. Pork was 17 pounds 
lower than in 1923, this showing a 
gain in pork over beef of 34 pounds. 

All of which goes again to prove 
the statements we make to you time 
after time: ‘‘Every farmer should 
raise more pure bred hogs.”’ The de- 
mand for pork products is increas- 
ing more rapidly than production is 
increasing. Statistics for 1923 show 
us that out of the 20 billion pounds 
of meat consumed in the United 
States, 11 billion pounds was pork. 
Seven billion pounds of beef; veal 
and lamb together less than two bil- 
lion pounds or one-tenth of the total. 

The foreign market has shown 
even greater expansion than the 
showing on domestic consumption. 
Exports of pork and lard increased 
about 75 per cent in five years end- 
ing in 1924, over the five years end- 
ing 1911 while production was ex- 
panding at the rate of only 35 per 
cent.

Exports are of considerable im- 
portance in the case of pork products 
making up about 12 per cent of total 
production fifteen years ago and 16 
per cent now. Lard exports predom- 
inate, constituting around 35 per 
cent of lard production. Dressed 
pork exports are eleven per cent of 
dressed pork production. Germany 
is taking about one-third of the lard; 
sne United Kingdom one-fourth; 
Cuba, Mexico, Belgium and the Neth- 
erlands are important purchasers of 
our lard. Of the bacon 40 per cent 
goes to the United Kingdom. France 
is second largest buyer. Netherlands 
and Cuba run a close race for third 
The United Kingdom takes over 80 
per cent of the hams and shoulders 
exported. 


A TRIBUTE TO LIVE STOCK 

Jewell Mayes of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture pays the follow- 
ing tribute to the live stock industry: 

“The earliest orthodox peep at the 
beginnings of the live stock industry 
and its problems come to us from the 
second chapter of the Bible, in the 
Book of Genesis—and, insofar as 
burned bricks, sculptured cliffs and 
columns, and the written record of 
the world have whispered the secrets 
of the yesterdays of life, the prob- 
lems of live stock having been 
wrapped and twined around every 
year of every era of human civiliza- 
tion. 

“From the days of the Patriarch’s 
cattle on a thousand hills, from the 
world conqueror’s columns of camels

and side by side, sometimes through 
the lean years of hunger, and again, 
through the Nileau-like valley of 
plenty, because the problems of live 
stock have ‘been, now are, and ever 
shall be, forever and ever, the critical 
questions of city and country life.”

head of hogs, 15 of whom.

pure bred hogs, as well 

as for myself, when I say that we 
do all we can while the sows are 
still in our possession to make it 
possible fo rthe sows we sell to make 
good, but we have absolutely no con- 
trol of the conditions which surround 
the mafter they leave our farms. 

About the first thing to consider 
would be the breed. We say this: 
buy the breed that you like and the 
one that seems to do well for you. If 
the breed you buy falls down for you, 
don’t blame the breed nor ‘‘cuss”’ the 
breeder. Just charge it up to “luck.” 
However, we have come to the con- 
clusion that luck in the hog busi- 
ness is composed of about fifty per 
cent common sense and fifty per cent 
hard work. 

Next we would consider the time 
of year at which the sow will farrow. 
That depends entirely on the equip- 
ment you have. To make it pointed, 
if you have a modern, warm, hog 
house and like lots of grief, trouble 
and work, buy them to farrow in 
February or March. If they must 
farrow in the drive way of a double 
corn crib, on which the north door 
is eternally off the track, or on the 
northeast corner of a straw pile witn 
nothing but a barbed wire fence for 
shelter, then have them farrow in 
late April or May. Or to make it 
safe, if you live in Iowa, better wait 
till June or July. We believe more 


sows and liters are lost through lack 
of care and equipment than through 


‘any other one cause. 


When you get the sow home, keep 
her separate, if possible, at least un- 
til she farrows. Or let her run 
across the fence from your hogs un- 
til they sort of get acquainted. We 
realize that this is hard and takes 
lots of extra work, but it will pay. 
Just about the time our bred sow 
sales are held is a critical period 
for the sow, and the change of con- 
ditions is bound to cause some dis- 
turbance in spite of the best atten- 
tion that can be given her. Simply 
changing ‘‘board and lodging”’ is dis- 
turbing. Very few men feed the 
same way, and the sleeping quar- 
ters for hogs are even more varied. 
These two items are very import- 
ant, but can easily be attended to 
with a little work and a little good 
judgment. 

But we know from actual experi- 
ence and from what we have seen 
about us that the average sow gets 
just such a reception as we describe 
below. Upon arriving at the new 
home she is ‘“‘dumped”’ into a lot with 
from ten to fifty other strange hogs, 
with this idea in mind, “She’s got to 
get used to them sometime, she might 
as well do it first as last.’”’ We once 
knew of a pure bred gilt that was 
put in a yard with the following: 25

this happened in Iowa 
and the mud was only ten 
to fifteen inches deep, 


so of course the chase was rath- 
er slow. We won’t try to tell you 
all that happened to said sow, but 
will leave this to your imagination, 


We had the ‘‘pleasure”’ (?) of see- 
ing the sow some thirty days after 
her introduction to aforesaid lot, or 
rather we saw what remained of her, 
Instead of having gained in flesh a 
a brood sow should, she had lost 
some fifty or seventy-five pounds. 
And here’s what remained: 1 3-5 
ears, (these so badly notched that 
you’d think some “‘kid’’ had receive 
an ear marker for Christmas, an 
had only this one pig to try it on), 
% of a tail and about % of her 
original hide. However to offset this 
she had gained an awfully poor coat 
of hair, one large abscess on her 
right side, one scar reaching from 
root of tail down across ham, and 
one on the other side almost as 
good only differently located. This 
may sound like a joke, but it’s the 
truth and no joke for the sow either, 
Well she looked like she’d been 
through the battle of Bull Run twice. 


One fellow once said to me, ‘How 
does it come pure breds are so meek 
and cowardly?’”’ Now we didn’t know 
that they are, but we do frankly con- 
fess that at least the Duroc men have 
so far been unable to develop a spe- 
cies of hogs that will fight conditions 
like those described above and al 
ways come out on top. But to come 
back to the sow; I mean what was 
left of her. Here’s the whole thing in 
a nut shell. For two or three weeks 
she had gone practically without 
food, it being impossible to get feed 
under the conditions. At night she 
had been forced to sleep anywhere 
and probably everywhere, . being 
chased out of the sleeping quarters 
by the other hogs. The result was 
she ‘‘went all to pieces.”” Now just 
how much would you expect of this 
sow? If you must turn: your | 


in with all the rest, at least see that 
they get something to eat and _have 
shelter at night. . 


Now we realize that the conditions 
we have described are probably ex: 
treme and not general. We surely 
hope so. We also know that many 
men take the best of care of theil 
purchased sows and still have bad 
results and we know further that 
sometimes the sows themselves ar 
at fault.

| The object of a Futurity Show is 
o encourage the local breeders to 
yxhibit their best pigs. Experience 
1as corivinced the officers of the Na- 
jional Duroc Record Association that 
\Imost every community has as resi- 
hents Duroc breeders who raise good 
Juroc pigs. Their principle trvuble 
3 that they do not have the oppor- 
unity of getting their neighbors and 
riends to see their pigs. This oppor- 
unity is presented through a futurity 
how as in no other way. The Futur- 
ty Show also acts as an inducement 
o get a breeder to take special care 
of a litter or two of pigs, thus prov- 
ng what developments can be se- 
‘ured with a young litter of pigs.

Also 
give me the name and address of 
the Secretary of the Fair where you 
want the show to be held. On re- 
ceipt of this information we will give 
you every assistance possible to try 
and promote a Futurity Show at your 
fair this year. In the promotion of 
a local futurity show I always like 
to have the active support of a real 
live Duroc breeder and of his Farm 
Advisor. With these two agencies 
working with me, we very seldom 
fail to promote a satisfactory Futur- 
ity Show. 

The benefits received from the pro- 
motion of a good Futurity Show are 
many and I will only enumerate a 
few of them to you at this time. The 
first great benefit, to get the breed- 
ers to work together in the promo- 
tion of a show. The next is to get 
out to the fair the best pigs in the 
community, so that the visitors at 
this fair will have the opportunity

of all the opportunities 

afforded them to adver- 
tise their breeding stock locally. 
The local trade is the best trade 
for any Duroc breeder to culti- 
vate. The premiums of the Futurity 
Show make it encouraging for any 
Duroc breeder to enter the show. 


Then in almost every local Futurity 
Show it develops that there is at 
least one litter good enough to go to 
a state fair. The breeder who is 
so fortunate as to develop a state 
litter has the opportunity of extend- 
ing his sale territory at practically 
no expense. Futurity premiums are 
sufficiently large enough at state 
fairs to compensate the exhibitors for 
the expenditure required to make the 
show. When he takes into consider- 
ation the fact that he has enlarged 
his sale territory and enabled him- 
self to make sales at more remuner- 
ative prices than he could have re- 
ceived locally, benefits of the Futur- 
ity Show are easily seen. The old 
exhibitors are always strong for a 
Futurity Show. Almost universally 
we find it a fact that at every Futur- 
ity Show some new breeder that has 
never exhibited before is the winner 
of a good per cent of the futurity 
premiums. Thus making it encour- 
aging to the man who has never ex- 
hibited to enter in a Futurity Show. 


The breeding of the Duroc Jersey 
hogs has had its ups and downs just 
the same as any other business or 
profession. It always has been true 
and it will be just as true in the 
future that the farmer who keeps a 
few good Duroc sows and takes good 
care of them and their progeny as 
they should be taken care or, will 
have made more money at the end 
of a ten-year period than any other 
thing in which he could have in- 
vested the same amount of money 
and attention. 


I have not lost a single atom of 
my enthusiasm for registered Durocs 
nor have I lost faith in the good 
sow being the best permanent occu- 
pant of the live stock farm. All rec- 
ognized information at this time pre- 
dicts that 1925 and the several years 
to follow are to be’ profitable years 
to produce pork. When it is profit- 
able to produce pork it is profitable 
to produce Duroc breeding stock. 
Cull your breeding herd this year as 
never culled before. Under no cir- 
cumstances keep a sow that you do 
not have reasons to expect satisfac- 
tory results from. 


HE sooner we familiarize ourselves 
with the long-time trends in the 
hog market, the sooner we can make 
use of these conditions to make hogs 
more profitable. In 1923 there were 
64 per cent more hogs marketed than 
during the five year pre-war average 
and 1924 exceeded the 1923 figure. 
Heavy overproduction has kept prices 
low since 1920. About every four years 
hog prices undergo a complete cycle, 
consisting of about 20 months of de- 
clining prices and 20 inonths of ascend- 
ing prices. Hog prices started a de- 
cline in 1922, and late in 1924 the ad- 
vance in prices began. Judging the 
future by the past we will see an ad-

their real profit. Then there is the 
question of knowing what and when 
to advertise, the amount one can 
afford to use in the selling end. More 
failures have come about in our pure 
bred hog business by spending one 
thousand dollars to advertise a hun- 
dred-dollar herd than in any other 
way. Some wag has said that the 
way to kill a bear is to “first get the 
bear.’’ First get a herd of breeding 
hogs that you know is of the right 
type, well grown out and whose indi- 
viduals are better than the average 
pure bred herd, and before advertis- 
ing much have enough supply of 
these so you can have a sale and not 
cut into your own resources too 
much. Many a good hog man has 
been over persuaded to make a sale 
when he really didn’t have enough 
good ones on which to found a real 
herd, let alone enough to supply the 


tention must be paid possibly

someone who is capable 
and will give him their 
best honest service, for a crop of pigs 
coming from the same boar and from 
sows similarly bred and of uniform 
type will naturally be more nearly 
alike and grow out more uniform 
than a lot of litters from sows grown 
in different places, on different feeds 
and cared for in many different ways. 

However, a greater per cent of 
those who start with pure breds start 
with one or two sows purchased bred 
and begin by learning to grow out 
this one litter or two, and from these 
the next fall select the best gilts and 
secure a boar and mate them for the 
next spring’s farrowing. While this 
is a somewhat slower than buying 
several open sows and a boar in the 
fall and mating them yourself, it is 
doubtless the safest way unless you 
have a good deal of experience in 
breeding and caring for hogs for 
market. You can get the real ex- 
perience in the handling of the lit- 
ters, and if there is failure not so 
much is involved as where you have 
bought many sows. 

We really believe the se- 
cret of success in growing 
hogs out to proper develop- 
ment lies in the ability of 
the owner or feeder to keep 
them coming every day. 
They need a good start of 
course before they are far- 
rowed. The sow must be 
handled right. She ought to 
be mated only when she 1s 
feeding right and as far as 
you are able to determine, 
in best condition—not fat— 
but probably adding a few 
pounds each week, for the 
reproductive organs are then 


‘least at the market centers, 
jare marketing arrangements 
that do all of his selling. The only 
‘thing that he must determine and 
very often this spells the difference 
between a successful feeder and a 
loser, is the time to sell, the time 
to prepare his hogs for sale, to 
know the trend of markets and 
something of trend of demands, and 
‘so far as within his possibilities lie, 
to get his hogs to market when there 
‘is as little competition as possible. 
,Outside of that the selling work 1s 
‘readily accomplished. 

_ In the selling of pure breds there

Conservative action in the begin- 
ning will save you a lot of trouble, 
disappointment and sleepless nights. 
Go slow and learn each step of the 
successful breeder. Profit by the 
successes aS well as the failures that 
have come under your observation.

hog business must be learned by ex- — 


perience and no man can tell it to 
you, but there are many pitfalls you 
can dodge by taking note of how 


active and she is more likely 
to start a good sized litter. 
Overfeeding during gestation period 
was one of the gravest faults of the 
pure bred hog man, but a large ma- 
jority of them under our observation 
have learned to give the sows just 
enough to keep them gaining slightly 
until the farrowing date. This is im- 
portant for any sudden change in diet 
or amount of feed during pregnancy 
will certainly work adversely on the 
coming litter. 

Cutting down the feed of the sow 
due to farrow just before her time 
arrives seems to be one of the things 
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about which a good feeder has the 
most difficulty. A man who likes 
to see his stock in thrifty condition 
can hardly bring himself to cut down 
this feed even just the few days prior 
to farrowing, but this is necessary 
if the sow and litter are to do the 
best and the sow must not be gotten 
onto full feed until the pigs are at 
least a week old. 

Geiting the pigs to begin their own 
rustling is another matter that must 
not be delayed too long. They must 
be given some chance to feed by 
themselves on the right kind of a 
supplementary diet in addition to the 
mother’s milk. If you can get them 
past this period and then later—say 
about 10 or 12 weeks of age—past 
the weaning period and still going 
strong, three or four of your worst 
hurdles have been made. } 

Coming back to the time of sep- 
arating the sow from the rest of the 
herd let us again call your attention 
to the wonderful success of the sys- 
tem known throughout the hog belt 
as the McLean County System. This 
may not be of much advantage to 
you if you are on ground and are 
using pens that haven’t before been 
used for hogs, but if you have lots 
and surroundings on which hogs have 
been grown then this system is a 
boon to the hogs as well as to your- 
self, for the advantages from this 
cleansing of the houses with a lye 
solution, hot, and the washing of the 
sow’s udder with this antiseptic fluid, 
and after the pigs are a few days 
old, puiting sow and pigs on a sled 
or wagon not allowing them to touch 
the ground in the old hog lots, get- 
ting them out into clean houses on 
new lots without the contamination 
that comes from the sow dragging 
her feet and udder in the mud of the 
old worm infested lots, are so far 
away and above the trouble it takes 
to follow that there is no answer to 
it. It will save you nearly all the 
ills that the tender young pig is heir 
to under ordinary conditions. Worms, 
and all the line of attendant ills that 
come from unthriftiness can be 
avoided by a close application of this 
System. In one state in the hog belt 
this spring 57 counties are adopting 
this system under direction of their 
county adviser, and veterinarian. 

When you have taken all of the 
“degrees” that come to the pure bred 
hog man, from the first which is 
usually given you in some gale, to 
the 39th, which you get put through 
when you finally put on a pure bred 
sale yourself, and you consider you 
are a full fledged member of the high 
and mighty order of the Knights of 
the Pig Tail, then comes an over- 
production of hogs like the one we 
have just been passing through when 
neither Tom, Dick nor Harry, nor 
any of their relations seem to want 
anything but to get rid of their hogs, 
then you get the degree that really 
tells whether you are entitled to the 
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name and fame of this high sounding 
title to which you aspired. 

For if there is anything that tries 
hog men’s souls it is a time like the 
past two years. And yet it has been 
the real test of the hog men. Those 
who, in a very small minority, who 
sailed within the safe harbor of ex- 
penses and were so fixed they could 
cut down the herd and go on grow- 
ing hogs, marketing a large share of 
them, and still keeping their breed- 
ing herd intact, are ready at this time 
to seize the benefits that are coming 
in the revival of the business. For 
it is coming and is right at hand. 
Those of you who are still discour- 
aged need to take heart and grab the 
straws that show the favorably di- 
rected wind that can mean only one 
thing. The pure bred hog man 1s 
coming into his own and if he will 
hold on just through the spring and 
summer months of the present year 
he will be in shape to once more set 
the price on his breeding stock that 
looks profitable to him, and buyers 
will not be able to do the setting for 
him. 

While sales have shown only a 
slight upward tendency, the atmos- 
phere around these sales, the talk 
of the visitor and the feeder, and the 
small breeder, is so different from 1z 
months ago it scarcely is believable. 
The writer has been to a few sales 
and this change of viewpoint is most 
noticeable. Letters that come to us 
every day tell of shortage of gilts and 
breeders sold out to farmer buyers.

That’s the foundation 
on which we must stand and all else 
is sinking sand. Let’s keep a stify 
upper lip and maintain our determi- 
nation to not let the mercury of our 
hopes get to the zero point. We are 
in a great business. The hordes of 
the world are eating more pork than 
they ever did, our nation is increas- 
ing in population as she never did; 
our workmen are getting more wages 
than they ever did; our outlet is in- 
creasing; our methods of producing 
and feeding are being improved ana 
bringing into sight more profit per 
sow, SO we have little or no cause for 
worry. The only thing that need con- 
cern us is the conducting of our busi- 
ness on safe and sane methods, the 
use of the right kind of hogs and the 
right kind of care of them. The ton 
litter contests and the registry of 
merit work are both showing us ways 
of multiplying profit, and if we do 
not take account of these and follow 
in improved methods our loss will be 
our own blind fault.

profit from his breeding 
operations. Much of this 
advice was good, some of it was bad 
and quite a lot of it was worse but

Pigs started this way are 
protected from the danger of serious 
infection from worms and hog-lot 
diseases and get a strong advantage 
over those that must take their 
chances with the ever-present pests. 
Experience has shown that the prac- 
tice pays big dividends. 

An Illinois farmer, expressing his 
views as a result of experience with 
the new system, says, ‘‘Rather than 
go back to former methods, I would 
quit the business. The practice of

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ANOTHER OHIO TON LITTER REC- 


ORD 
A letter from S. J. Benson, one of 
the good Duroc breeders of Ohio, 


gives the story of how he fed his ton 
litter in 1924. From the time the sow 
was bred for this litter she had access 
to a 30-acre field of blue grass and 
clover with other sows. As their feed 
ration they had a little shelled corn, 
tankage in self feeder and as a min- 
eral he used a mixture of 20 pounds 
fine ground lime; 20 pounds 16 per cent 
acid phosphate; 10 pounds of _ salt. 
About ten days before farrowing she 
was placed in a large stall 12x12 with 


a guard rail on two sides. She was 
fed from that time until about ten 
days after the litter was farrowed 


about one-half gallon skimmed milk, 
about one quart of bran; and a little 
shelled corn twice a day. From then 
until the pigs were 12 weeks old he 
added middlings and tankage and in- 
creased as the pigs grew older. Also 
increased corn. When pigs began to 
eat he made a creep for them and 
gave them skimmed milk, rolled oats, 
middlings and a little tankage as 
a slop and from weaning time till 
they were weighed they were fed 
about all the milk, rolled oats mid- 
dlings and tankage that they would 
consume, with about one and a half 
pounds of shelled corn each per day 


with a pint measure of fine ground 
lime in their slop. Not one of these 
pigs showed any leg weakness. All

WM. C. TAYLOR’S TON LITTER 


The story of the raising of the ton 
litter by Wm. C. Taylor of Collinsville, 
Ohio, gives more information about 
the use of self-feeder. His litter was 
farrowed on March 4, the dam being 
five days less than a year old the day 
she farrowed the litter. He had his 
herd nominated in the Ton Contest 
but thought of putting an older sow 
in, believing he would have a better 
chance of coming on through with a 
winning litter. 


When the litter was about two 
weeks old they were moved to a 
clover patch of about one acre and 


were kept there until they were 
weighed out at the end of the test. 
The sow was fed corn, ground oats 
middlings and tankage up to the time 
the pigs were weaned. As Mr. Taylor 
was busy with crops and besides had 
sickness in his family he told the 
county adviser that he would try them 
on a self feeder. Middlings, shell corn 
and tankage were placed in the feeder. 
They were fed in this manner until 
about the 10th of August and he then 
began slopping them with middlings 
and soaking their corn, thinking they 
would eat more of it. This was con: 
tinued until Sept. 2 on the 181st day. 
They weighed 2,160, but as 2 pounds 
each was taken off for the extra day 
the official weight was 2,138. There 
were eleven pigs in the litter, 6 boars 
and 5 sows and all were raised. The 
dam was a descendent of both Orion 
Cherry King and Pal’s Col. and the 
sire of the pigs was from Taxpayer 
and Walt’s Top Col. breeding. 

At the regular retail cost of feed 
consumed by the sow and this litter 
Mr. Taylor found he had cleared $73 
on this litter. Counting corn at one 
dollar and middlings at $40, with 
tankage at $3 per hundred they con- 
sumed the following amount: Fee for 
the sow to weaning time, $22.; 87 
bushels of corn at a dollar; $10 worth 
of ground oats; $28 worth of mid- 
dlings; $10.20 worth of tankage and 
$7 for vaccination, making a total of 
$164.20. Hogs were $11.50 at the time 
of weighing and it cost about 50 cents 
per hundred to get them to market. 
He did not sell them over scales at 
that time but would have cleared him 
$73 as stated above. 


MICHIGAN DID WELL WITH TON 
LITTERS 


One of the winners in the Michigan 
Ton Litter contest was E. BE. Withing-. 
ton of Montgomery, and it was with a 
late farrowed litter. These were far: 
rowed on April 15 and there were 10 
in litter. At six weeks of age one pig 
got killed. The dam of these was just 
past a year old and is a granddaughter 
of Woodford Sensation. The sire was 
the same age as sow and came from 
the Colonel family. 

The sow and litter were fed a mix- 
ture of ground oats, corn, middlings 
and tankage, skim milk, also some 
ear corn. At three months the litter 
averaged 90 pounds and were weaned. 
The above feeds were continued in 
various proportions, however they all 
had skim milk and all they wanted 
At the end of the 180 days they were 
weighed and tipped the beam at 2198 
or 244 pounds each, making them the 
heaviest Duroc litter in the state per 
head and were surpassed by only one 
other litter in the contest. 

The litter was composed of three 
gilts, four barrows and four boars. He 
exhibited the litter at the Coldwater, 


Mich., fair and won several goo; 
prizes. No record of the expense wa 
kept but Mr. Withington writes tha 


he is sure they made him some money 
The following is about how they stooy 
him on income: Premium on _ boars 
$4; premium on gilts, $4; premium 0) 
barrows, $19.50; boars sold for $64 
barrows sold for $121.65 and he ha 
been offered for gilts on hand $9¢ 
making a total of $3803.15. 

(You know he has a good margin 0 
profit in those figures over cost of hi 
feed.—Ed.)

About Sept. 15th we commenced feed- 
ing them about 15 gallons of butter- 
milk as we were selling whole milk. 
For minerals they had a mixture of 
wood ashes, acid phosphate and salt. 
At 180 days they weighed 2,824 Ibs. 
They were fed but little corn, simply 
because we did not have it, and con- 
sidered the other feeds cheaper. We 
raised 97 pigs last summer and had 
some pigs that made better gains than 
these, but no litters that did as well. 
The other pigs all run together and 
this litter was kept by themselves.” 


GOLD MEDAL TON LITTER 


It looks like good business’ to 
Holmes E. Peters of Jackson county, 
Indiana, to push his spring pigs to 
maturity rapidly, so that they will go 
on to the late summer market. Ac- 
eording to records of the Chicago mar- 


ket for the past 20 years, July, Aug- 
ust and September have been _ the 
months during which the average 


price has gone the highest and No- 
vember, December and January are 
lowest. From his experience during 
the past three years it looks as though 
he is right. Here are his reasons as 
set forth to me: 

“T have belonged to the Hoosier Ton 
Litter Club each year since the be- 
ginning, and believe that I have made 
money every year by pushing my pigs 
along and getting them on the late 
summer market before the price goes 
down. 

“In 1922 I entered with a litter of 
ten eross bred Duroc-Polands. This 
litter was farrowed on March 25th and 
on Sept. 21st weighed 2,327 pounds. 
They were marketed at that time. 
They sold on the Indianapolis market 
at $9.40, which was exactly a dollar 
a hundred more than hogs were worth 
there on November 16th, two months 
later, when most March pigs were on 
the market at about the same weight 
as this litter. I believe it paid me 
then to make the earlier market be- 
cause of the difference in price, not to 
mention the risk and extra care that 
would have been necessary in. feeding 
these pigs two more months. 


“In 1923 I entered with a litter of % 
pure bred Durocs. I had moved on to 
my own place during the winter and 
had to keep my sows and pigs in a lot 
and in houses where hogs had been 
kept for a good many years without 
change. This did not suit me, but it 
was the best I could do. They started 
off well but did not do exactly right 
after a few weeks and seemed to gain 
too slowly to suit me. I fed them as 
well as I had the year before, but they 
did not gain like I thought they ought 
until I got them off of this lot and on 
to pasture. They did not completely

recover from this setback until past 
3 months old when they came out of 
it quickly. They were 180 days old on 
Sept. 12 and weighed 1,030 pounds that 
day, missing the top mark by 60 
pounds but winning a silver medal. 
“My 1924 litter were pure bred DU- 
ROCS, 13 were farrowed on March 11. 
I saved 9 of these. I had changed my 
farrowing quarters to clean lots and 
had cleaned the buildings thoroughly. 


This litter was cared for about the 
same as were my other litters in the 
two previous years. They did well 


trom the start and on September 7th, 
these 9 weighed 2,084 pounds. They 
sold on the Cincinnati market on Sept. 
9th for $10.50. The price at Cincin- 
nati on Nov 28th (the day this state- 
ment was prepared) was $9.65 with a 
heavy run on March pigs, so I again 
made money by making the early 
market.” 


Mr. Peters has therefore won a 
medal each year since the beginning 
of the Hoosier ton litter club, two 
gold medals and one silver medal.

$353 PROFIT FROM ONE SOW 


Will write you a few lines to tell 
you about my Club Work and the suc- 
cess 1 had with my sow. 

March 10, 1924, I bought a sow of 
G. A. Muth, Elburn, Ill. The sow was 
a litter mate to Remembrance, the 
well known show sow of Muths, ana 
was bred to Super Supreme Col. On 
the last day of March she farrowed a 
litter of fourteen of which we saved 
nine nice stretchy pigs.

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MORE EFFICIENCY REPORTS FOR 


DUROCS 


In the Oklahoma Ton Litter project 
Mrs. C. C. Perry of Anadarko, brought 
a litter of 13 pigs to a weight of 2,707 
pounds and in a recent letter to the sec- 
retary of the American Association gave 
an outline of the work with that litter. 

The sow, before farrowing time, Was 
fed shorts, ground oats and some corn, 
After the pigs were farrowed and while 
suckling them she was fed ground oats, 


shorts, Pig Chow, corn and a little hog 
remedy. The cost of this feed up to the 
Ste nee weaning at 70 days old was 
16.40. : 


After the litter was weaned the pigs 
were fed chops, shorts, hominy hearts, Pig 
Chow and skim milk, a total cost of 
$145.27. 

The pigs weighed 2,70 T7pounds at 180 
days, the heaviest pig weighing 245. The 
seven barrows brought 178.30 and _ the 
fair premiums tot$aled 110, besides the 
4th p$lace in litter in the litter contest, 
$75. Mrs. Perry still has seven gilts and 
they are in excellent shape to go into 
the winter sale. 


MY TON LITTER AND HOW RAISED 


Mr. Ralph Sherman of South Haven, 
Mich., was one of the Duroc entrants to 
come through on the Michigan ton litter 
contests. ‘My idea is to have _ better 
stock to begin with and have large litters, 
but to have large, strong, uniform litters 
is what we want and we can get this 
by making right selection of our breeding 
stock. I began my ton litter two weeks 
before the dam was bred by having the 
sire and dam both on full feed coming in 
fine shape. I gave them corn, oats and 
tankage and some buttermilk and all the 
second cutting of alfalfa they would clean 
up night and morning. I kept this up 
until farrowing time and as soon as the 
pige began to eat, gave them ground oats, 
middlings, in a slop of buttermilk and 
tankage in self-feeder. Also fed them 
corn each day. The last month they had 
corn and tankage, only what they would 
eat.

“Many hog breeders in this vicinity 
have been practically forced out of the 
game this winter on account of a lack 
of feed. If farmers could only learn to 
raise enough feed every good year out 
here to last two years they could make 
it. Personally, I had a fall about two 
months ago and will not be physically 
able to farm any longer. However, I 
hope to have a good many on my place 
some time and will likely then go into 
the Duroecs again on aé_e partnership 
basis,” so writes E. H. Klock, Edge- 
mont. 


“Stoekmen out this way are rapidly 
coming to realize the value of hog pro- 
duction in connection with their other 
farming and ranching activities and 
the population of hogs is increasing 
rapidly,” so writes Mr. Fulton, mana- 
ger of The Record Stockman of Den- 
ver.

The following clipping taken from 
the Dakota Farmer has been brought to 
our attention by R. Hayes Stewart, 
Poplar, Mont., and we think it is so 
illustrative that we are re-printing the 
article in full. Mr. Stewart advises us 
that a large number of the gilts for the 
foundations of this club were from 


his herd. I do not think that effort can 
be better spent than in encouraging 
pig clubs. 


“Two years of pig club work with 50 
boys in Roosevelt county, Montana, has 
not only developed some ffirst class 
junior hog growers but has gone a long 
ways toward stimulating the hog busi- 
ness in this county. It is only a few 
years ago that a carload of hogs 
shipped to market from this territory 
was an unknown thing and worse than 
that all pork and ham consumed by 
the farmers here was shipped in from 
the corn states and besides that train- 
loads of hogs were going across the 
state each year from the corn belt 
states to supply the western markets. 
Such conditions are a thing of the past 
for during the shipping season of 1925 
and 1924, Roosevelt county shipped to 
eastern and western markets 49 car- 
loads of fat porkers besides supplying 
home demands. This year there will 
be about 125 carloads marketed. The 
boys who entered the pig business had 
the previous year been very active in 
a b-acre corn growing contest and had 
enough corn for feed for their litter 
contest the following year. Twenty- 
six boys raised 26 litters in 1923 and 
this year about the same number of 
boys not only raised one litter but 
were in the hog business right. One 
young fellow, 12 years of age, banked 
$125.00 which he is saving to defray 
his expenses through college. He has 
eight fine gilts and two boars and he 
is going into hog raising more exten- 
sively next year in connection with 
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his corn growing. Most of the other 
boys who have pursued their work 


have been almost as successful and are 
extremely interested in the live stock 
business.”

[Editor’s Note: This is quite a 
record and is almost unbelievable, 
but for the sake of those who might 
doubt it will say further, that the 
Harpers are not only excellent hog 
men, but their word is the same as 
a gold ‘bond. Giant Pathmistress 
has not only raised many pigs, but 
good ones as well. Her fall litter 
farrowed last of August, 1923, was 
sired by Sensation King and two of 
the gilts which sold at $100 apiece 
(open) are now doing service in the 
Stoner herd at Milo, Iowa, and they 
in turn are producing sows of the 
highest calibre. A litter by one of 
these Stoner sows, sired by Golden 
Sensation, is causing a great deal of 
comment in Iowa. It only goes on 
to prove that a good sow pays for 
herself many times over and over 
again. | 
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KEEP BUILDING UP THE HERD 

Undoubtedly many Duroc breed- 
ers have found themselves forced by 
the adverse conditions of the busi- 
ness to neglect the herd and turn 
their attention to some other farm 
activity and have not been able to 
keep up to the standard, but if my 
observation in four or five states the 
last thirty days is a criterion, there 
are fewer herds up to the _ high 
standard of good Durocs in the Corn 
Belt than there has been in twenty 
years. Good outstanding boars are 
as scarce as the proverbial ‘‘Biddy’s 
molars’? and high class gilts are not 
easy to find. 

To those of you who find 
selves in this condition now, it be- 
hooves you to pay additional and 
unusual attention to the crop of 
pigs just now coming into your herd. 
By giving them your best attention 
and the best feeding possible, you 
can retrieve much of the loss in the 
herd standard in the next twelve 
months. It is one of the axioms of 
live stock growing that we cannot 
stand still. We can never maintain 
a herd on the same level. We aie! 
either progressing, improving or go- 
ing back. 

As we come up out of these three 
years of depression, we are again in 
need of great improvement in the 
herds. If you haven’t- already grown 
out or otherwise obtained the ani- 
mals with which to make improve- 
ment, you are going to be confronted 
with a most difficult task. The short- 
age of good boars ready for service 
is apparent already to those who 
have searched at all, and as the sum- 
mer advances the shortage will be 
more noticeable, because the stiffen- 
ing of market hog prices has already 
put new back bone into breeders who 
happen to have a few boars, and 
they are asking more and will get it. 

If you are in the market for a 
boar for fall service you better be- 
gin early. If you have a litter in 
your herd that contains blood you 
can use on your sow herd next fall, 
you better give the males in that 
litter your best efforts, for it will be 
easier and cheaper in most cases to 
raise your herd header from that 
litter than to try and buy one later.

have been reared give better results, 
all other things being equal, and it 
has been the well thought out plan 
of many good breeders to grow their 
own herd headers. 

Higher hogs and lower corn will 
turn back the topsy turvy pure bred 
hog business onto its four wheels, 
and by late summer we will be hit- 
ting on all eight.—Robt. J. Evans. 


ESSEX RAPE MAKES GOOD HOG 
PASTURE 

Dwarf Hssex rape as a pasture for 
hogs is not surpassed by any other 
annual forage crop. In a trial at the 
Ohio Experiment Station an acre of 
rape pasture saved $51 worth of corn 
and tankage. In other tests the pigs 
on rape made as rapid and efficient 
gains as those on red clover. 


As rape has never been given the 
emphasis it deserves not many farm- 
ers appreciate its worth. It is inex- 
pensive to seed, grows rapidly and 
produces an abundance of forage, 
and its feeding value, according to 
W. L. Robinson of the Experiment 
Station, is fully equal to that of al- 
falfa or clover. 

Although rape does well on a vari- 
ety of soils, the largest yields are 
secured on deep, fertile, well-drained 
loam soils. On good corn land rape 
will reach about one foot in height 
and be ready for grazing in seven or 
eight weeks from seeding. 


Rape may be seeded as early as 
the ground can be worked and as 
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late as midsummer. Since it pro- 
duces new growth when grazed and 
withstands trampling, early seeding 
will provide pasture from June until 
severe freezing in the fall. It is es- 
pecially valuable in July and August 
when blue grass is dry and hard 
and other pastures scanty. 


An acre of rape will pasture 18 or 
20 pigs if the grain ration is not too 
limited. It may be seeded solid at 
the rate of 5 or 6 pounds to the acre 
either by drilling or broadcasting, or 
in rows 24 to 30 inches apart at the 
rate of 3 or 3% pounds, by use of a 
grain drill with part of the holes 
stopped. 


THOSE PIGS 


Soon will come the precarious days 
that creep in between weaning time 
and pasture when the life of the 
spring pig is at stake. The manner 
in which he gets past this period will 
depend upon the preparation he had 
for it and the method of handling 
during that treacherous day. Young 
pigs should be taught to eat a little 
shelled corn before they come to 
weaning time and have a place where 
they can eat it without danger of | 
being run over by some old sow, or 
tramped on by their own young dam, | 


A little square feed-pen or lot that 
the older hogs can not enter will 
answer the purpose and some slop | 
and the shelled corn can be given him | 
and he will soon learn that his living 
can be bettered by these bits on the 
side. He soon learns the time for) 
this bit of feeding and is on hand. 
He knows he can return to his first) 
nourishment any time he likes and. 
will often leave the udder to pick up. 
the shelled corn and drink the milk 
or slop in the trough. Proper atten- 
tion to this matter will save many 
cases of scours by sudden change of 
feed from the dam’s milk to hog 
food. Get Mr. Pig out on pasture 
the first opportunity and see how he 
nips off the tender tops of the clover 
or other grass that has shot up in 
advance of its fellows. It is the little

In February of this year the writer 
secured an order for three repre- 
sentative boars and two sows of the 
Duroc breed from John Nelson, 
Buenos Aires, a progressive rancher 
of the Argentine, and later on these 
were decided to be combined with 
the orders of Swift & Co., and Mr. 
Rossbotham, which made a shipment 
of thirteen boars and two _ sows. 
These were shipped the 31st of last 
month. It is hoped that this ship- 
meet will meet with the approval 
of the Argentine breeder and that 
the United States will secure the bulk 
of this trade which so far has gone 
to England. Here is an outlet for 
high class breeding stock that should 
develop rapidly. Pure blood breed- 
ers and others concerned, by sending 
the right kind of stock to this coun- 
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try will soon work up a trade equal 
to the horse and sheep exporting 
business done by foreign countries 
with the U. S. A. In no other coun- 
try of the world can Argentine secure 
the kind of swine that utilize her 
home grown feeds more efficiently. 
The United States is rightfully head- 
quarters for the up-to-date pig ma- 
chine that will gain pounds quickly 
on feeds consumed. 

The Duroc Bulletin has reached 
out for many years with its compar- 
atively large foreign circulation, but 
until lately with little results. While 
here at the office Mr. Rossbotham 
looked over our foreign circulation 
and found many of his friends in 
South America were regular sub- 
scribers. The Campion ranch has 
been a regular subscriber for many 
years and it is rather thrilling to 
know those so far away take so keen 
an interest in the news of the Corn 
Belt herds. 

Mr. Rossbotham is a keen observer 
of farm conditions here and in other 
countries which he has travelled. He 
tells us the cattle men and ranchers 
of Argentine take a big hand in both 
finance and government. Most of 
the country is yet in large tracts and 
operated on a large scale. However, 
he believes as immigration goes on, 
these will give way to the small 
grain and live stock farms and more 
farmers go into hog raising. They 
raise corn and alfalfa. The climate 
is much more uniform than in the 
Corn Belt, and often two crops are 
handily raised on one field in one 
year. Packing houses, mostly owned 
by American packers are. situated 
along the seaports and a good de- 
mand and price for pork is assured. 


The home consumption, however, 
is light on lard and calls for more of 
a bacon type, as also does the English 
market, but the feeds produced are 
most suitable for the States type hog 
than the small bacon type produced 
in other countries. 


HINTS ON HOW TO DEVELOP 


PIGS 


I have learned a great deal during 
the past few years about the good 
old Duroc hog, and with the aid of 
the DUROC BULLETIN and through 
my own efforts, I expect to learn a 
great deal more. In my opinion, the 
reason why so many people fail in 
the hog business is because they are 
not interested deeply enough; also 
there are quite a few who try to grow 
a pig on corn and water and whatever 
they happen to raise on the farm. 
In growing pigs for market, the self 
feeder is an excellent way of feeding, 
but in raising pigs for breeding pur- 
poses I prefer the handfed method. 
It makes more work and _ dirty 
clothes, but that isn’t what we want 
to look at; what we want is a good 
hog. I feed just enough to keep my 
pigs growing nicely, and in this way 


get more stretch and bone on them 
and that with quality is what most 
of us are after. 

Last spring I weaned my pigs 
when they were seven weeks old. 
Then I put them on a self feeder for 
about three weeks, with two parts 
ground corn, one part ground oats, 
what tankage they would eat and 
some skim milk. At the end of three 
weeks they were taken off the feeder 
and fed by hand the balance of the 
time, running on a green grass pas- 
ture, and getting just enough corn 
three times daily to keep them grow- 
ing nicely, with slop consisting of 
oil meal, two parts, rye middlings 
two parts, and tankage, one part. 
These pigs made a good growth dur- 
ing the summer. I never put a ring 
in their noses and the pasture was 
not bothered in the least. I find in 
all my experience that the most crit- 
ical time of a pig’s life is from birth 
until a month or so after weaning 
time. If they are well started, they 
are half raised. ; 

Too much emphasis cannot be put 
on the sanitary conditions in which 
young pigs should be raised. I have 
always made a practice of changing 
their bedding every other day while 
they are small. I have watched the 
pigs after weaning time and before 
they get to rubbing around very 
much I go after them with a sprayer 
of disinfectant . 

When the young pig gets about 
two weeks old he commences to get 
fat, if the dam is a good suckler, 
and if the pigs come in February or 
March, when the weather is usually 
cold, they are inclined to lay around 
and get dumpy through the lack of 
exercise. The next thing you know 
a large percentage of the pigs will 
die with the thumps. I have been 
quite successful in overcoming this 
condition by running them out on 
some straw in bright clear days, so 
they can lie in the sun and then I 
take a switch and force them around 
the pen. This should be done daily 
until they commence to take exer- 
cise of their own accord. : 
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FEED FOR SPRING PIG CROP 


Farmer Must Decide for Himself 
Whether to “Push” Pigs or Not, 
Says C. C. Culbertson 


Many farmers who find themselves. 
short of feed for next spring’s pig 
crop are wondering what can be dong 
to best meet the situation. The farm- 
er may buy feed and ‘‘push”’ the pigs 
from the start, marketing them in’ 
early winter, or carry them along on 
pasture and a small amount of grain, 
waiting for the new corn crop to ane 
ish them for the market. 


The individual must decide for 
himself which method he will choose, | 
says C. C. Culbertson, swine feeding 
specialist of the Iowa experiment | 
station, Ames. -The man who buys. 
feed to ‘‘push’’ the .pigs will find it | 
high priced, but he may strike a high- 
er market with his early finished | 
hogs than the man who holds them. 
over. Also there is less danger from 
loss of pigs through death and less 
labor involved in feeding, for the 
man who buys feed and finishes his 
pigs quickly. 

The man who earries the pigil 
along on pasture risks the possibility

of a lower market, greater losses 
from death and must expect to ex- 
pend more labor in feeding, but he 


, may avoid having to buy and haul 


feed, a thing many farmers dislike 
to do. 


The farmer who has plenty of clov- 
er or alfalfa pasture will find little 
difficulty in keeping them in good 
condition through the summer with 
a little grain and possibly a small 
amount of tankage or milk. In case 
no such pasture is available, rape 
may be planted early in the spring 
and will soon be ready. This pasa 
ture is much superior to ordinary 
bluegrass pasture. For an early 
grain crop, barley is the best bet. | 
For hogs, ground barley has about | 
90 percent the feeding value of corn. 
If fed whole from the bundle as may | 
be desirable in some cases, the whole 
grain has about 75 percent the feed- 
ing value, pound for pound, as corn. — 
Early varieties of corn, such as the 
flints, would probably be unsatisfac- | 
tory. Although they furnish feed 
somewhat sooner, they yield much — 
less than ordinary corn. | 


ISOLATE INCOMING HOGS 


Probably the greatest carrier of 
disease is the new animal that is 
brought on the farm. Any new ani- 
mal should be isolated for 15 to 30 
days or even longer, depending on 
circumstances. Hogs may be disin- — 
fected by dipping or spraying with a 
coal tar dip of some kind. Sheep 
and cattle may be dipped in a simi- 
lar manner before being brought on- 
to the farm.

YOUR WARES 


Undoubtedly many a loyal heart 
has beaten beneath a ragged jacket; 
many a happy family has dwelt in 
a shabby house. Appearances have 
little weight in the domain of senti- 
ment or character, but in the buying 
and selling world they are of major 
importance. 


One of the essentials in the sell- 
ing of any live stock as well as in 
the selling of merchandise, hard- 
ware, dry goods, is to display it in as 
pleasing and confidence-inspiring a 
setting as possible. Shabbiness, an 
unkempt appearance, tumble down, 
unpainted buildings, are more than 
apt to sow the germ of distrust in 
the mind of a purchaser. 

“Tf that’s the way he keeps his 
place,’ he thinks, ‘“‘his goods can’t 
be first class.’ 

What is more, it is difficult to 
persuade him that the goods are 
worth the price asked. He looks at 
the dilapidated buildings, sees 
warped floors, paintless walls and 
sagging doors and makes mental res- 
ervations that do not tend to per- 
suade him to pay the price asked. 


Merchants of all sorts of commod- 
ities heartily agree on the value of 
appearance. They have learned their

lesson. They no longer argue that 
“appearances don’t count’? but ac- 
cept the undeniable facts and use 
them to their advantage. 


The breeder of pure bred live 
stock is as much a merchant as the 
dry goods dealer. His customers 
make purchases of swine and cows 
and sheep in much the same manner 
as their wives buy new dishpans 
at the hardware or general furnish- 
ings store. The breeder must use 
the same methods of salesmanship 
as do dealers in other commodities. 
The principles which apply to gen- 
eral merchandising may be employed 
by him to his own advantage as well 
as by any one else. 


A neat, well painted farm means 
higher selling prices, bigger profits 
and a better reputation for the 
breeder. It is practically impossible 
to get high prices for breeding stock 
if buildings, fences and out-houses 
are dilapidated. Such conditions 
suggest doubt of other values. 


There is nothing that will do more 
toward making an animal appear 
worth the price than to show it in 
a house that is well made, well paint- 
ed and well cared for. $3,000.00 
for a boar is a doubtful price if the 
animal is shown in a $3.00. setting. 
What convinces a man that the stock 
must be good and the price appro- 
priate is the appearance of the farm 
itself. He has no other way of judg- 
ing the breeder’s prosperity and posi- 
tion in the world. 

On a swine farm, for instance, 
there are a large number of build- 
ings not found on the ordinary place. 
Farrowing houses, individual hog 
houses, self feeders, artificial shade, 
and so on, are all structures which 
the prospective customer sees when 
he comes to view the stock. All of 
these should be kept painted and in 
good repair, for in farms as well as 
everything else, it is the little things 
that count. 


The cost of painting is not prohib- 
itive. Paint increases the land value 
of a farm, as anyone who has tried 
to sell a run-down place knows to his 
sorrow. It increases the loan value 
of the farm. Anything is worth 
more in good than in bad condition. 


Paint raises the value of farm 
produce. It is believed that several 
dollars per head more can be gotten 
for the same animals shown in good 
surroundings than in run-down 
neglected buildings. A breeder who 
uses his knowledge of the value of 
appearances to good account is en- 
abled to pay for those appearances, 
and more, with his added profit. 


Paint is, without exception, the 
most satisfactory aid to good appear- 
ances known. Paint makes a build- 
ing look newer, fresher, cleaner. 


Invest in appearances. The divi- 
dends are large and certain.

THE HOG SITUATION FROM A 
COMMISSION MAN’S VIEW 
Everett C. Brown, president of the 


National Live Stock Exchange, in a 
radio talk recently, gave as one of the 
reasons of the slump in the hog 
market the following surview of 
prices: 

The hog market broke from its re- 
cent high level from several causes, 
not the least effective of which was re- 
sentment by pork consumers at the 
new scale of prices. Last January 
pork loins, for instance, wholesaled 
at 15c to 16c per pound in Chicago; 
when hogs went to a $14 basis loins 
were marked up to 28@30c at pack- 
ers’ coolers, and when the stuff 
reached the retailers through the me- 
dium of jobbers prices were even 
higher. Accustomed to a long period 
of cheap pork, the public showed its 
resentment by switching to other 
meats, especially the cheaper grades 
of beef, resulting in a collapse. 

In the conclusion of his talk he 
gave the following outlook of the hog 
business as he sees it for the near 
future: 


I feel justified in taking an optim- 
istic view of the swine growers’ pros- 
pect for several reasons. The Ameri- 
can people constitute the greatest body 
of pork eaters in the world. Last year 
we slaughtered around 80,000,000 hogs 
and our pork consumption was ap- 
proximately 88 pounds per capita, 
against 62 pounds of beef and less 
than 6 pounds of lamb and mutton. 
Pork in its various fresh and cured 
forms is our national dietary standby. 
Barring a generous stock of lard, we 
are going into a season of diminished 
production with moderate stocks, our 
industrial prospect is excellent, and, 
while hog production will undoubtedly 
respond with promptitude to present 
prices, our farmers have the broadest 
and best market in the world. Europe 
will need more lard and meats than it 
it now taking, as southern hemisphere 
cattle herds have been reduced and 
cheap beef is at the vanishing stage. 
The cattle herds of this country can- 
not be rehabilitated for many years, 
and meanwhile we must eat more 
pork. 

I want to urge on my hog-growing 
auditors the necessity for production 
economy. Stick to your hogs, but con- 
form to new conditions. Do not ex- 
pand production immoderately under 
the incentive of high prices, or sacri- 


fice your breeding stock during pe- 
riods of relatively low prices which 
always have and always will be brief. 

The best minds of the industry are, 
in the light of recent experience, en- 
deavoring to reduce cost per pound by 
up-to-date breeding, diet and sanita- 
tion. Possibilities in this sphere are 
indicated by figures 
many hogs recently marketed at Chi- 
cago. I refer specifically to the ex- 
perimental work of Brother Leo of 
Notre Dame university, Indiana, and 
R. R. Hammond of Illinois, but these 
are not exceptional. A statement that 
during the present period of high pork 
product costs, gains have been made 
at approximately 9c per pound may be 
received with skepticism, and yet such 
experts at Brother Leo and “Bob” 
Hammond have accomplished it. The 
successful hog grower of the future 
will be an expert, not a mere corn 
hauler. 

The most effective creator of bank 
deposits in the corn belt is the hog. 
In Ireland he is known as the gentle- 
man who pays the rent; with us he is 
the major source of net farm income. 
When a load of hogs reaches Chicago 
or any other market, the proceeds, 
minus freight charges and a small 
marketing cost, goes back to the coun- 
try to swell the bank account of the 
grower. It represents wealth extract- 
ed annually from the soil, at the same 
time leaving that soil in better physi- 
cal condition than before it was taken 
out. 


Nature’s tonics for young pigs are 
exercise, sunshine, plenty of green 
succulent feed, plenty of good water, 
and clean surroundings. The man 
who will be the most successful and 
wean a high average number of pigs 
from each sow is the man who will 
plan to take advantage of these 
tonics. 


Don’t overfeed the youngsters but 
see that they know how to take care 
of themselves and are given supple- 
mentary feeds as soon as they are 
able to get to it. And by the time 
they are weaned they should be able 
to shift for themselves and pass from 
the mother’s care to their own re- 
sponsibility without a hitch.

You can’t do a straight business with 
a crooked salesman.

Little danger of ‘‘pot-bel 
lied’”’ pigs on that kind of diet wit} 
good green pastures. 


Keep some kind of a mineral mix.

casionally. Corncob charcoal salted 
to taste, will please them and turn 
the trick. Judging from reports o{ 
the 1924 corn crop, cobs may be to 
high and scarce to burn for that 
purpose this year. 


“Don’t hide your candle under a 
bushel.’”’ In other words, get some 
of these pigs ready to show at your 
local and district fair. You owe it 
to yourself and your breed and to 
your fair. 


Don’t let the pessimist tell you 
pure bred hogs are never coming 
back. They never went away. There 
has just been a dull business on ac- 
count of overproduction for markets. 


Inquiry from nearly every state in 
the Union tells the story of what 
will happen when a good corn crop 
develops late this summer. Take 
good care of the pigs. They will still 
be the money crop of the average 
farmer.

Feed and Pasture for Growing Pigs 


HERE are several 

important factors 

to be considered in 

the selection of 
feeds for the pig. The 
young animal needs a feed 
or combination of feeds 
that will supply all of the 
food nutrients necessary to produce 
normal growth. The pig needs pro- 
teins to grow muscle and many other 
organs of the body; minerals or ash 
is needed for zones; carbohydrates. are 
needed to produce heat, energy, fat, 
ete. Leaving out or only partially 
supplying any one of these natural 
body requirements will retard the 
growth of the pig and often greatly 
increases the feed cost of growing 
hogs. Growing a pig may be com- 
pared with the building of a house or 
parn. When we build a barn we need 
foundation materials, dimension tim- 
bers for studding, joint and rafters 
for the frame work and sheeting, sid- 
ing, shingles, etc., 
to inclose and 
brace the building. 
When only a par- 
tial supply of stud- 
dings are available, 
the carpenter can- 
not make efficient 
progress peat eae | 
more suitable lum- 
ber is brought from 
the lumber yard. 
However, the car- 
penters’ time goes 
on just the same. If the pig does not 
receive enough protein in the ration, 
growth is retarded and gains become 
expensive. 

Nature demands that a_ certain 
amount of the feed is required to keep 
the animal alive. This maintenance 
ration produces no gains and may be 
compared with the labor cost in build- 
ing the barn. Young animals should 
be fed as liberal as sound judgment 
will permit, if the most money is to be 
made. Corn, barley and hominy feed 
are fattening feeds; skimmilk, tang- 
age, soybeans, alfalfa and clover are 
rich in proteins and minerals and are 
muscle and bone builders. Oats and 
wheat middlings are not as rich in 
carbohydrates but contain more pro- 
tein and ash than corn and barley. A 
ration containing one feed out of each 
group as corn, middlings and skim- 
milk is one that is palatable and will 
furnish all of the necessary feed nu- 
trients. Corn is the basis of the ra- 
tion for pigs intended for market, but 
pigs desired for breeding should be 
fed a limited amount of this feed. 

As soon as the pigs begin to eat 
grain, best results are usually attained 
by feeding them in a creep or pig din- 
ing room in which they may eat at 
any time without interference from

the sows. For the first week or ten 
days shelled corn supplied in a trough 
or self-feeder will start the pigs nicely. 
At this time their dams should be sup- 
plying a heavy flow of milk which, 
with the shelled corn, will keep them 
thrifty and growing well. When the 
pigs are six or seven weeks old, corn 
two-thirds and flour middlings one- 
third is a good combination. Before 
weaning time, the feeds may be fed 
in separate compartments of a self 
feeder. Good combinations of feeds 
are as follows: corn, flour, middlings 
and tankage; corn, ground oats and 
tankage. Skimmilk fed twice daily is 
better than tankage for pigs. For

feeding pigs by hand the following 
mixtures of feeds are good: one-third 
each of corn, middlings and ground 
oats. Ground wheat and oatmeal are 
excellent feeds for pigs. These feeds 
are expensive but they may be profit- 
ably fed to high class breeding pigs. 
The most nourishing feed that a pig 
gets before weaning is the milk from 
its dam. Therefore, sows while suck- 
ling pigs should receive a milk pro- 
ducing ration in liberal amounts. 

Pigs intended for breeding purposes 
may be self-fed free choice until they 
reach a weight of 50 to 75 pounds. 
(They will not get too fat. if they are 
of a good growthy type.) Those pigs 
that get excessively fat at this weight 
should not be kept for breeders. Al- 
ways remember that pigs must have 
an abundance of exercise to maintain 
good health. Sleeping quarters must 
be kept reasonably clean to prevent 
skin troubles and disease. Feed troughs 
and floors should be cleaned off several 
times a week. These precautions will 
repay the hogman several times with 
healthier pigs and faster and cheaper 
gains,

Don’t embark in the pure bred busi- 
ness with the thought that it is a snap 
or a sinecure but go into it determined 
to build up first a herd that is worthy 
and then sell your surplus on a basis 
on which you can stand behind it and 
make good, and treat your customers 
under the precepts of the Golden Rule 
for on no other foundation can you 
succeed and hold success. 

Indications are that the late sum- 
mer of 1925 will be one of breeding 
hog shortage and if you are going to 
need a good boar at the head of your 
herd this fall and winter you better 
either begin to grow out a few now 
or begin to spy out where they will be 
for sale. For a shortage of good boars 
is sure to follow the unprecedented

With prices to 
shippers 75 per cent 
better than a year 
ago, growers are in 
a happy mood. And 
the outlook is decid- 
edly sunny for those 
who have hogs to 
ship. 

Hog receipts in 11 
principal markets 
during the past nine 
weeks have taken a 
decided slump com- 
pared to the same period a year ago. 


During the first six weeks of this 
year 5,917,000 hogs reached _ the 
princip a total of 370,000 


more than during the same period of 
1924. The tremendously large live 
shipments of last fall and early win- 
ter, however, are reflected in the re- 
ceipts of the last nine weeks. 1,908,- 
000 fewer hogs reached market dur- 
ing these weeks than during the 
Bame weeks a year ago. Production 
ils on the down grade. 

A forecast of a reduction of 15 to 20 


per cent in the 1925 spring pig crop 
is made and accepted in circles 
where production figures are carefully 
followed. The production pendulum 
wil start to swing back this fall in 
all probability and point toward in- 
creased production. Good prices al- 
ways induce farmers to produce big 
pig crops, so it is pretty safe to as- 
sume that this fall will see the end 
of the program of reduced production.

In spite of storage 
stocks, receipts are so light that prices 
of hogs are usually pushed to a high- 
er peak than during the spring bulge. 
So, if we are going to see $16 hogs 
this year it will be during this late

Further advances 
in hog prices un- 
doubtedly will be 
seen before we 
reach the peak in 
this hog price cycle. 
But the seasonable 
fluctuation in the re- 
ceipts of hogs will 
undoubtedly play a 
leading part in de- 
termining changes 
from present prices. 

Broadly speaking, 
domestic consump- 
tion demands are 
helping to hold up 
prices and the out- 
look for prices. How- 
ever, with hogs on 
the hoof selling prac- 
tically 75 per cent 
higher than a year 
ago and retail prices of hog products 
gradually being worked up to corre- 
spond, there are some indications that 
the consumer is beginning to cut down 
on his purchases. These retail ad- 
vances which, in the simple econom- 
ics of things, were expected as a re- 
sult of high prices on the hoof, have 
reached a point where desand is being 
cut down to where it will equal the 
smaller supply as compared with last 
year. Export buyers slowed down their 
purchases when hog prices started up- 
ward last summer and fa!l.—May, 1925.

Too many pigs are stunted at weal 
ing time because of scant feeding am 
improperly balanced rations. Remem 
ber corn alone will not do after wear 
ing. It does not supply all of th 
building materials that nature de 
mands the pig must have to gro\ 
normally. A proper grain feed and 
good legume pasture are found on th 
road to success in feeding pigs fo 
breeding and for market.

/On May 14, a consolidation was 
fected which merged the two breed 
apers, The Duroc Bulletin and The 
Juroc Journal which will, from now 
4, be conducted under the manage- 
‘ent and with the organization as 
utlined above. 

For nearly 20 years I have been 
-osely associated with the Duroc 
jreeders of America. In these years 
jhave seen many changes. I’ve seen 
le type of hogs change. I’ve seen 
ids and fancies come and go. seen 
reeders change their methods of 
oing business, seen many changes 
1 our record associations, seen 
lousands of men start in the busi- 
ess, most of them making a great 
uecess, and have seen many of 
aem, for one reason or another, pass 
ut of view. 

| But, through all ‘these changes, 
rough all the ups and downs, I’ve 
Iways been convinced of one thing 
nd that was that, taken-as a whole, 
oe men of the Duroc breeding fra- 
2rmnity were the gamest lot con- 
ected with any branch of the pure 
red industry. 

| Ive watched adversity hit the 
Teeders of other breeds of swine 
nd of the various breeds of cattle 
nd horses and while at times there 
‘aS seemingly complete demoraliza- 
ion in the ranks of these other 
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breeds when they were without 
leaders and were groping around ap- 
parently with no definite goal in 
view, the Duroc breeders were go- 
ing ahead with a solid front with 
leaders who could be pointed at with 
pride because of their sound judg- 
ment and the business-like way in 
which they handled not only their 
own individual affairs but all mat- 
ters that pertained to the upbuild- 
ing and the advancement of the 
breed. 

I am not saying this because I am 
now so closely identified with the 
Duroc breed, because years ago and 
for a number of years my work cov- 
ered every breed of pure bred live 
stock. 

That what I say is true is proven 
by the staunch manner in which the 
Duroc-Jersey breed, as a whole, by 
this I mean our organizations, our 
record associations, our breed papers

Now then, I say that, in return 
for all this, the Duroc breeder de- 
serves the co-operation of every 
force that is truly interested in the 
advancement and permanent welfare 
of the breed, and those of us who 
were back of the two breed papers, 
The Duroc Bulletin and The Duroc 
Journal, realized that it was unfair 
for the breeder to carry a double 
load of expense in supporting these 
two papers through which he must 
look for publicity for his product. 
Both of us were in the field with ad- 
vertising solicitors. We maintained 
printing establishments with a dou- 
ble overhead, all of which, if existed, 
the breeder must pay. For two years 
past, the men behind both the Bul- 
letin and Journal have been urged to 
effect a merger of the two publica- 
tions. Everyone seemed to be cer- 
tain that it would be of great bene- 
fit to the whole industry. 

Well, here we are. 

This publication from now on will 
be known as The Duroc Journal-Bul- 
letin. We hope that it will combine 
the good qualities of both papers. 

We know that all jealousies, all 
minor differences of the past are 
buried and forgotten. 

We are not going to blow our 
horn a lot about what a great paper 
this is going to be. We will let it 
speak for itself. But to the Duroc 
breeders of America we say this, this 
has been a real, whole-hearted con- 
solidation. 

When it came right down to cases 
in bringing about this consolidation, 
I found that in the men back of The 
Duroc Bulletin I was dealing with 
sound business men of honesty and 
integrity, men that I know I can 
rely on and who are going into this 
consolidation with me with only one 
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aim in view, and that is to back up 
this project not only with their 
finances but with their moral sup- 
port, and while some of them may 
be unknown to the Duroc fraternity, 
yet I will vouch for them and know 
that they are standing back of me 
as long as my efforts are for the ad- 
vancement of the Duroc breed. These 
men are J. F. Lake, A. W. Murphy, 
H. I. Foskett and E. A. Read, bank- 
ers; R. L. Berry of the Green Bay 
Lumber Co., J. H. Eischeid of the 
Economy Stock Powder Co.; J. J. 
Dunnegan of the Dunnegan Con- 
struction Co., all of Shenandoah, 
Iowa; and L. S. Hill of the American 
Lithographing Co. of Des Moines, 
Iowa; James J. Doty, Shenandoah, 
Iowa. They were the stockholders 
and owners of The Duroc Publish- 
ing Co., the corporation that pub- 
lished The Duroc Bulletin. The 
Duroc Journal was owned by myself. 

Now then, I realize the responsi- 
bility that rests upon me as general 
manager and editor of this new pub- 
lication. However, I have no fear of 
the outcome. The organization that 
I have lined up to go with me in this 
deal is one that has years of expe- 
rience back of it in work along lines 
of Duroc breed promotion. Aside 
from the working force that hereto- 
fore has been connected with me in 
The Duroc Journal, we are glad to 
announce that B. R. Evans, who was 
the editor of The Duroc Bulletin, 
has come in with us. No one but 
us connected directly with the busi- 
ness can appreciate just what this 
means towards our success. Mr. 
Evans’ work for the past few years 
has deserved the praise of all who 
have watched him or worked with 
him.

receive your support. In return for 
this we are going to give you a clean 
publication, one with just one aim 
and that is the advancement by every 
fair means of your interests and 
that of the breed in general. 

We feel that each one of you 
firmly believes that the depression 
that has enshrouded the country for 
the past three years has passed. 
That from now on any man who tries 
in an honest, intelligent manner, who 
puts forth every effort to help his 
own advancement, is going to be re- 
warded by success. Now, I say let’s 
all get our shoulder to the wheel. 
Remember, the procession is not go- 
ing to stop and wait for the laggard. 
The man who, from now on, cannot 
make a success of the business has 
only himself to blame.

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Fitting and Showing Hogs 


Some Pointers for New Breeders Who Contemplate Showing 


for the First Time 
By A. E. MALLORY 


horses, cattle or sheep. The men that 
stick make good. 

There are two big things in mak- 
ing a success of pure bred hog busi- 
ness. The first is to raise the right 
type and raise them good. The sec- 
ond thing to figure is to get your 
stock before the buying public and 
there are two ways of doing this and 
they should go together. First, ad- 
vertise through one good breed paper 
and one good farm paper and ad- 
vertise well in your local papers 
within a radius of 25 to 50 miles of 
your home. Second method is by 
showing your hogs direct to the pros- 
pective buyer. This is best accom- 
plished by showing at the good 
county and district fairs within a 
radius of 50 to 100 miles of your 
home. 

One thing to remember is that 
written advertising is good and a 
proper amount should be used, but 
most of us are “‘from Missouri’’ and 
like to be shown. 

This can best be accomplished by 
showing, as thousands will see your 
hogs with their own eyes every day 
that you show at a good, live fair. 

Don’t think that because you have 
only a small herd that you cannot 
show, for most everyone has a few 
good ones. So get these ready; the 
more you have of these the better. 
But I have seen men with only a few 
out to show that made a real show- 
ing and won lots of money. 

Don’t wait to get these good ones 
ready until fair time, for the day 
when yon can go out to that hog 
yard and load up a load and go down

Few boars of the breed sired as many good 
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and make a good winning is gone, 
for at the good county and district 
fairs you must have your hogs fitted 
and trained to handle if you wish to 
win. 

Some of the best hogs in the 
country are shown at these shows, so 
start now. Go right out and look 
the bunch over and pick the ones 
that look like prospects. You may 
have one, two or three good aged 
sows, if you have fit them all, as 
nothing appeals to the public like 
big hogs in a pen. 

Get out a senior yearling or two, 
also one to three good junior year- 
lings. These sows are no doubt 
raising litters at this time, so feed 
them well. Don’t let them get 
suckled down too thin and when you 
get the pigs weaned off of them, they 
will come fast, if given the right 
care. A sow that has raised a big 
litter has to be fed pretty heavy to 
get her in shape by show time, espe- 
cially the junior yearling sows. They 
must be crowded hard or they will 
not show enough size. 

These sows you have decided to 
show may be bred for fall litters, if 
you know just when you will show, 
but don’t breed them to have pigs 
until two or three weeks after you 
get home from the last show, as a 
sow farrowing on the show circuit is 
lots of bother and you are almost 
sure to lose the pigs, besides having 
the sow look bad. 

In your fall and spring pigs, they 
must both be crowded fast, in order 
to get the size. Now, I don‘t mean 
over-fed, but fed lots of good grow- 
ing feeds to get the most stretch 
and bone possible—just enough corn 
to make them carry the right amount 
of fat. In the spring pigs, if you 
have a litter that are outstanding 
just put them by themselves and 
give them a chance. 

In your boars, you should have 
one or two boars, junior yearlings or 
over. If you don’t have a good boar 
of these ages at the present time, 
one can be bought at a reasonable 
price and any good fieldman can 
help you find one that will fill the 
bill. 

Remember, your aged herd can be 
made up of one boar and three sows 
of any of these ages from junior 
yearlings up and your young herd 
must be spring and fall pigs. 

If you have never shown, get a 
premium list and study the different 
classifications. 

Nothing beats a good spring litter 
for showing, as you can get into a 
lot of classes with a litter. 

In regard to the feed, people dif- 
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fer a great deal about the best feed 
for fitting, but the object is to get 
the hogs as large as possible with- 
out having them overloaded with 
fat. I don’t mean to take them in 
to show thin, for you know that fat 
covers up a multitude of faults, but 
don’t get them loaded down with fat. 
Milk is a great feed, along with oil 
meal, tankage, middlings, fine 
ground oats and some corn and, of 
course, all of them should be out on 
pasture. 

One of the first things to do right 
now is to look the feet over and 
trim them up as by starting now if 
any have a little crookedness in the 
toes, this can be largely overcome by 
trimming and trim once a month, as 
it is important to have them 
straight on their feet. 

Another thing that is important 
is to get them all shed off in May or 
June. If the hogs are growing and 
their hide is kept soft by a good 
washing once a month with soap suds 
and then well oiled with lard, two- 
thirds, and kerosene one-third, they 
will generally shed. If they don’t 
shed, scrub often and grease well. 

Nothing makes a bunch look nicer 
than to have them all with a nice 
even coat of new hair. If you want 
to clip the hogs, do it early in May. 
I will tell you more in the article for 
next month. 

In concluding this, I urge you to 
pick out the good ones and get them 
started.

The McLean County System is not 
complicated. It is a most simple 
practice. Clean the sow, clean pens 
and clean pasture for the pigs until 
they are four months of age. True, 
it takes a little more time to feed 
and water the pigs away from handy 
concentrated pens, but we have not 
heard of one single hog raiser who 
has denounced the system after hav- 
ing once tried it. 

We can understand why some 
farmers who operate a large farm 
and raise only a few pigs do not 
care to follow the system. But for 
fellows who call themselves breed- 
ers and fellows who buy good Du- 
roc sows and boars to not follow this 
system, it seems to us as the height 
of folly. 

Actual records on herds that are 
operated on this simple system are 
circulated by all agricultural col- 
leges. These colleges advocate the 
McLean County System of pig rais- 
ing to the ’nth degree. Surely it is 
worth a trial by breeders who have 
had trouble year after year with 
their spring pig crop. 

We would be pleased to hear from 
breeders who have followed the Mc- 
Lean County System for the first 
time this spring.—B. R. Evans.

For the past few years hog rais- 
ing has had a black eye. For a 
short period the price of corn was 
out of relation with the market price 
of hogs. 

Every factor including colleges, 
farm papers and agents of all de- 
seriptions were advising the farmer 
to give up hog raising or reduce his 
operations. This propaganda, and 
we do not attempt to condemn it, had 
its effect, and hog raising operations 


were reduced, especially by the far q 
er. Hogs were loaded on the market 
during the early part of the pa 
winter in unprecedented numbers. 
Hog raising was under a ban. Many 
farmers entered their spring wor 

with few if any spring pigs. 

However, in the past few months 
a very noticeable change has taker 
place. The hog market not only held 
up under these large runs of hogs, 
but bounded upward as the runs di- 
minished. This fact and the reliable 
statistics on the shortage of the 
spring and fall crops past, and the 
apparently few farmers who are 
breeding heavy for fall farrow has 
brought about a healthy atmosphere 
in hog circles. 

They are all with us,again. Prac- 
tically every farm paper coming to 
our desk has favorable comment to 
make regarding the hog industry. 
Breeders and farmers are talking 
and believing again in the “true 
mortgage lifter,’’ the hog, and as the 
season advances, we dare say this 
feeling will cause an increasing de- 
mand and price for pure breds that 
will make it worth while for you to 
have the top kind for sale this fall 
and winter.—B. R. Evans. ,

‘has during the past two years. 
_ Not all of the sellers of breeding 
wine have awakened to the fact that 
aey are in the same boat as the pork 
‘roducer and from now on much of

localities. Too little thought on just 
What your animals ought to bring 
on the pure-bred market, and too 
little attention paid to their real 
worth, hoping it seems to be able to 
find someone who doesn’t know and 
palm them off at any price. 

Breeders must pay more attention 
to raising larger litters and keeping 
sows with full udders and capable of 
bringing these litters to maturity, so 
they will be able to cull much closer 
and still have enough of surplus to 
supply the trade and make a profit, 
thus giving to their customers ani- 
mals of real value.and animals be- 
hind which they can stand to the 
limit and guarantee production. 

Need we wonder why the path of 
pure bred swine production is 
strewn with wrecks by the hundreds 
right at this time? It is a wonder 
there aren’t more. No other busi- 
ness in the world would have stood 
the gaff as long as it did. Not only 
the finances of these wrecks were af- 
fected, but the credit of those who 
tried to conduct the business legiti- 
mately was dragged into the slough, 
and it has been difficult for these to 
survive and many of them have not 
been able to come through. 

Every indication points to a re- 
vival of the sales of pure breds if 
we can see in July a good prospect 
for a corn crop and some little cheap- 
ening of the feed proposition, but it 
will not revive to the point where 
reckless expenditures for advertising 
and other sale expenses can be in- 
dulged in. Economy must be the 
watchword of the pure-bred breeder, 
not by cutting out all publicity and 
making all of the cut on the selling 
end, but cutting the cost of produc- 
tion and the cost of the feeding 
operations as well. 

Public sales of Durocs the past 
winter showed an average increase of 
from $10 to $20 dollars over winter 
of 1923-24, and the increase over 
that average during the winter of 
1925-26 will be much larger we be- 
lieve as the business comes back into 
its own stride, but three, four and 
five hundred dollar averages are

still very far in the future, if really 
they ever return. Breeders do not 
need such averages in sales in order 
to reap a good profit, if they use 
care in their herd operations. More 
profit can be made in $100 and $150 
averages with sales kept on a cash 
basis with proper settlements than 
was made on hundreds of sales with 
averages three times as high, in the 
flighty period during and following 
the war. 


“Come let us reason together’’ is 
a good slogan for the breeders of 
pure-bred swine, and it’s a good time 
to start the promotion of such a 
watchword all along the line. Pure- 
bred swine producing and selling is 
fundamentally sound and there is 
not a single reason why its every ef- 
fort cannot be conducted on sound, 
business rules.

Pork Too High for Consumer 


The following paragraph from 
“The National Provisioner,’ the or- 
gan of the Institute of American 
Packers, tells the story of the waver- 
ing hog price. ‘‘And don’t forget, 
Mr. Packer, that the trade is not go- 
ing to pay ‘any old price’ to get 


pork. When the price goes higher 
than Mrs. Housewife thinks it 
should, she does not buy. She 


learned the art of substitutes during 
the war, and she has not forgotten 
about them.” 


When the hog price jumped up 
in March the packer, wholesaler and 
retailer, proceeded to jump the price 
of pork products to a much greater 
height—tthan the increase on _ foot 
warranted, and immediately the con- 
sumer balked and turned to other 
meats and the meat merchants find 
they ‘‘killed the goose.’’ 


Decent and warrantable increases 
in loins, hams and bacon when hogs 
bring more at the shambles, has 
never been resented by the house- 
wife, but she sure has learned to 
know when she is being “‘gypped”’ 
and any move to make her pay too 
much will always fail as it should. 
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Eastern Breeders Up and Coming — 


Breeders and Herds Visited on a Thousand Mile Trip Give Ample 


SEVEN day motor trip, during 
which time I visited a dozen or 
more Duroc men and their 

herds and covered above 1,000 miles, 
has more than convinced me that the 
future of the pure bred hog business 
depends more largely on the 1925 
corn crop than any one other in- 
fluence. From Chicago, east in a 
general southeast by east direction 
to Allen county, Indiana, then a jog 
north to the Chicago-Toledo road, to 
Maumee, Ohio; then almost due 
south to Delaware county and back 
through Springfield, Dayton, Rich- 
mond, Indianapolis, Crawfordsville 
to Danville, Illinois, the Dixie High- 
way, and home, gave the writer a 
slant at more than forty counties and 
their farm conditions. 

Along sections of this ‘‘circuit,”’ 
the corn crop has been a near-failure 
for two years; the icy coating dur- 
ing the winter destroyed winter 
wheat along these and other sec- 
tions of this jaunt, and you who 
know what these disappointments 
mean, need not be told how depend- 
ent the average tiller of the soil is 
on the coming corn prospect. 

Mark Pember, in charge of trans- 
portation for the Chicago Tribune, 
has a couple of farms on the Lin- 
coln highway just out of Chicago 40 
miles, near Valparaiso. He called 
us up this spring and got some in- 
formation about where to pick up 
some Duroc sows. We were anxious 
to see how he fared and our first 
stop Friday, May 1, was at the Pem- 
ber farm. Two sows had fine, strong 
litters and two others were due.

If anyone doubts that the New Lib- 
ty Mill manufactured by the Liberty 
ll Co. of Cedar Falls, Iowa, is all they 
lim for it I wish they might see my 
tfit in operation. 
I bought a good Buick Six, motor 


| 
| 
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and frame, out of a wrecked car, left 
the motor in one end of the frame, and 
had the mill bolted solid in the back 
end, connecting the drive shaft back 
of the gear box to the shaft of the 
mill with a universal joint. Then we 
made four legs out of angle iron and 
the whole outfit runs with so little 
vibration that it is unnecessary to 
fasten it to the floor at all. 

Running at only a fair rate of speed, 
the motor will pull this mill, grinding 
corn and cob into meal or oats very 
fine, so the draft must be light for a 
ten-inch burr, and still grinds as fast 
as one man can feed and care for. I 
believe the motor would pull two of 
these mills. The mill is built very 
strong and does first class work, the 
shaker which sifts the oat flour from 
the hulls being a perfect success. 

With the oat flour for the pigs and 
the hulls, which are very palatable to 
my dairy cows and has increased their 
milk flow noticeably, I certainly feel 
that this oufit which cost me a trifle 
less than $150 all set up on the floor 
ready to run, is a very profitable in- 
vestment,—A. Laird Woodford.

He goes to 
a table near the hog lot, where his men

“Bad shape,’’ he comments, survey-

The pig is killed and bled. With a 
few deft strokes of his keen-edged 
knife, the farmer opens the carcass 
wide, exposing heart, lungs, intestines 
and other internal organs. He works 
swiftly, systematically, intelligently. 
First, a cut under the jaw, where he 
locates several small glands. Their 
color seems to please him. Next, he 
removes the bladder, turns it inside 
out, washes and examines it. Now the 
kidneys are removed and examined; 
then the heart. 
“Well, boys,’ he announces, 
relieved, “it is not cholera.’’ 
Investigates Further 
However, the pig was. sick, very 
sick; others like it had died. He must 


plainly 


learn the cause. So the quest con- 
tinues. 

He examines the lungs. No trouble 
here. 


He removes the stomach, turns it in- 
side out. In the folds of the stomach 
lining he finds worms; small, hair-like 
stomach worms. 

With the scissors he now snips off 
the cecum, where the small intestine 
joins the large, and opens it to ex- 
pose the contents. Worms here aplenty. 
Some, he points out, have a long, whip- 
like neck which is thrust through the 
mucous lining and extended beneath it. 
These are whip-worms. 

Continuing the search, his fingers 
run along the small intestines. <A spot 
arouses his suspicion and he rips it 


open. The bowel is nearly filled with a 
knot of smooth worms, six to ten 
inches long, covered with a mucous 
slime. ‘‘Round worms,” he remarks. 


He then examines the lining of the 
large intestine carefully, noting some 
inflamed spots where the mucous mem-

brane appears eaten off. Then some 
appear covered with a cheesy coating. 

“Fiere it is, boys, ‘Necro!’” he ex- 
claims, showing his find. “Every place 
a worm has broken the lining it is in- 
fected. No need to post the other pig; 

But, we've got 
to get busy right away, clean up and 
clean out, or they’ll all break down.” 


Has Posted the Pig 


Thus we see a farmer conduct a 
post-mortem examination on a _ sick 
pig, see him scientifically and _ cor- 
rectly diagnose disease in his herd.

tain it. Those are the paramount 
questions. Who is going to say what 
is the right type? The farmer is 
the person who makes this selection 
and it must be accepted by the 
breeder.

so I am not the best listener to hard 
luck stories. I started to talk about 
pigs in pasture instead of hard luck, 
so with the pigs in good clover or 
alfalfa with water, shade, good air 
and sunshine what will be next; 
plenty of good feed. What is good 
feed and how much for these pigs 
after June ist? ‘That depends on 
what you want to do with the pigs, 
if you want to put them on the 
early market this fall they should 
have all the corn they will clean up 
together with ground oat thick slop 
If you have some separated milk or 
if no milk, then feed some tankage. 
This will make good quick market 
pigs. If you want to raise them for 
breeding purposes, sort your pigs 
placing the ones you want to raise 
for breeding stock in the best pas- 
ture, give them all the milk mixed 
with fine ground oats or good 
shorts then feed them just corn enough 
to keep them in the proper flesh. No 
two litters can be handled just the 
same to get the best development, but 
do not be afraid to feed, just so you 
feed right kind of feed at the proper 
time. Unless you have the pigs 
divided into small groups you will 
ruin a few pigs if you feed so as to 
develop the most of the pigs to their 
best, so the smaller the groups of the 
pigs for breeding purposes the bet- 
ter.

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Adding to Pig’s Feed In- 
creases Profit 


A little linseed meal and alfalfa 
meal added to a feed of corn and 
tankage increased the daily gain and 
reduced the amount of feed per 
pound of gain, in pig feeding tests 
at the Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station. Ground limestone, such as 
is used in liming the land, added 
to the corn-tankage ration, also in- 
creased the daily gains and reduced 
the feed cost. 

In the experiments, as reported in 
a recent Monthly Bulletin, pigs made 
100 pounds of gain on 353 pounds of 
corn and 36 pounds of tankage. 
Similar lots of pigs gained 100 
pounds on 330 pounds of corn, 29 of 
tankage, and 11 pounds each of lin- 
seed and alfalfa meals.

The addition of the linseed anc 
alfalfa meals not only reduced the 
total amount of feed per 100 pounds 
of gain, but increased the daily gair 
nearly a quarter pound. The addi. 
tion of good alfalfa or clover in the 
feed for pigs not on pasture alsc 
reduced the danger of lameness 01 
crampiness. ) 

In another test 381 pounds of corn 
and 39 pounds of tankage were con- 
sumed for each 100 pounds of gain 
made by the pigs getting only two 
feeds, while similar lots of pigs re- 
ceiving limestone in addition to this 
ration produced 100 pounds of gain 
for every 365 pounds of corn, 32 of 
tankage, and 6 of limestone. The 
addition of ground limestone at $5 a 
ton reduced the feed cost per 100 
pounds gain from $8.67 to $8.28. The 
feeding of limestone increased the 
daily growth from 1.02 to 1.16 
pounds. 

In the absence of skimmilk or 
buttermilk, tankage is usually the 
most efficient available protein sup- 
plement to corn, says W. L. Robison

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Where Hogs Lose Out 


The old hog lot is a poor place for 
little pigs. A demonstration this 
summer at the Illinois Experiment 
Station at Urbana, proves this point. 

Some Mach pigs which were kept 
on fresh ground until two months 
of age were then divided equally in- 
to two lots and put in pastures 
where hogs have not been for sever- 
al years. Both lots have been full- 
fed on corn and tankage and have 
been otherwise handled alike ex- 
cepting that the pigs in one pasture 
also have access to an old hog lot. 
The others do not. During the first 
month of the test.the pigs which 
could go to the old hog lot became

noticeably less thrifty than the 
others. Now after two months they 
are becoming stunted. Their aver- 
age gain in two months is only 18 
lbs., while the pigs in the adjoining 
pasture and shut away from the 
worm-infested land have gained an 
average of 15 pounds. 

Last year the record of 643 pigs 
immunized against cholera on one 
large Illinois hog farm, showed a 
subsequent loss from worms in June 
and July of 253 head or 39 percent, 
leaving only 390 pigs in the herd on 


August 1. And this loss occurrea 
in spite of frequent dosing for 
worms. 


It is cheaper to rotate hog pas- 
ture than to use worm medicine and 
the results are better, too. Fall 
pigs frequently suffer more than 
spring pigs when they can run to 
old hog lots. There is good young 
clover on most farms this summer, 
and fall pigs should certainly be 
farrowed upon it, and be kept away 
from old hog lots.—E. T. Robbins, 
Live Stock Extension Specialist,

I have found that every louse can 
be destroyed at much less cost than 
their feed bill, and this will be done 
when you come to consider them an 
unnecessary everhead expense. It 
takes careful, constant attention, but 
will pay. 

I have tried several methods, but 
like my present one best. I have 
an oiling chute with gates every six 
feet, so that in passing the hogs 
through, I can control their move- 
ment. I buy crude oil. Coal oil is 
just as good but a little more ex- 
pensive. With this oil in an old 
coffee pot, I pass along and pour as 
much of the oil upon them as may 
seem necessary. Back of their ears 
and behind their fore legs, until it 
runs down under them. Leave them

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in the chute for half an hour, and 
they will rub against each other and 
lie down upon the oily ground. The 
oil has reached nearly every part of 
the body and every louse it has 
touched has gone dead. There may 
be some left and surely are plenty of 
nits. But my work is only com- 
menced, though a good start is made. 

In the shed where they sleep I 
have a shelf, upon which is a five 
gallon can of oil, with a dipper in it. 
Nearby I have a rail nailed securely 
to the building and under the shed. 
This rail has a slant of about 45 
degrees. Around this is wrapped sev- 
eral thicknesses of gunny sacks. 

Every day I dip more oil upon this, 
and here is where the rub comes in. 
The hogs know when the lice are bit- 
ing and where. They also know 
where to find the remedy. A hog of 
any size can pass under the inclin- 
ing rail and scratch its back, or he 
can straddle the rail with any of his 
feet and find relief. I find it fun to 
see the hogs riding on the rail, but 
it is death to the lice. This is a 
cheap way to get rid of them and I 
find just as effective as any kind of 
oilers I have ever seen. 

I expect to be feeding hogs as 
long as I live and expect to be fight- 
ing lice to the last, but I have found 
that hog feeding pays best when the 
hog is clean, outside and inside. 


How I Kill the Inside Worms 

But the inside cleaning is more 
difficult. We cannot see the inside, 
but it is safe to presume that most 
of the hogs have worms. I find that 
they should be fought constantly. 
I use copperas a great deal. It is a 
poison and will kill every worm 
that eats is. It’s rather cheap, too. 
Dose, one tablespoonful to a hundred 
pound shoat. Pulverize it with a 
hammer, or in hot water. 


Watered Stock 


A liberal supply of water, one of 
cur cheapest and most plentiful prod- 
ucts, is often denied those same tarm 
animals which we house in high 
priced barns and feed on high priced 
feeds. This condition exists even 
though we know that animals will 
perish for want of water much more 
quickly than for want of either food 
or shelter. 

Water is necessary to insure nor- 
mal action of the vital processes in 
the body. It is necessary in connec- 
tion with digestion and absorption of 
food. In the absence of water, waste 
will not be properly eliminated from 
the body, the action of all vital 
organs are hindered, the body tem- 
perature increases and the utility of 
the animal is seriously handicapped. 
When water is withheld for any ap- 
preciable length of time, great harm, 
and in many cases, death will result. 

We must remember that helpless 
farm animals cannot drink from a 
jug nor can they successfully oper-

Isolate Incoming Hogs 
Probably the greatest carrier of 
disease is the new animal that is 
brought on the farm. Any new ani- 
mal should be isolated for 15 to 30 


days or even longer, depending on 
circumstances. Hogs may be disin- 
fected by dipping or spraying with a 
coal tar dip of some kind. Sheep 
and cattle may be dipped in a simi- 
lar manner before being brought on- 
to the farm.

One of the best ways to keep pigs 
healthy is to keep mineral before 
them at all times. It creates an ap- 
petite for other feed and more rapid 
gains may be had. 


A simple but efficient rubbing post 
may be made by wrapping burlap 
around the post in the hog house or 
in the pens.

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I have ever maintained that there 
was far more good than bad in a 
vast majority of the people and they 
were to be trusted and believed in. 
But I don’t know. No more than 
had I boarded the train recently for 
a little vacation than those whom I 
thought my friends turned on me in 
a most shameful manner. You, no 
doubt, noticed that there was printed 
in the last issue of this Duroc uplift, 
right in my own department, an al- 
leged picture of me taking in the 
sights on the greatest avenue in the 
world in the greatest city of the 
greatest country on earth. That pic- 
ture originated in the minds of those 
I had long trusted and was a base 
libel on a trusting and inoffensive 
editor. They decked me out in old 
fashioned raiment, had me carrying 
a moth eaten umbrella, from my 
pocket they had protruding a bottle 
and to add insult to indignity pub- 
lished it as their opinion that some 
city slicker or slickers would take 
off my shoes and get at my money. 
But no matter, it is a long road that 
has no turning and I shall yet be 
even with them. 


I had a great trip, saw many 
strange and wondrous things and 
had it again impressed forcibly upon 
me that this is a great country, an 
awfully big country and that unless 
we travel it, have little conception of 
its resources, its differences in 
weather and customs and the num- 
ber and magnitude of the things 
done by the people who inhabit it. 

Crossing Ohio you note but little 
difference between that state and 
Iowa, it is very largely agricultural, 
though it has many larger cities and 
far more manufacturing industries. 
It is when you get into Pennsylvania 
that you begin to notice differences. 
Coal mining and steel manufactur- 
ing are two great industries here of 
which we of the Middle West know 
but little. It is a dirty, smoky busi- 
ness and the dinginess and grime 
have a depressing effect on one used 
to wide open, clean spaces and pure 
air. I should not want to live there. 
In Philadelphia, however, conditions 
are much the same as in the other 
great cities of the land, especially 
the eastern half thereof. It did not 
nor never has impressed me as being 
a sleepy city. It is very much alive. 
Much of the country’s early history 
centered about this city and there 
are many interesting things to see, 
such as Independence Hall, the Lib- 
erty Bell, etc., while but a few min- 
utes away is Valley Forge and on 
its eastern edge the Delaware river 
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which Washington and his soldiers 
crossed, an episode made much of in 
history and in the motion picture 
called “‘America.”’ Just now they 
are completing one of the longest 
and best suspension bridges over this 
river, connecting Philadelphia and 
Camden, which is in New Jersey. 
But sixty miles away is Atlantic City 
and its boardwalk and some forty 
miles distant in Delaware is Wil- 
mington, where the Duponts and 
powder comes from. 

I spent two or three days in New 
York City and, as always, marveled 
at its lights, its people and the ease 
and efficiency with which they sep- 
arate the visitor from his money. It 
is estimated that from 200,000 to a 
million visitors throng the city daily 
and the casual visitor is apt to get a 
wrong slant on conditions there from 
merely observing the throngs that 
crowd Broadway day and night. 
Most of these are visitors, who have 
come for a few days’ outing, on spe- 
cial business, or are passing through 
on their way to and from Europe. 
They spend money freely, if not al- 
ways wisely, and as you mingle with 
them, you are apt to think the world 
is made of money. A little trip two 
or three blocks either side of Broad- 
way will change your mind about 
this. It is a great Mecca for newly 
married couples, of which dozens 
may be seen, and after a day or two 
the worried look on the faces of the 
grooms tells all too plainly that 
prices in New York are all out of 
line with the schedule he prepared 
when starting out to give the only 
girl in the world a real honeymoon 
trip. Taken all in all, this is a great 
country, but in my humble opinion 
the best part thereof is the Middle 
West.

ful business preparations for his sale 
by presenting a creditable offering 
properly advertised enjoyed a profit- 
able year. 

Remember this, when adversity 
overtakes us, when a slump hits busi- 
ness conditions, more thought, care 
and preparation is the only prescrip- 
tion that will bring relief. 

Indifference and carelessness just 
add fuel to the flames. You know, 
boys, you have got to turn on the gas 
to climb a hill—you don’t put on the 
brakes. 

Well, I say right now is the time 
to put on steam. Don’t however, 
think that I am an advocate of wild, 
unbusinesslike promotion, the kind 
we had about four or five years ago, 
when everyone lost sight of the value 
of a dollar, imagining there would 
never be a let-up to the unreasonable 
prices that were being paid for every- 
thing that was. salable. But sit 
down and draw your plans for the 
year. Look over your herd. See 
just what you can do to make it a 
better one. I find out, in visiting 
herds in various states this year, that 
numerous breeders are in need of a 
better herd boar. Now, let me tell 
you this—no breeder who intends 
to keep on in the business, can afford 
to be without a good herd sire. But, 
before you buy one, remember to 
count well on the class of buyers you 
can expect to sell your product to. 
Size up the class of trade that your 
herd will attract and if you haven’t 
the best herd of sows, don’t think 
that you can make your herd perfect 
simply by buying the best boar in 
the country. Remember, a good boar 
doesn’t make a good herd, but it 
helps like blazes. 


During the last two or three years, 
many breeders have seemed to imag- 
ine it didn’t pay to own a good boar. 
We believe these breeders have all 
seen their mistake. Many of them 
have allowed their sow herd to slip 
back from the standard of two or 
three years ago. This was even a 
worse mistake, but everyone can af- 
ford to own a good boar. It’s not 
necessary to pay an exorbitant price 
for this boar. If you are a good 
judge, you can get one at a nominal 
figure. If you’re not a good judge, 
see that you have the advice of some- 
one who does know, but a good boar 
will be a money-maker and a poor 
one is a sure loser. 

Plan your advertising campaign 
not merely for a large display, but 
make it instructive and descriptive. 
There are many things of interest 
concerning your herd that the public 
should be enlightened upon during 
the year. The breeder who doesn’t 
tell the world about his product 
through the advertising mediums is 
like a storekeeper without a show 
window. Folks like to know the 
class of goods a merchant sells be- 
fore they enter the store. 

Do not forget to set aside a parr 
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of your advertising budget for your 
local papers. Remember, what we 
call the local trade have been the 
heaviest buyers the past two or three 
Seasons and many a breeder has had 
to depend on them almost entirely 
for the success of his sales. And any 
man who fails to advertise his sale 
properly before his home folks is 
making a grave mistake. 

Remember, the real good that is 
to come from the production of pure 
bred live stock is increasing the effi- 
ciency of every breeding and feeding 
animal upon the farms of the corn 
belt. Make your selection for sale 
dates you desire with your salesmen 
and paper representatives as early as 
possible; then plan towards these 
dates. When a plan or program is 
mapped out, we find that we have 
some definite goal to work to, but, 
without plan, we waste too much 
precious time and opportunity, wan- 
dering aimlessly about. 

Of course, the sale season for this 
crop of pigs is too far away to make 
any prophesies, but we can foretell 
this, that the man who puts business 
sense with feed and care into his 
herd and offers an enlightened public 
a high class offering of well devel- 
oped animals will receive greater 
profits and satisfaction than the man 
who doubts and waits. 


Much prosperity awaits the true, 
industrious business man of America, 
especially those engaged in the breed- 
ing of live stock. We know this, 
that at no time during the past few 
years has the hog business had such 
a bright future as at the present time 
and fortune is going to favor the 
producer of high class live stock, for 
it is a business that concerns every 
farmer in America. But always keep 
this in mind, you can’t get by with 
counterfeits; you can’t get by on 
your past reputation; you can’t ge, 
by on the reputation of the sire of 
your herd boar. It is up to you to 
produce the goods. You’re not go- 
ing to do it with counterfeit boars 
or tail-end sows. Don’t go along 
kidding yourself about your herd 
boar. Don’t be sore at the fieldman 
who comes along and tells you he is 
no good. Remember, he’s’ your 
friend; he’s doing what he can to 
help you breed better hogs, and, if 
he’s your friend, he will discuss your 
problems with you and help you to 
get the kind of breeding stock that 
you should have.

Look Out for Cholera pa 


Year 


There was very little hog cholera 
in the corn belt states last year and 
where it did break out it was of a 
mild form and rather easily checked. 
As a result of this, fewer pigs were 
vaccinated than has been the case 
in some former years, so that today 
the herds in the corn belt, and es- 
pecially in Iowa, are not so well pro- 
tected against cholera as they should 
be. 

Hog cholera, as is well known, is a 
disease that runs in cycles. It is less 
virulent in some years than in others 
and those who are well posted on 
these cycles claim that we are now 
entering upon a period of a virulent 
form of cholera. Breeders of hogs 
should bear this in mind and not be- 
come careless about vaccinating their 
pigs this year. It is especially im- 
portant to protect the pig crop 
against disease this year because 
hogs are bringing a good price on 
the market and will continue to do 
so for some time to come. While feed 
is still high in price, lower values

ring not only makes trouble for 
those showing it but disturbs all the 
other hogs.

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Some Pointers for New Breeders Who Contemplate Showing 


Don’t neglect to get all hogs reg- 
istered, as you must have it done 
before you show. Most fairs require 
it at time of entry. Send for the 
catalogs of the fairs you intend to 
show at and make your entries 
early, as this helps the fair man- 
agement to prepare. 


Get your outfit ready several days 
before you are ready to go, as there 
are always lots of things to do the 
last day. <A few of the articles that 
it is best to take are some good 
steel troughs, swill barrel, pitch- 
fork, hammer and any other tools 
you might think you will need. I 
think it is best to take a tent to 
sleep in. If the work at home can 
be arranged, it is sure nice to take 
the family to one good fair and let 
them camp a few days. 

If you are shipping by train to the 
fair, get your car ordered in plenty 
of time. Sand makes the best bed 
for the car, but straw will do but 
should be wet if it is hot weather. 
The swill barrel: should always be 
kept filled with water in the car in 
case any hogs get hot. In extremely 


hot weather, a couple hundred 
pounds of ice should be used. This 
is best, put 50 pounds in each 


gunny sack and hang from the roof 
so it just clears the hogs’ backs. 
This will keep hogs cool when every- 
thing else fails. 


My method of loading a ear is to 
put all feed and equipment in the 
back end of the car with a hurdle 
in front of it. Some load equipment 
in the car last, leaving it in door- 
way, but I like former method best, 
as it gives you a chance to get this 
part of your car loaded before you 
are ready to load hogs. Also leaves 
the center of car for hogs, which is 
the coolest. I load all sows in one 
end and young boars in the other, 
keeping the older boars crated in 
center of car and using their crates 
for partitions. This makes a very 
easy way to load, as your junk and 
empty crates are in the ear first, 
then the boys can drive in a bunch 
at a time and the boars brought in 
last and driven into their crates in 
the car. 


One thing that helps to make your 
hogs show up at a fair is to always 
have the alley in front of pens clean, 
all feed and junk out of the way. 

Get nice medium-sized signs to 
put up at your pens. Always be on 
your job at the pens. It is lots of 
fun to run around the fair grounds

Nothing the Matter With Kansas 


That is the Report Made by DeVore and Milholland After an 
Extensive Trip in That State 


ARLY in. June, Jim Milholland, 
our Kansas fieldman, and my- 
self made a trip through Kan- 

sas. I met Jim at Belleville, driving 
from there to Concordia, where we 
visited the herd of Mike Stensaas. 
Mike has a lot of pigs this spring; 
they are largely sired by Supreme 
Orion Sensation, a son of Great 
Orion Sensation. Mike had some 
good sows in his herd. He showed 
us an especially good junior yearling 
sired by Originator. 

From there we drove to visit the 
herds of Woody & Crowl, Barnard, 


Kan. Here are a couple of real hog 
men. They have a boar, King of 
Constructors, sired by the world’s 


champion, Constructor, a big, tall, 
rangy fellow, and believe me they 
have a bunch of real pigs that show 
a lot of type. These gentlemen in- 
tend to hold a fall sale in October. 

From there we drove to Ells- 
worth, Kan., and visited the herd of 
J. C. Long & Sons. I didn’t think 
much of the territory I drove 
through just before I got to Long’s. 
We drove right down out of the 
hills, though, into one of the most 
beautiful valleys we saw in Kansas 
and we’ll say this, that Longs have 
one of the nicest layouts, one of the 
best farms we saw in Kansas. They 
have a lot of hogs and at the head 
of their herd is Golden Rainbow, one 
of that sensational litter that Clyde 
Horn raised last year sired by Rain- 
bow Orion. You will see a photo- 
graph of this boar in this issue of 
the paper and he’s a real one and 
they have some good pigs by him. 

From there we drove to G. M. 
Shepherd’s, the old war horse of 
Lyons, Kan. Looks to us like Mell 
has taken on a little weight this 
summer. We’d judge that right now 
he’d tip the beam at around three 
fifty. Of course, the first thing we 
wanted to see was his noted herd 
boar, Unique’s Top Col., although 
Mell wanted to show us the new 
baby first. Unique’s Top Col. was 
the junior yearling that he cleaned 
up with at the Kansas fairs last 
year. He’s a grandson of Walt’s 
Top Col. and Great Orion Sensation 
and is a splendid boar and has 
proven an outstanding sire. Shep- 
herd is fitting a number of his get 
for this year’s shows. Among them 
are some junior yearling sows that 
are corkers. He has a wonderful 
fall boar sired by Stilts’ Laddie. We 
doubt if there is a fall boar in the 
country, East or West, that has any- 
thing on this boar.

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We stayed there over night and 
the next morning drove west, stop- 
ping to visit J. G. Axtell at Great 
Bend. Mr. Axtell was out exercising 
his new boar, Unique Col., a son of 
Unique’s Top Col., which he re- 
cently purchased from Shepherd. 
Here’s a good boar and a big one. 
Mr. Axtell only has a few pigs, but 
they are doing well. He intends to 
sell them in a combination sale with 
Leo Breeden, also of Great Bend. We 
visited Leo Breeden, who is one of 
the newcomers in the business, but 
he sure is in with both feet. He 
has two. splendid junior yearling 
herd boars. One of these is Rain- 
bow Orion ist, one of that great 
Rainbow Orion litter. The other is 
All Orion Sensation 1st, one of the 
top sons of All Sensation. Both are 
high class boars and will be shown 
at the Kansas fairs this fall. Breed- 
en showed us one of the greatest 
litters we saw in Kansas. It was 
sired by All Orion Sensation Ist; 
there were only five pigs in the lit- 
ter, but every one is a top-notcher. 


We drove down to visit Joe Mc- 


Candless at St. John. He has a 
wonderful farm, is a _ large-land- 
owner in that section, has good 


equipment and is going into the hog 
business with one aim in view, and 
that is to have one of the best herds 
not only in that state but the West. 


When DeVore and Milholland showed up at 
Mel Shepherd’s during their Kansas trip Mel 
didn’t know whether to show the new baby 
or the pigs first, so he compromised by show- 
ing an armful of each. — 
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He has a son of Goldmaster at the 
head of his herd and has a good 
bunch of pigs. Here is a herd tha 
we expect great things of, as we 
believe McCandless is the kind of @ 
man who makes a success of most 
anything he undertakes. 

Mr. McCandless drove over with | 
us to Stafford, where we visited the 
Rex Lear herd, which is headed by 
Rainbow Orion 9th, one of the Horn 
litter. He’s a real boar, has sired 
some splendid pigs for Lear. He has 
a futurity litter that should show 
mighty well this fall. From what 
we saw of the pigs in Kansas, we 
are of the opinion that they wil 
show about as many good spring 
pigs at the Kansas fairs as will be 
found at any fair in the country. 

Clyde Horn at Stafford, Kan., is 
the man who raised that sensational 
Rainbow Orion litter last year, They 
were raised from a sSoW we pur- 
chased for. him in the Connor 
Anderson sale. We saw four of 
these boars on our Kansas trip and 
five gilts and we believe that here 
was the best litter of pigs that was 
raised in the West last year. 
fact, we know of no litter that con- 
tained four as good boars as the 
ones we saw in Kansas by Rainbow 
Orion. Mr. McCandless purchased 
the five litter sisters of Horn and 
they were all bred to the Horn boar, 
Great Sensation’s Wonder, one of 
the few living sons of Great Sen 
sation, a boar that was used with 
great success in the Zink herd. Horn 
has a good punch of pigs, all of 
them out of these Rainbow Orion 
SsOWS. 


From there we drove to Wichita 
rolling into Ed Hoover’s place just 
as Ed had wound up his chores.

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At Paola, we called on M. A, 
Martin. Here’s a man who is really 
in the hog business. What’s more, 
his Durocs are making him a good 
profit. He has the best equipped 
hog farm we saw on our trip and is 
continually adding to it. At the 
head of his herd is Greater Col., a 
good junior yearling son of the 
world’s champion, Great Col., and 
practically all of his pigs are by 
this boar. Martin has his spring 
pigs coming along in fine shape. 
They are big and husky. You can 
bank on it that he is going to have 
some good ones there this fall. 
Greater Col. is proving a good sire. 
He also has a good breeding boar 
in Col. Major, a grandson of Stilts 
and Major Sensation. He showed 
us a string of fall gilts by this boar 
that are absolutely top-notchers. We 
offered him more money for some of 
these than we have paid for fall gilts 
this year. 

F. C. Griffin of Gardner has been 
breeding pure bred Durocs only a 
few years, but he has built up a 
good herd and it is right now one of 
the best herds in Hastern Kansas. 
He has a mighty nice bunch of pigs 
sired by his two herd boars, Critic 
Climax Boy and F. @. Sensation. He 
has a good fall litter sired by a son 
of Great Orion Sensation. Here is 
a herd that we believe is going to be 
one of the good ones of Kansas. 

In all we had a mighty nice trip, 
found a lot of good Durocs, a num- 
ber of really top herd boars. Things 
look mighty good to us in Kansas 
this year. The wheat crop down 
there is pretty much of a failure. In 
fact, I do not believe they will have 
40 per cent of the wheat they had 
last year.’ I would say there is three 
times as much corn planted in Kan- 
sas this year as there is normally 
and it all looks good. Give them a 
corn crop in Kansas and you are 
going to see that Kansas is going to 
be on the Duroc map stronger this 
year than most any state in the 
West because they have a bunch of 
live wire breeders down there who 
are anxious to make their herds the 
equal of those to be found anywhere 
in the country. We’ll also say that 
Kansas Duroc breeders are fortunate 
in having Jim Milholland to handle 
their breed paper publicity. Jim 
certainly has their interests at heart.

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Ton Litter and Futurity Pigs 


Fitting and Showing Either or Both of These Will Help the Breed 


N recent years the idea of gen- 
iT eral advertising by all manufac- 

turers has increased to an al-~ 
most inconceivable proportion, until 
the national magazines are so large 
that it is necessary for them to start 
new publications frequently in order 
to be able to print all the national 
advertising that it is possible for the 
advertising agencies to secure. In 
these national advertising campaigns 
I notice that there is a large ten- 
dancy on the part of producers of an 
article to adopt a slogan, such as 
“Say it with flowers,” ‘‘Save the sur- 
face and you save all,’”? and I wish 
every Duroc breeder would adopt in 
his mind the following slogan for 
Duroecs for the rest of this year, 
‘Produce Ton .Litters and Exhibit 
Futurity Pigs.’’ 

I believe the reason that there 
are other breeds of swine raised 
in large numbers is because 
the Duroc Breeders have not 
raised enough Good Durocs. I am 
not going to try and enumerate all 
the reasons why more good Durocs 
have not been produced, as that is 
past, but what I want to talk about 
is How to Raise More Good Durocs. 
I do not want any one to confuse 
my idea with Raise More Durocs 
—that is not my idea as I think the 
breed would have made more rapid 
progress if a lot of Durocs that have 
been registered had never been born. 
The thing we want to do is raise 
more good ones and how are we go- 
ing to do it? I think we have a 
wonderful opportunity this season as 
in almost every locality the condi- 
tions were favorable for young pigs 
and during the first part of June 
rains have been general so as to 
keep down the dust and produce 
fresh pasture. 

The proper thing to do about 
the time you receive this. pa- 
per is to see that the pigs are free 
from worms and I am not going to 
, tell you how to do that as no doubt 
some one comes to your farm about 
every day offering to tell you how 
to properly take care of your pigs 
and offering to sell you worm ex- 
peller at about $6.00 per quart, that 
your county agent can supply you 
just as good for $1.50 per quart. I 
am a director in our Farm Bureau 
and I will put the worm expeller 
that we sell up for chemical analysis 
or field test with any of them, how- 
ever if your pigs are wormy, worm 
them in some way with something 
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to get the worms. Then be sure 
that the pigs have plenty of shade. 
If you are not fortunate enough to 
have trees in the pig pasture, build 
temporary shades with poles and 
cover with straw or old hay, any- 
thing to keep the hot sun off the 
pigs. Then watch out for dust 
around old lots. You know we have 
recently found out that from this 
dust is where most of the worms 
come from, so watch the best you 
can for dust. About the most im- 
portant thing in summer for pigs is 
an adequate supply of fresh water. 
By all means try and supply the 
water. -Now we are down to feed 
and I am about of the opinion that 
all feeds are good if you give the 
pigs the right amount of them and 
Prof. Evvard says, and I am not go- 
ing to say that he is wrong, that if 
you will put all the feeds you have 
so the pigs can get to them that the 
pigs will eat just about the right 
amount of each one and I am sure 
of one thing that if this system was 
followed this year by every one 
raising Duroc pigs for breeding pur- 
poses that there would be more good 
pigs raised this year than has ever 
been raised in any two years in the 
past. 


When it comes time for _ the 
fall boar sales, you will see that 
the pigs that the long headed farm- 
ers are willing to buy at a profitable 
price to the producer will be the 
pigs that have been fed and fed 
good and strong.

I am sure that every breeder who 
reads this article will agree with me 
in most parts, but the thing that is 
hard is to get all the breeders to 
do this thing and in order to try 
to bring about the desired results we 
are trying to get you interested in 
Ton Litters and Futurity Pigs.

table records of success for farmers 
in a number of Iowa counties, is to 
be demonstrated with two groups of 
hogs, one raised under the McLean 
system and the other in an infected 
hog lot at the 1925 Iowa State Fair. 

A large ,exhibit, contrasting the 
McLean County System with the old 
methods of hog raising, will be 
staged at the fair by the State Fair 
management, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Iowa State 
College and the Tama County Farm 
Bureau cooperating. The exhibit 
will be located in the open court in 
the swine barn in a special area, 
which is already under preparation. 
Officials declare that it will be one 
of the most interesting and valua- 
ble exhibits ever staged at the Iowa 
exposition. 

Two lots 40x40 feet each, are to 
be set aside for the display. One of 
these lots will be typical of the aver- 
age old-style hog lot, with the ground 
rooted up, a lean-to shed in one 
corner, old-style wooden feeding 
troughs, ete. 

The other lot will be planted to 
alfalfa and clover, with a modern 
litter hog house on skids, automatic 
feeding and watering equipment. 

In the old-style lot will be placed 
a number of spring pigs that have 
been raised on such a lot and a 
litter of pigs a few weeks old. The 
pigs will no doubt have “thumps” 
and other diseases which originate 
from this method of raising swine. 

In the alfalfa lot wil be a num- 
ber of spring pigs and a litter of 
bigs a few weeks old raised under 
the McLean County System on one 
of the farms of Tama county where 


this system has met with such splen- 
did success. 


The contest between the hogs in 
the two lots, and the lots them- 
selves, will be the best demonstra- 
tion of the great value to Iowa 
farmers in adopting a system such 
as this. It is said by experts of 
the McLean County System reduces 
losses among young pigs and grow- 
ing hogs to a small fraction. It 
eliminates the roundworm, which 
young pigs pick up in diseased lots, 
and which infest the intestine and 
lungs of thousands upon thousands 
of JIowa hogs, causing enormous 
losses to farmers every year. 


Officials from Iowa State College 
and members of the Tama County 
Farm Bureau have already started to 
work on this exhibit, to make it one 
of the most interesting displays ever 
shown at the state fair. With Iowa 
the largest hog raising state in the 
entire union and with Iowa’s annual 
hog output running into enormous 
money, the exhibit should be worth 
tens of thousands of dollars to the 
farms who will see it.

Showing Time by Prof. Coffey 

The spring pig crop has lately been 
harvested and just now the lusty 
little fellows are ready and anxious 
to seek the fields of sunshine and 
clover. The breeder is just as anx- 
ious to see them there for he 
knows that the green feed and sun- 
shine plus what feed bin provides, 
will start these little porkers on the 
right path for a good showing later 
in the season. 

Every breeder of swine who has 
exhibited at the fairs, either mod- 
estly or extensively should at this 
season begin making his plans for 
the immediate future. Such things 
as *weaning early a litter from a 
promising aged sow or senior year- 
ling sow or a close scruting of the 
fall pig crop are matters worthy of 
attention at this time. 

If a breeder exhibits animals at 
the bigger shows it is well for him 
to keep in mind the classification 
commonly used at these shows which 
is as follows: 


Aged boar—boar two years old or over. 

Senior yearling—boar 18 months and 
under 2 years. 

Junior yearling—boar 12 months and 
under 18 months. 

Senior pig—boar 6 months and under 
12 months. 

Junior pig—boar pig under 6 months.

In order to have definite points 
from which to calculate, the dates of 
March ist and September ist have 
been selected as the division points. 
These dates apply to the classifica- 
tion given above mean that hogs to 
be shown this year (1925) should 
have been farrowed according to the 
following table of dates: 


1. The aged boar or sow should have 
been farrowed sometime over two 
years previous to the show. 
The senior yearling boar or sow 
should have been forrowed between 
the dates of September 1, 1923 and 
March 1, 1924 
38. The junior yearling boar or sow 
should have been farrowed between 
the dates of March 1, 1924 and 
September 1, 1924. 
4. The birth period for the senior pigs 
should be between the dates of 
September 1, 1924 and March 1, 1925. 
Junior pigs should have been far- 
rowed after March 1, 1925. = 
The information given above is 


common knowledge to most exhibi- 
tors, particularly those who attend 
the big shows regularly. Yet, the 
complaint is common that showmen 
violate the rule in order to exhibit 
their animals big for their age. Dis- 
honesty of this sort on the part of 
an exhibitor is nothing short of 
theivery. The man who practices it, 
if proven guilty, should be denied 
membership into the association of 
his chosen breed as well as being 
denied the opportunity of having his 
animals recorded. His word is not to 
be accepted in any way even to the 
authenticity of his blood lines. Many 
of us are inclined to think that un- 
der such conditions his actions con- 
stitute a criminal offense. 


The Aged Boar Class 

No show of hogs is as impressive 
as a well filled class of good aged 
boars. However, it is a hard class to 
fill because a good aged boar is, as 
a rule, kept so busy in the breed- 
ing herd that it is a very difficult 
matter to fit him. Furthermore as 
a boar grows older he develops con- 
siderable roughness and therefore 
makes a bad appearance in the ring. 
The best time to show a boar in the 
aged class is soon after he has be- 
come two years of age. At that 
time he still retains much of his 
yearling bloom. If he makes a good 
record in the show ring, he can then 
be retired to the breeding herd. It 
is a very poor policy to attempt a 
come-back with an aged boar. In 
this connection I might say that even 
a yearling boar having won a grand 
championship at a big show might 
well be retired without further com- 
petition. 

In fitting the aged boar for the 
show it is well to provide him prac- 
tical isolation from other hogs. If 
he is a type which can stand the 
feed, give it to him with this reser- 
vation—see that he takes plenty of 
exercise. In most cases this will 
have to be forced upon him since 
most boars of good feeding type are 
inclined to laziness when heavily fed. 
Middings, rolled oats, skim milk, and 
a limited amount of corn are feeds 
that may be used to an adyantage in

Senior Yearling Boars 


The senior yearling boar class is, - 


as a rule, not very well filled. This 
is probably due to the fact that 
breeders ordinarily do not have so 
many pigs farrowed in the fall, and 
furthermore, it may be said that it 
is more difficult to grow a fall pig 
satisfactorily. However, a _ senior 
yearling boar, properly grown and 
fitted makes a splendid show because 
he is practically mature and there- 
fore big. At the same time he is 
young enough to possess yearling 
bloom which makes him very attrac- 
tive because of a combination of 
size and smoothness. 

Senior yearling boars should be 
handled in much the same way as 
the aged boar when it comes to fit- 
ting them for show. 


Junior Yearling Boars 

Generally this class is a ‘““‘humding- 
er,’’ to use the expression of the 
show ring. So many championships 
have been selected from this class 
that nearly every breeder wants to 
have an entry. In the Junior year- 
ling class is shown any boar farrowed 
between the dates of March ist and 
September list of the year preced- 
ing the show. Boars in this class 
are therefore approximately eighteen 
months old when shown. They are 
old enough to be big, yet young 
enough to be fresh and very active. 
Some breeders in fitting this class of 
boars permit two or three to run to- 
gether. However, the writer pre- 
fers to handle them in much the 
same way as older boars. Care must 
be used in keeping boars of this class 
docile and free from ranting. Give 
them plenty of feed and exercise and 
if they are of the right type, watch 
them grow and develop into beau~ 
ties. Do not be disappointed however, 
if you are defeated at some big show, 
for probably you will find stiffer com- 
petition among junior yearlings than 
any other boar class except that of 
junior boar pigs. 


Senior Boar Pigs 

Senior boar pigs are just a year 
younger than senior yearlings. This 
class of boars is the most unsatis- 
factory of the entire boar show and 
in it is usually the greatest percen- 
tage of poor individuals. Boars in 
this class are generally of the rant- 


ing age. They are hard to handle 
and feed satisfactorily and they 
therefore, often come to the show 


ring looking hard. The big problem 
in fitting this class of boars is to 
prevent the ranting. If the senior 
boar pig once starts to take on fat 
and do well, he is on the road to 
making a good show. However, once 
he starts to be bad there is little 
hope of getting him out of the diffi- 
euQty.

The senior boar pig is old enough 
to undergo heavy feeding, but with 
him exercise is also important. As 
a rule, however, he takes plenty of 
exercise of his own accord. 

Junior Boar Pigs 

The great mistake in fitting jun- 
ior boar pigs is usually a ruination 
of the pig. Breeders are so anxious 
to make the young pig in a hurry 
that they feed him more than his 
tender bones can stand up under. 
These bones are too soft to break, 
so they just bend. Thus, we often 
find promising boar pigs down on 
their pasterns, broken at their feet, 
and otherwise misshapen in their 
legs. 

In feeding the young pig, either 
sows or boars, plenty of mineral mat- 
ter and protein feed are necessary. 
If the pigs have access to a min- 
eral mixture made up of simple in- 
gredients like charcoal, lime, and salt 
in the proportions of 10:4:1, it will 
be of immense value to them in 
fitting for the show. 


The Sow Classes 

Sows are not so difficult to fit 
as are the boars. However, sows 
should be divided on the basis of 
age so that younger sows may be 
fed for growth and bone develop- 
ment. ‘It is also advisable when 
circumstances warrant it, to divide 
the sow herd according to the con- 
dition of flesh they are in. Sows 
that have suckled litters must be 
forced after the pigs are weaned. In 
order to give them the necessary 
feed and attention it is best to keep 
the thinner sows separate from those 
in higher condition. 

There is always danger of ruining 
sows for breeding purposes by fitting 
them for show. Because of this it

able feeds of a protein nature are 
used in fattening sows for show, there 
should be less danger of sterility than 
when corn is used to an excess. Such 
feeds as rolled oats, red dog flour, 
skim-milk, and tankage are good for 
fitting the sow. Muscular fullness 
combined with sufficient fat to round 
out the sow is the condition desired. 
Flabby, soft fat is to be guarded 
against. 

In conclusion, on this subject of 
fitting hogs it may be said that the 
essentials necessary for success are 
as follows: First, an abundance of 
digestible and palatable feeds made 
up of such ingredients as middlings, 
milk if available, ground or rolled 
oats, hominy feed or a limited 
amount of corn. The show ring re- 
quires finish in its animals. Second, 
ample exercise to insure activity on 
foot, soundness of feet and legs, and 
general thrift. Third, comfort for 
the animals during the hot months 
of preparation, including abundance 
of shade and water. Fourth, atten- 
tion to some of the finer points of 
fitting such as trimming the feet,

Clean Up the Mange 

In our visits among the herds in 
different states, we see more mange 
and scurf in the herds each year. Lit- 
tle attention has been paid to this 
disease, or in fact we have not had 
so much of it, until late years. 

Mange is taken too lightly. Or is 
it that little is commonly known 
about mange. Getting rid of lice is a 
simple matter. Most crude oil and 
dip will kill lice if dipped fourteen 
days apart, but mange is a different 
matter. 

Mange is contagious and doesn’t 
often cure itself. Once in the herd 
it is carried and distributed from 
sow to pig, etc., until it becomes a 
serious matter to fight. Pigs will 
simply not grow with mange on them, 
but will devote most of their time to 
rubbing and scratching, and if you 
would take a microscope to the skin 
you would not wonder. The packers 
are ordering the buyers to take a dol- 
lar a hundred off of mangy hogs. 

Don’t put off getting rid of the 
mange. If you find the pigs’ hair 
getting thin below the body or around 
the ham, get a good remedy and go 
after it—B. R. Evans.

Hach 
morning a good brushing and a lit- 
tle oil should be applied. Any good 
commercial shining oil will do. 

Many think that it takes an old 
hand at the show business to show 
hogs. This is not necessarily so, as 
I have seen young show men do ex- 


cellent work in the fring. You 
should know your hog, his weak 
points and his good ones. Then 


learn how to walk him and stand 
him to overcome his weak places. 
Always be on the alert in the show 
ring. Never let up. Keep showing 
until you get a ribbon or get sent 
back to the stalls. Learn to handle 
hog quietly and _ skillfully. 
Don’t be hopping around like a wild 
man. I have seen lots of men show- 
ing that raced around until they 
looked like a cross between a circus 


clown and an acrobat. 


Don’t let someone crowd you off 


‘in a corner and keep you there, but

get you in bad. Just use a little 
common sense. 

If you are lucky enough to win, 
be a good winner. Spend a little 
money for a box of good cigars and 
let the boys all smoke. Don’t let 
that old bean swell up and bust the 
hat band. Everybody hates a swell 
head. On the other hand, if you 
lose, you must be game, for the man 
who goes around calling the judge a 
crook and running down every hog 
that beat his not only loses the rib- 
bon but loses the good will of his 
fellow breeders, which is much more 
important. Remember, 99 per cent 
of the judges are good, honest, 
square fellows that go into the ring 
to place the hogs as near right as 
they know how. So don’t holler if 
he doesn’t place them the way you 
see them. Once in a while you will 
run up against a judge that seems 
to use the good old system of pick- 
ing them by saying ‘‘Heny-Meeny- 
Mino-Mo. I pick this one.’’ Don’t 
say, “King’s X’’ and bawl him out 
right in the ring, for he is to be 
pitied, rather than censored. 

In concluding this I will simply 
say, breed good hogs, raise them 
better, let people know about them 
by both written advertising and 
showing. Treat your customers like 
you would like to be treated and 
stick to the boat. She may take a 
little water now and then, but if she 
does, just grab that old tin can 
called hard work and bail her out 
and you will soon be sailing towards 
a good, safe, profitable business.

It was an interesting if not a pleas- 
urable hour. Very few of us know 


about the flotsam and jetsam 
of humanity that flow daily 
through the police courts. Some of 


the sights are mildly humorous but 
mostly they are sad and pitiful. Very 
few of us make the most possible of 
our journey through this vale of 
tears, yet to but few of us, aside 
from the policeman, is it given to see 
and deal with those who have worse 
than wasted their God given oppor- 
tunities. 


It is not for me, or you, to judge 
them, but we cannot fail to wonder 
why? Certainly there can be no fun 
in being constantly hounded from 
pillar to post, to have no home, no 
loved and dear ones to associate with 
and no hope of a better physical be- 
ing, to say nothing of the mental or 
spiritual. Blear-eyed, shaky, dirty 
and forlorn, they-pass on to where— 
I wonder. And why. Leaving out 
entirely the moral side, it is foolish 
to be dishonest, it never has nor 
never will pay. It is foolish to 
wreck your body and your mind with 
bootleg whisky, gin and rum, or with 
the awful drugs that so many—far 
too many—become addicted to the 
use of. It may be all right to spend 
money for foreign missions but it 
seems to me there is plenty of work 
of this kind for us to do at home 
Another thing, jails and prisons will 
not cure this disease—for disease it 
is. Nor will they even deter it. 
The cause, whatever it may be, lies 
far too deep for that and it will take 
science mixed with the brotherhood 
and love of man to seek out the 
causes and abolish them. 


It was an hour well spent for it 
made me, as an hour so spent will 
make you, more thankful for the 
many, many blessings you have; and 
make you less prone to peddle mali- 
cious gossip or pass snap judgment 
on the less fortunate ones.

I have said a great many times in 
this space and elsewhere that it is 
my honest belief that the economic 
salvation of the breeder and farmer 
depends in a very large measure 
upon themselves. In this I agree 
very heartily with President Cool- 


idge and Secretary Hoover. The 
passing of laws, the making of 
speeches and the waving of hands 
will never be all that is necessary to 
make any class prosperous. This oc- 
curred to me again, when I happened 
to read that it cost the farmers of 
this country eight hundred and thirty 
million dollars annually because he 
does not, or cannot at certain in- 
tervals paint the thirty eight mil- 
lion five hundred and thirty thou- 
sand buildings that are scattered 
over the farms of the United States. 
Farms use thirty million gallons of 
paint yearly but they need to use 
one hundred million yearly. Ninety- 
eight per cent of all farm buildings 
are built of wood. Of the fifty-three 
square feet of outside wood surface, 
29.1% is never painted. The re- 
mainder is painted on the average 
of every eight and one-fifth years. 
That average should be three or 
four years. 


Couple this with the one hundred 
twenty million dollar loss—it is at 
least this—occasioned by pigs dying 
from preventable causes between far- 
rowing time and weaning time and 
you have a billion dollars that the 
farmer can by his own efforts save. 
That is enough money to put a Ford 
truck and tractor on every farm 
in the country and leave enough over 
to buy a new dress for the Mrs. and 
a lot of shoes for the kiddies. 

This is something real to think 
about. No other business in the 
world could stand such a deprecia- 
tion and such preventable losses and 
still survive. Just as soon as the 
American people, those living in the 
city, as well as the country, learn 
to take care of what they have and 
to save even a small portion of what 
they make, a lot of our economic ills, 
if indeed not all of them, will be 
cured.

Don’t swear the judge is 
crooked. This makes you no friends 
and only hurts you. Remember, in 
practically every case, the judge is 
trying his level best to place the 
awards correctly. All of us make 
mistakes and if the bad luck hap- 
pens to hit you, why take it and 
keep still. Remember, it’s the good 
sportsmanship that’s been displayed 
by the Duroc breeders that has 
helped this great breed of swine to 
weather the adverse conditions of the 
past four years better than any other 
breed of live stock. 

You can’t all be first. Remember, 
there is often very little to choose 
from between the first prize winner 
and one down in the fourth pen.

Our Herd Boars 


We know the hog business for the 
last three years has, for most of us, 
been on the bum. It took real brain 
work, a strong back, willingness to 
work and a little luck to make a 
winner out of it. 


A number of breeders we know 
who each of these three years, what 
many of us call the ‘Reign of Ter- 
ror,’”’ have made money, some broke 
even and a lot of them just let things 
run down hill until finally they just 
let the hide go with the tail and 
they are practically out of business. 

But, on looking around, we find 
just as many men breeding Durocs 
as there ever were. A lot of new 
ones are on the map. A lot of them 
you never heard of and many of 
these look to me like they would 
prove just as capable breeders as 
some of those whose names a few 
years ago were household words 
wherever Durocs were bred. 

But one thing we’ve noticed this 
year as we have traveled in Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, Mis- 
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souri and Illinois is that, taken as a 
whole, there is a lack of high class, 
really top herd boars. One asks 
where have all the great boars of 
four or five years ago gone? True, 
there are at present a few really 
great boars. There are a number of 
very promising young boars coming 
on. We think the answer is that 
during the last two years breeders 
did not think it worth while to grow 
out and develop young boars like 
they did when they were selling 
higher. Why, last fall there were 
less than 25 per cent as many fall 
boars carried over as in former years. 
You will find that at this year’s shows 
the under-year boar classes at many 
of our leading shows will be very 
ragged. It’s going to be a soft place 
to drop in with a good one. 

Now then, there’s nothing the mat- 
ter with the hog business now. Any 
man who has a good boar and a 
good herd is, of course, a lap ahead 
of the man who hasn’t but it doesn’t 
take years to get in the hog business. 
There are a number of high class 
sires. There are bound to be a num- 
ber of good young boars developed 
this year and we say, own one of the 
best. You will never really get any 
place without a good herd boar. A 
man without a high class herd boar 
is just bucking a losing game. 

Don’t try and economize when you 
go to buy one. Remember, a good 
one will make you money—a poor 
one will just keep you in the same 
old rut. 

If you have a promising young 
boar, see that he has a chance. See 
that he is developed. Don’t let him 
run with the bunch. No good boars 
are developed that way. But, if you 
haven’t a real boar among your 
own, go out and get one. Lay down 
enough money to buy him. There are 
thousands of customers waiting for 
every good boar produced. Good ones 
always brfng a real price. You can’t 
breed the good ones unless you have 
a good boar to sire them with. We 
say to the wide-awake breeder, to 
the whole Duroc fraternity, let’s pay 
a little more attention to our herd 
boar question. The breed needs them 
and sure success is waiting for every 
man who owns a real one.

Are, Not As They Were 


Prosperity has already arrived for 


the farmer who is a real producer. 
Prices are especially high for every- 
thing he has to sell. Corn $1.00 per 
bushel, wheat $1.50 per bushel, hogs 
and cattle well over the $14 per hun- 
dred mark and everything else in 
like proportion. I know there are a 
few farmers that are howling and 
croaking. They make me think of 
the traveling man from New York 
who stopped at a hotel in Arkansas. 
He was given a room and the pro- 
prietor returned to the lobby and sat 
himself in a chair. It was but a few 
moments until the traveling man re- 
turned and growling, stated that the 
mice were fighting in his room be- 
fore his eyes. The hotel keeper, in 
a droll voice, said, ‘‘What do you ex- 
pect in a 50c room, a bull fight?’’ 
The moral is, he was getting all he 
was paying for and as a rule a man 
gets out of his business about what 
he puts into it. 


When it comes right down to brass 
tacks all farm products are very high. 
There is only one thing now wrong 
with the farmers, only one cloud in 
the sky and that is their mental at- 
titude. There are all together too 
many farmers living mentally in the 
past. They are looking backward. 
Lot’s wife looked backward and be- 
came a pillar of salt, a lesson to all. 
A carload of hogs now is bringing 
from $2,500.00 to $3,000.00. A year 
ago they were bringing $800.00 to 
$1,000.00. The farmers who are 
right on the job and producing are 
sitting in a most enviable and pros- 
perous position. The only man that 
has a kick coming is the man who 
has been inactive and not producing. 
He has a wish-bone instead of a 
back-bone. The last few years have 
shown the dividing line between the 
men who are willing to pull a good 
load and keep right on fighting and 
show real metal against those who 
work half-heartedly and want to loaf 
on the job. 


I have traveled in twenty states 
the last six months and during that 
time I have traveled from coast to 
coast and I find everywhere a great 
demand for good pure bred stock, 
especially good brood sows. Men are

wanting pure bred brood sows that 
produce a better hog in a shorter 
time on less feed. They are looking 
for the same thing that the good 
manufacturer is looking for and that 
is efficiency, a quick turn-over, and 
less waste. Pure bred animals are 
the efficient manufacturing plants 
for high-priced grain. 

The pure bred hog business is in 
the very air. Farmers are thinking 
and talking pure bred hogs. On July 
20th I was listening to Henry Field, 
the seed man, broadcasting and the 
main topic was in answer to inquiries 
for pure bred brood sows for fall 
farrowing. A field man told me the 
other day that he had buying orders 
for 109 animals. This was 100 more 
than he had a year ago. The only 
kick that any breeder of pure bred 
hogs can possibly have at this time 
is the fact that he has not been pro- 
ducing and has not now ready for 
sale some good individuals. They 
are a ready sale at a good substantial 
price. These sales are his if he has 
the goods, yes, cash sales.

and it means that all the breeder has 
to do is to wear a smile, carry a slop 
bucket, groom his animals, get them 
fitted for the purchaser, and he will 
have them sold out before he can. 
hardly turn around. € 

But remember, that the last few 2 
years have taught the purchaser 
some very wise lessons. The buyer 
will be more careful in his selections. — 
He will want his moneys’ worth and 
he will demand full value for his in- 
vestment. You cannot sell a medio- © 
cre at blue ribbon prices but if you 
have the goods, the right kind, they 
will beat a path to your door and — 
will snap up your offerings quickly. 
I would say to the ambitious men 
in the pure bred hog business that — 
now is the time for him to take the ~ 
lead. You can establish your herd. 
You can make big money and put 
yourself on the map and enjoy a 
large measure of prosperity if you 
simply have the goods to deliver be- — 
cause good pure bred hogs are in 
great demand and the buyer is at 
your door.—James J. Doty.

Some Important Factors That Have to Do With This

N any industry during more or less 
pioneer time, efficiency is not es- 
sential.

ever, competition becomes more keen 
and the inefficient must needs fall 
by the wayside. This is true of every 
line of human endeavor and the 
swine industry is no exception. In 
days gone by, even inefficient meth- 
ods may have been profitable, but 
today, only the most efficient can 
show a profit. If we can accept the 
past as an indication of what the 
future has in store, even greater effi- 
ciency must be attained. 


The value of improved breeds of 
live stock in increasing economical 
production is well recognized. Pure- 
bred sires are accepted today by 
many breeders and feeders as an ab- 
solute necessity. Those states which 
have most universally followed im- 
proved breeding methods have made 
most rapid progress in improving the 
quality of their live stock. Better 
breeding stock will enable us to 
meet the great need of today which 
is not necessarily more hogs, but 
better hogs. 

Pure bred sires should not be the 
final goal of hog men. Hogs multi- 
ply rapidly and with a single pure 
bred sow to begin with even the com- 
mercial hog man can have the fe- 
male portion of his herd pure breds 
in a few years. 

According to a study inquiring into 
the cost of pork production carried 
on by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, several years ago, two-thirds 
of the cost of raising hogs was the 
feed cost. During a period like the 
present when feed is high in price, 
the feed cost may. represent even a 
higher per cent of the cost of rais- 
ing hogs. 

_ Since the feed cost is such an im- 
portant item, here is a logical point 
of attack. Fortunately, we have 
thousands of experiments carried on 


by various experiment stations to 
which we can turn as a ready source 
of information. While some feeders 
consider these feeding tests imprac- 
tical, most progressive farmers watch 
the experiments with interest. Re- 
sults are studied and improved feed- 
ing methods followed wherever pos- 
sible. 

One of the most striking lessons 
illustrated time and gain in feeding 
tests as the economy of the balanced 
ration. The shortcomings of the 


straight grain ration in the muscle 


and bone-building materials has been 
demonstrated, yet how many hogs are 
confined to just such a ration? Pro- 
tein supplements like tankage, dairy 
by-products, fishmeal, oil meal, soy 
beans and even legume hays not only 
cause pigs to gain more economically 
but also more rapidly. Many feel 
that they cannot afford to feed these 
supplements while as a matter of 
fact, they cannot afford not to feed 
them. The higher the price of corn, 
the greater is the need for feeding 
it efficiently. 

Practically as impressive as the 
showing for balanced rations 18 the 


‘demonstration of the value of forage 


and pasture crops. These crops not 
only reduce feeding costs, but they 
furnish exercise, aid in controlling 
disease, conserve the fertility of the 
soil, and make possible a revenue 
from untillable land. 

Numerous crops are available as 
hay forages and of this number some 
may be found which are adapted to 
practically any soil and climatic con- 
dition. Where adapted, the legumes 
are preferable due to their high pro- 
tein and mineral content. Alfalfa, 
clover, soy beans, cowpeas, or pea- 
nuts may be used. As non-legumes, 
grasses and small grains, sudan 
grass, cane or rape may be used. 
Any pasture is better than no pas- 
ture. 

The hogging off of crops such as 
corn, soy beans and peanuts, is a

practice rapidly gaining in popular- 
ity. By this means pigs make larger 
and more efficient gains to say noth- 
ing of the labor saved in harvesting 
the crop. 

One of the greatest “‘ieaks” in the 
hog business is the loss of young pigs. 
One-third of all the pigs farrowed 
never reach weaning time. No other 
industry could stand or would coun- 
tenance such a heavy loss of raw 
material. Only a small per cent of 
these pigs are lost from disease, the 
majority peing injured by sows. 
Proper attention paid to the sow at- 
farrowing time would aid greatly in 
controlling this loss. Suitable feed 
and exercise for the bred sow would 
reduce the next two greatest losses 
of pigs farrowed weak or dead. 

The filth-borne diseases and round 
worms exact a heavy toll. Here, for- 
tunately science has come to the res- 
cue of the hog man with the McLean 
County system of hog lot sanitation. 
In the control of hog diseases the 
ounce of prevention is worth many 
pounds of cure. The rotation of hog 
and pasture lots and rigorous cleanli- 
ness in the farrowing pen have made 
profitable pork production possible 
on farms which have not produced 
marketable hogs for several years. 

An additional 5 per cent of the 
pigs which reached weaning time die 
before reaching market weight. 
Most of these losses are preventable. 
Hog cholera still is one of the prin- 
cipal causes of death, yet this dis- 
ease is one of the simplest to con- 
trol. 

It is the number of pigs raised and 
not the number of pigs farrowed that 
decides the profit of the operator. 
Proper care and management will 
aid materially in reducing the losses 
which sap the profits. 

Losses are sometimes due to faulty 
management. Some farmers attempt 
to produce very early spring pigs 
and late fall pigs when they do not 
have sufficient equipment to do so. 
Some attempt to produce two litters 
a year from immature gilts. While 
some do not provide ample feed, 
there are others too liberal in the 
grain allowances for their breeding 
hogs. There are those who carefully 
regulate the amounts of high priced 
feeds, yet neglect the cheap but 
equally essential, water, sunlight, 
fresh air, and exercise. 

Thus far only problems of produc- 
tion have been mentioned. Equally 
as important is the matter of market- 
ing. The intelligent breeder and 
feeder studies carefully what the

market wants and when it wants it. 
He endeavors to meet these needs to 
the best of his ability. 7? 

Because of its very nature the hog 
business is a favorite field for the 
in’ sand?souter’ % He buys when 
everybody is buying and sells when 
everybody is selling hence usually 
loses money in his operations. No 
business is uniformly profitable and 
the hog business is no exception. 
The man who raises a definite num- 
ber of hogs every year as a definite 
part of his farm program is generally 
on the right side of the ledger pro- 
vided he follows efficient methods. 

No. one is entitled to a profit un- 
less he practices efficient methods. 
With efficient animals properly fed 


and handled and intelligently mar- 


keted a safe margin of profit can 
usually be secured.

‘Vhis territory has laid dormant 
for a year or so, or we might say has 
been Marking time and buliding. The 
Same spell of slack demand experi- 
enced the past few years slowed up 
some of the Uuroc breeders and dis- 
couraged many, but the same spirit, 
the same energy and enthusiasm 
round in other territories is even 
more prominent in this territory.

Better market prices tor hogs and 
grain with tne margin between these 
prices that turnish an unprecedented 
opportunity tor profit on teeding 
hogs naturally is the first incentive. 
However, one could not help but be 
entnusilastic over the crop conditions 
and prospects over these two states.

cant. South Dakota and Minnesota 
have bumper crops in the making 
and, in fact, almost safe.

We had heard a great deal of O. 
A. Latcham & Son, Cottonwood, 
Minn., and we were somewhat pre- 
pared tor what we saw there. Mr. 
Latcham has purchased some of the 
tops at Waltemeyers the past coupie 
ot years and this spring bought the 
famous litter of six gilts sired by 
Stilts’ Type from V. A. Briggs & 
Son, Seward, Neb. These fall gilts 
are poppers and will be shown at 
Fargo, N. D., and Minnesota State 
fair and it will take something bet- 
ter than we have seen to step around 
them. O. A. was away from home, 
but we were shown around by Low- 
ell, the son who has won on his pig 
club pigs each year. Here is a real 
boy and a real hogman. Their lit- 
ters by J. D’s Col. and The Leader 
are looking fine, especially The 
Leader litter. Most of their spring 
crop is sired by a son of J. D’s Sen- 
sation. They also have a good fall 
boar, a grandson of King Orion Won- 
der, and a real herd of big sows. We 
then hit over through to South Da- 
kota and all the way to Chester 
found corn and oats looking good. 

We dropped in on Geo. Hohweiler 
& Sons, Chester, S. D., and looked 
over their good two-year-old, Giant 
Tanlac. He is not in show shape, but 
is extremely long and the sire of a 
good crop of spring pigs. This firm 
is lined up with more than a hun- 
dred head of spring pigs. 

From Hohweiler’s we dropped 
down to Ray Hartman’s, Humboldt, 
S. D., and found Ray with part of 
the show herd and the other part on 
Mr. Hartman’s place a short distance 
away. These gentlemen are equipped 
for the hog business and have some 
hundred and fifty spring pigs. Their 
February senior yearling, Comet, is 
one of the finest boars we have seen 


anywhere. To show with this boar 
they have a junior yearling SOW by 
High Designer, a flashy gilt that is 
bound to hit up high in her class if 
not the top. Then they have a sen- 
ior by Giant Sensation and an aged 
sow by Giant Sensation. 

Much ot the corn in this section 
was being laid by. We next calied 
on the veteran, C. P. Dexheimer, 
Spencer, S. D. We suppose Mr. Dex- 
heimer has sold more breeding stock 
to breeders of the Northwest than 
any other one man. For years he 


has held the top rank. Mr. Dex- 
heimer has Col. Stilts and Model 
Pathtinder’s Sensation, the grand 


champion of South Dakota last year, 
at the head of his herd. Both of 
these boars are thin, but show that 
length, size and conformation that 
denotes breeding boars. Mr. Dex- 
heimer has some two hundred spring 
pigs, just a tew by Col. Stilts. We 
found the Dexheimer family very 
busy taking care of their large estab- 
lishment and some five hundred acres 
of crops, but there is one thing Dex 
is fortunate in having and that is a 
family that buckles right in and 
takes hold of the work. 


We found C. J. Gering, Freeman, 
S. D., sitting in the saddle with a 
hundred head of spring pigs sired 
by Correction. He told us about a 


_certain stock powder man that had 


been there a few days working on 
the pigs and we will say that if this 
fellow is accountable for the classy 
pigs on this place, his fortune is al- 
ready made. A junior boar and a 
number of junior sows of show cali- 
ber were here. 

The name of Herman Schramm of 
the firm of Julius Schramm & Son, 
Utica, S. D., is well known in pig 
club circles and we will venture to 
say it will be even more widely 
known in the breeding, fitting and

saw on the entire trip. 
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showing business before the year is 
up. This firm has a hundred pigs 
the equal of which one seldom sees. 
We asked Mr. Schramm where he 
hid his runts. They sure did some- 
thing with them, for a more even 
bunch of typy pigs would be hard to 
picture. These are sired by A Cor- 
rection, a two-year-old that will fur- 
nish very strong competition in the 
aged class this year. They also are 
bringing out a sensational litter by 
A Correction, as well as a fall boar 
by Giant Sensation and, in fact, a 
more ideal hog farm could not be 
found and it is being operated by a 
firm that knows the business and be- 
lieves in it from A to Izzard. 

We drove by Mike Crawford’s, a 
few miles from Schramms and found 
him busy with 80 pigs and his junior 
yearling, Captain Pathfinder. 

Julius Uken, Springfield, S. D., 
has been one of the headliner breed- 
ers of South Dakota for a good many 
years and the excellent crop of spring 
pigs on his place this year sired by 
Great Col. Again will keep him in 
that position. Most of the pigs are 
by this son of Great Col., but some 
are by Radium and a snappy litter 
by Walt’s Top Col. Jr., out of a 
Giant Sensation sow. There are 
eight in this hitter, long, snaky fel- 
lows that should make herd boar 
material. The good aged sow being 
shown this year by Burns Bros. this 
year is sired by Pathfinder’s Perfec- 
tion, one of the boars that did great 
service in the Uken herd. Mr. Uken 
is a real hog man and we are looking 
for him to have a real offering for 
the boys this fall. 

We stopped in Yankton that eve- 

ning and the next morning hit out 
for Burns Bros., Beresford, S. D. 
Burns Bros. made a creditable show- 
ing last year at the National Swine 
show with Titan and their aged sow 
and this year they will again show 
Titan and’ three aged sows, one of 
them the senior which originally 
came from the Uken herd, another of 
the sows being the one Burns showed 
last year and an Educator Col. sow. 
Burns Brus. are planning to have 
these four aged animals tipping the 
beam at 900 pounds each during the 
shows and they haven’t far to go 
either. These fellows have 80 pigs, 
one litter by Super Col. and some 
_Wwell-bred sows in their herd, sows 
by Great Col., Super Col., Supreme 
Col., Cherry Pathleaster, Giant Sen- 
sation and others.

seen anywhere. A _ beautiful farm 
and operated by W. E. and Dick and 
if one doesn’t feel in the best of 
company when with these gentlemen, 
there is something wrong with him. 
I say this even though Mr. W. E. at- 
tempted to treat me a little rough. 
Hi Wonder is looking the best we 
ever saw him. He is bodied down 
and while not a giant in size has a 
good many excellent qualities, be- 
sides his breeding ability. There are 
125 spring pigs here, some sired by 
Hi Wonder, Red Sensation, Red 
Pathmaster and Titan. We looked 
over the sow herd and we can say 
somewhere around there made a mis- 
take in not using E. W’s Sensation 
more, for there were surely a num- 
ber of real-honest-to-goodness brood 
sows in the lots sired by him.

Mr. Rucker has a 
brand new hog house which is a model 
in its completeness and conveniences, 
one of these latter being a dipping 
tank beneath the floor which is as use- 
ful as  it- is ‘unique, Every Duroc 
breeder could use one of these to ad- 
vantage as it affords an easy, efficient 
and clean method of thoroughly~ dip- 
ping hogs in the winter, as well as any 
other time.

Now then I am writing this for the 
pure-bred breeder, the man who has 
a string of young stuff. You are 
surely going to miss it if you don’t 
go ahead and properly grow out these 
pigs for breeding purposes. There 
will be a big demand this fall for both 
boars and gilts, especially the latter. 
Breeding sows are scarce and when 
these farmers finally realize that corn 
is going to be cheap and hogs high, 
you will see them all wanting to 
climb on to the wagon. 


If you have a good string of boars 
and gilts it will pay you to hold a 
sale in October or early November, or 
a bred sow sale this winter. Don’t 
worry about buyers. The woods are 
full of them. It’s a cinch that the 
farmers’ hogs are going to be his big- 
gest money making asset the coming 
12 months and that is certainly going 
to put him in a mood for buying good 
boars and good sows—F. F. D.

South is Cotton Crazy 


I recently made several long drives 
in Oklahoma. On one drive Col. Her- 
riff and myself drove 85 miles through 
the best farming section of Oklahoma 
and saw only three hogs. 

Every farmer down there is cotton 
crazy. Cotton is high, the yield is 
good and the cotton farmers are going 
to clean up this year, same as they 
did last year. Next year possibly 
every acre of farm in the state will 
be put into cotton. These same farm- 
ers who are cotton crazy have many 
of them been raising cotton all their 
lives and haven’t a roof over their 
heads. 


A year ago I was down in Okla- 
homa and they were plowing good 
cotton under because it didn’t pay to 
gather it. But that’s the way it goes. 
I talked to several County Agents and 
bankers in Oklahoma and they told 
me that the only good _ substantial 
farmers in their section were the ones 
who along with their farming opera- 
tions raised plenty of livestock. So 
I say to the live Duroc breeders of 
the South and Southwest, don’t get 
discouraged. There is coming a time 
and shortly too when there will be a 
healthy demand for all the good Du- 
rocs you can raise.—F. F. D.

Sales 


All we can say is that they went 
just about as good as we expected 
them to. Oklahoma farmers are cot- 
ton crazy. Cotton is high and the 
crop is good and it is hard to interest 
those farmers in live stock. However, 
there were fair crowds out at all four 
sales, that. of €: C. Perry at Anadar- 
ko, Okla, averaged $50.00 and the Geo. 
Koch sale, $45.00. Remember that in 
these sales the greater portion of the 
offerings was fall gilts, many of them 
late gilts so they sold considerably 
Over market price. The Larimore 
sale at Grenola brought out a fair 
crowd of breeders and the average 
was slightly over $60.00. One thing 
in each sale, the entire offerings were 
sold and in the Koch sale we could 
have sold 25 more at around the same 
prices. These breeders who held 
these sales have good herds, headed 
by good boars and there is no ques- 
tion but what there will in the near 
future be a demand for good hogs. 
At that the better sows sold readily 
at from $80 to $100. It was impos- 
sible for me to get to the Hoover sale 
and at this writing have not had a re-

The following very interesting ar- 
ticle was written by Mildred F. Hast- 
wood whose picture is printed here- 
with. She is the silent—if there can 
be such a thing as a silent woman— 
member of the firm of Eastwood Bros. 
who raise good Durocs at Summer- 
field, Kan. This article shows clearly 
the wonderful good that comes from 
pig clubs: 

“T am glad to have the opportunity 
to write a brief history of our herd

of Durocs. In the spring of 1922 
there was a sow and litter club or- 
ganized in our community. My two 
brother joined. They bought the best 
gilts they could find. They showed 
their pigs at the Pawnee County, 
Nebraska fair, and won their share 
of ribbons. The spring of 1923 all 
three of my brothers and myself 
joined the sow and litter club. That 
fall we showed at the County fair, 
and as before we won some coveted 
prizes. Showing in the futurity we 
won first on one boar pig in a com- 
petition of about twenty-five pigs. By 
us children taking great interest in 
the pure bred business our father 
sold all of his grade hogs and turned 
the hog business over to us. He ad- 
vised us to form a partnership and 
go as Eastwood Bros. Some of my 
brothers thought I should not have 
a fourth interest in the hog business 
as I was a girl and would not take 
much care of the hogs. Papa told 
them that while they were taking care 
of the hogs I would be helping mam- 
ma cook, sweep, make beds, and wash 
for them. At this my brothers were 
willing to take me into the business 
to share the profits and losses equally. 
We own a share in the National Duroc 
Record association. This makes our 
recording come a great deal cheaper. 
We keep everything cholera immuned. 
Since January 1, 1925, we have sold 
over a thousand dollars worth of hogs. 


We at present have one hundred 
spring and summer pigs, six winter 
gilts, and sixteen tried sows. Some 
of these will weigh eight hundred 
when fat. One of these big sows 
raised eleven pigs this summer. Our 
first herd boar, Wonder King Orion, 
No. 491437, when shipped out as a 
stag tipped the scales at a thousand 
five pounds, at Summit, Kan. and we 
believe our present herd, boar Sensa- 
tion Mortgage Lifter No. 552705, will 
make equally as large if not a larger 
hog than Wonder King Orion was. 
Our motto is “Be on the Square” and 
our color is “cherry red.” 
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Save Those Pigs 


Whether or not a brood sow will 
be profitable depends in large degree 
upon the number of pigs saved to the 
litter. E.-F. Ferrin, of the animal 
husbandry division, University Farm, 
St. Paul Minn., has figured it out that 
if a gilt raises only five pigs in a litter 
up to the weaning age, each will cost 
from $6 to $6.50. If seven pigs are 
weaned the cost of each will be from 
$4.50 to $5. 

“Reasonably good equipment at far- 
rowing time, and close attention to 
the sow and her litter for at least the 
first two weeks, will often prevent 
heavy losses of small pigs,’ says Pro- 
fessor Ferrin. “An expensive far- 
rowing house means a high overhead 
charge against each pig raised, which 
is unnecessary. Good farrowing con- 
ditions call for clean quarters, rea- 
sonably warm, with direct sunshine, 
if possible. Hither a central hog barn 
of moderate cost or small movable 
hog cots can be used to best advan- 
tage. Straw piles, loose tumbledown 
sheds or fence corners used for far- 
rowing places are sure to result in 
heavy losses of small pigs. 

“One of the principal causes of 
loss of pigs before they are weaned is 
the sow herself. Between one-third 
and one-fourth of the pigs which die 
are laid upon by the sow. Another 
one-third of the pigs which do not 
reach the weaning age is accounted 
for by those ‘which are farrowed dead 
or weak. This source of loss is only 
partially preventable. Disease and 
starvation account for the remaining 
losses which amount to from 30 to 35 
pigs out of every 100. From 30 per 
cent to 35 per cent of the pigs far- 
rowed never reach two months of age, 
the usual weaning time. This loss can 
be prevented in part by more atten- 
tion to the right kind of care, proper 
feeding and a determination to pre- 
vent the occurrence of some of the 
causes of loss. As an example, the 
number of pigs dying because of be- 
ing crushed by the sows can be re- 
duced very largely by installing far- 
rowing rails in the pens. A fender 
placed about ten inches above the 
floor and eight inches away from the 
side walls saves many pigs from be- 
ing crushed by heavy sows. This pro- 
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tection is easily installed with rough 
lumber. 

“To know for certain when a sow is 
due to farrow her litter it is neces- 
sary to have the breeding date. Many 
pigs are lost every season because no 
breeding dates are kept and the pigs 
are farrowed unexpectedly in an un- 
favorable place. Only by having a 
separate pen for each sow can good 
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results be expected. A few days 
should be allowed the sows before the 
pigs are born to become accustome¢ 
to the farrowing pen. This may avoic 
injury to the pigs while they are 
small because a restless sow is api 
to move about the pen a great deal 

“The sow will get along best if she 
is not fed the first 24 hours. A drink 
of water is all that is needed. Hel 
first feed can well be the bran anc 
shorts which she was getting before 
she farrowed. ‘Spare the feed ané 
save the pigs’ is a good rule the firs!

In the first place the scarcity 
of hogs in itself is a large factor 
this year in Kansas. I have never 
witnessed a time when there was the 
demand for good Durocs that there is 
this year.

Everywhere I go in my travels over 
the state I find the same conditions: 
“Not enough hogs to supply the de- 
mand!’ I will say this, there is not 
nearly the number of good boars that is 
wanted. Is this condition as it should 
be in the great Duroc producing state of 
Kansas? ‘‘What is the cause?”’ you say, 
‘“‘Can’t Kansas breeders raise real Du- 
rocs?”’ Sure, they can and you will find 
just as good boars in Kansas as any- 
where. But listen, the cause is simply 
the conditions that have existed the 
past two or three years when we had an 
over supply of hogs and we felt we did 
not get enough pay for our efforts, con- 
sequently, everybody quit hogs. These 
conditions have changed the past few 
months and hence, the great demand we 
have now for real Durocs. 


There never was a time when a 
breeder could make the money he can 
right now in Kansas, if he will raise the 
right kind of Durocs and give them the 
care good Durocs should have. Grow 
them, and you can sell them at a reason- 
able profit. Well, to tell the truth I have 
never seen things get so bad but what 
there was a sale for a real Duroc, and 
under the present conditions, this is 
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true a hundred fold. The breed- 
ers are offering more real 
money for good boars andsows 
now than they have for the 
past four or five years. Prices 
that would surprise you. Ask 
any Kansas breeder that has a 
good one. 


Now boys, Kansas is our 
State, let’s all get in the collar 
while the getting is good, for 
there is going to be good 
money in good Durocs for the next few 
years and Kansas will use more of 
them than any state in the Union. 
She needs them. Let’s push together. 
Raise them well, then tell the world 
we have them. 


The Duroc Journal-Bulletin has 
faith in Kansas. DeVore, Hall and the 
entire organization are back of us and 
if we will but do our part Kansas 
Durocs will be known and wanted the 
world over. 


I know that in a few sections of 
Kansas the feed crop this year is a 
farce, but listen, get yourself from one 
to five good sows bred to a real boar and 
then you can grow real litters. The great 
trouble I find is that you are inclined to 
have more pigs than you can properly 
care for. Raise fewer and raise them 
well. This Rainbow Orion litter you 
hear so much about was the only litter 
on that farm. That litter made money 
for the man that raised them. You can 
do the same with what pigs you can 
care for. Get in now and help put Kan- 
sas on the map as the greatest Duroc 
producing state. You know everybody 
in the United States says: ‘“Those Kan- 
sas breeders are sure boosters.’”’ That 
is true, but we need more of you. Get in 
now, for there will be a profit for you 
for the next few years. You know, 
“‘Kansas Durocs Do the Best.”’ 
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Why Not a Real Business? 


That is What You Can and Should Make of Your 


HE reason Hall handed me this 
trouble was because I didn’t 
know a darned thing about it Of 

this you will be convinced if you care 
to spare the time perusing the article. 
How-ever lets pretend we are used to 
this literary game and go ahead. 

“Why not make the breeding of 
Durocs a real business” sounds easy 
and can be answered in many ways 
most of them unsatisfactory to the 
beginner and totally so to the initiat- 
ed. I am not vain enough to think 
I can do it for the reason that some 
fellow would, by various arguments, 
citations and precedents throw me off 
the band-wagon and were you to ex- 
tend the argument the same would 
happen to him by some other fellow. 
Thats the individual way and the way 
you will have to undertake the Duroc 
business. Its to be your business and 
your individual efforts will measure 
your success. 

The man who makes a business of 
breeding will to a very great extent 
find it necessary that he give it his 
personal attention. He should have a 
fundamental idea of why is a hog, 
should have a preference for him, an 
understanding of feeds, housing, san- 
itation, etc. By visiting the best herds 
in his home state and the surrounding 
states he will soon grasp the idea 
that it is a business and not a quick 
get rich scheme. When he talks with 
the men who have made the name of 
some great boar famous or some sow 
and her litters a house-hold word in 
the Duroc world he will realize that 
it was not a happenstance but the 
result of study and care, knowledge 
and work that made the crosses and 
mating that produced such wonderful 
boars as Great Orion Sensation, Path- 
master, Stilts and other great boars. 
Such sows as Beautiful Wonder, Queen 
of Pathfinders, Floradora and the like. 
Thus the sooner a man making his 
business the breeding of Durocs sur- 
rounds himself with this class of hogs, 
properly mated will quickly attain 
his ideal. The breeding of Du- 
rocs is a business as the recent hard 
times have proven. Of this I am posi- 
tive. Witness the haste many so-call- 
ed breeders have used in getting away 
from possession of hogs, in the recent 
two years. That indicates that it is 
a business because it had its quota of 
imitations, fellows who always run 
when the cloud aproaches; enthusias- 
tic guys who are very confident and 
bland while the sunshines, but lo, 
when the fog of adversity appears on 
the horizon they seek the storm cave, 
some to come when the sun shines 
again, purchase a few hogs, some ad- 
vertising space and are hog breeders 
once more. The fellow who stayed in, 
culled his herd, sacrificed his time and 
energy along with, his money for the 
good of the breed knows the Duroc is 
a business proposition and I feel that 
the fairs this year are going to show 
that the recent hard times had a good 
effect. It gave the business breeder a

chance to produce the kind of hogs that 
should be produced, the constructive 
product of thought and consistency, 
nerve work and care. If the exhibits 
at the fair this year do not bear me 
out in giving the judges a chance to 
use their gumption to the limit in 
making their decision then I am 
wrong. I am sure that the exhibits at 
the fairs are going to be of a higher 
class than ever before, though may- 
be not so many exhibitors. If I am 
right then score again for the real 
business of breeding Durocs. 


In the Duroc business it is neces- 
sary that a good business system be 
used in order that one may get the 
full results, keeping track of breeding, 
marks, dates, farrowing, expenses, 
sales, etc. This business is like any 
other and will be so classed by the 
public. The quality of your hogs, 
consistent advertising, well printed 
sales catalogues, all handled by a 
good system of business will help 
classify ‘your herd. 

In selecting young boars to keep 
for breeding purposes in justice to 
yourself and fellow breeders select 
only such as will be a credit to 
the breed. The pure-bred business 
deals in ideals and it certainly 
isn’t idealistic to sell boars that will 
not be a credit to your herd and help 
to the breed. This trade is limited 
anyway so why not cull to the good 
stuff and get a good price. What you 
can’t supply will give another breeder 
a chance at the profits too, so you have 
both profited and the breed. 

Another benefit to the business of 
Durcos would be the curtailment of 
the professional show man. This fel- 
low makes it a business going from 
one state to another with a bunch of 
hogs, bought, raised or borrowed and 
competing with the breeders in these 
states at the fairs where the exhibits 
should be from that state only. State 
and county fairs should limit the ex- 
hibits to the boundaries of state and 
county. If necessary that these fel- 
lows exist then let the association 
provide special premiums for them. 

Another question I am going to 
raise is; would it not be best for 
the National Swine show to limit the 
competitors to State fair grand cham- 
pions. They are the legitimate com- 


petitors and it would draw boars from 
a greater territory than at present, 
create greater and wider interest and 
cut out the pampered shade tree boar 
who during the hot weather of fair time 
was enjoying the comforts of familiar 
surroudings, home eats and care, only 
to leave in the cool October to com- 
pete with his unfortunate brother who 
was compelled to endure the crates 
and box cars, draughts and unfamiliar 
surroundings at the greatest show of 
all. This may have another side of 
which I am unfamiliar, if so I am 
open to conversion. 


Club work is the greatest asset the 
Duroc business possesses and breed- 
ers should bestir themselves and get 
busy with their county farm bureaus 
and see that this is part of the work- 
ing program for the coming year. 
Club work will do more to make a 
breed popular in a community than 
any other one thing out-side of a real 
live business breeder. Every state fair 
grounds should be equipped with a 
good hog house for pig club boys and 
girls with a show pavillion and club- 
house, where lectures and talks can 
be given the club members. Explan- 
ations as to why such and such a pig 
carried off honors, etc. They should 
be instructed. in feeding and other 
questions will come up which in time 
will create a greater interest than 
anything else we could do. This work 
should be the work of all breeds in- 
terested and not the work of one 
breed. By Co-operation of all breeds 
and breeders anything wanted can 
be obtained. I hope this can be 
carried out in the near future. 
Its part of the real business of breed- 
ing pure-bred hogs, a very large part;

They Can Be and Are Being Produced by Duroc Breeders. 


HEN “Charlie” Hall requested 
that I write an article on the 
above subject I am sure that he 

could have selected a man with more 
editorial ability, but I will to the best 
of my ability handle the subject, real- 
izing that there are no hard, fast set 
of rules to meet all sort of climatic 
conditions that might arise, also local 
economic feed conditions. 


There is also a difference in the 
production of a good, profitable 200 Ib. 
Duroc breeding animal at six months 
of age and a good, profitable 200 lb. 
Duroc for the butcher’s block. Meth- 
ods of feed and care to produce the 
latter would ruin the former, yet the 
same methods except for the feeding 
of the last three months of the six 
apply in both cases. 


While the producing of the good, 
profitable Duroc for the block is easier 
and can be done cheaper, the produc- 
tion of the good, profitable breeding 
animal that will weigh 200 lbs. at six 
months is much harder to obtain and 
the cost of production is more. Grow- 
ing good hogs and especially good 
Durocs always has been and always 
will be the most important division 
of a permanent and profitable agri- 
culture. The good Duroc hog is an 
economic necessity on the successful 
farm. There is no substitute for him 
that will bear comparison. The scien- 
tific genius of the past, present or 
future never has and never will be 
able to produce pork in their labora- 
tory—then let us stick to our business 
and raise Better Durocs Better. So 
much for a ‘prelude.” 


I will say that the first important 
step in the production of a good, prof- 
itable Duroc within six months lies 
in the selection of the boar that is to 
sire said Duroc. See to it that he 
has size and quality backed by like 
ancestry and with this, I will add 
proper care as to feed and exercise 
for a time sufficient to put him in con- 
dition that he may be able to carry 
out his part of the law of Like Begets 
Like. Here the sire ends his impor- 
tant function. If you have done your 
part here you have taken one long im- 
portant step towards success. 


Are You Doing It?

Second, if she may be so placed, 
equal care in the selection of the dam 
for these Durocs should be taken. 
This selection of the dam for these 
Durocs should include a _ predisposi- 
tion by inheritance of motherly in- 
stinct, including being from a produc- 
ing line of dams that have the ca- 
pacity for handling feed and convert- 
ing it into food for their offspring 
for the first ten weeks of their lives. 
I might say here, too, that the dam de- 
termines the number of her litter and 
not the sire of the litter, so here care 
should be given in the selection that 
she is from a good, even litter. The 
sire has his part in this function in 
the second generation as it is here 
his blood will tell. 


The same care should be given the 
dam previously to the time of breed- 
ing that was given the sire but this 
must continue on through the period 
of gestation to insure a good, large 
in numbers, as well as large and 
vigorous in individual size of litter at 
farrowing time. I am sure that in the 
production of pork, the foregoing is 
not practiced in common. Too many 
farmers are prone to place the lack 
of profit in market pork production at 
the door of the hog, when it lies at his 
own door because of the tools (sire 
and dam) he uses and his methods. 
No man can expect profitable produc- 
tion from the class of mongrel breed- 
ing stock some use. 

Present and future conditions must 
be met with improved modern type 
of sires and dams and improved, mod- 
ern methods of care and feed to meet 
these existing conditions. We no 
longer reap with the cradle, nor sow 
broadcast. Why try to produce pork 
at a profit by using the mongrel or 
type of hog that is not in demand 
and does not produce pork econom- 
ically? To the above, sanitation plays 
a mighty important factor. 

The brood sow should have digest- 
able protein to balance the common 
article of feed (corn) that she receives 
and an important factor here is ex- 
ercise. This can be accomplished 
best and most economically by giving 
range for pasturage of green feeds, 


The Pattern is one of the 
real boars raised last year.

such as rye and wheat in winter, al- 
falfa etc. in summer, alfalfa hay, oats, 
tankage, green ensilage during times 
of closed weather with forced exer- 
cise. 


Just a word as to housing at far- 
rowing time. See to it that pens are 
clean, dry and well ventilated. Use 
clean, dry bedding. See to it that 
the sow is cleaned before putting 
her into farrowing quarters. Handle 
her so that she will be quiet and have 
confidence in her caretaker. This is 
important or all previous expense and 
care may be lost for the number of 
pigs saved is a vital factor in profit- 
able production that too many lose 
sight of. Feed at this time will de- 
pend greatly upon the individuality 
of the sow and the number of pigs 
being saved.: The little tusks should 
be clipped, especially in large litters. 
This should be done carefully so that 
infection may not result. Many a 
sow has destroyed her litter because 
of these teeth. Notice her when they 
begin scrapping over a place at the 
lunch counter. The sow will roll up 
on her belly and refuse to let them 
suckle. Clip these tusks carefully, 
place them back and you will find 
that she will lay for hours and let 
them scrap for their permanent posi- 
tions. Soon they should go to pasture 
and if possible on ground that has at 
least been plowed since hogs have 
used it for pasturage, especially if 
you are troubled with worms. Indi- 
vidual lots are preferable. 


Vaccination to insure against chol- 
era should be done near the weaning 
age and care as to feeding is again 
important. The weaning age is a 
critical time in the pig’s life. Over- 
feeding many times ends in disaster. 
At this time they should be culled and 
those fed for breeding purposes 
should be fed for development of bone, 
muscle and constitutional vigor. Fat is 
not so important a factor here. 


Those that are fed for the butcher 
block should be fed to reach it at the 
earliest age possible. The self feeder 
here has proven the best method. The 
pig will balance his ration more ec- 
onomically as to individual require- 
ment than any man made formula. Itis 
also a saver of labor which is another 
economic factor. Time here is an- 
other important factor. We all should 
know that it takes feed to maintain 
life alone but in this feed there is no 
profit—the profit lies in the feed that 
is used to produce gains in pounds. 
The less days we feed for life suste- 
nance alone, the greater will be our 
profits. Since the pork barrel is the 
ultimate end of the hog, this is the 
most important thing in the produc- 
tion of the butcher hog and the more 
efficient the factory, the greater the 
profit in the market hog. 

If the above will help any man in 
more economical pork production, we 
shall feel repaid for the effort. 
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Take Care of Your Fall Pigs 


Common Sense Precautions and Real Care Will Put Money 


ROM the most reliable informa- 
tion that I can get there is not 
going to be a very heavy crop of 

fall pigs, and the way the weather and 
corn look at this writing, Aug. 21, I 
can not help but think that every fall 
pig that is raised is going to be good 
property. Usually a spring pig is 
worth much more to a breeder than a 
fall pig, as there is not usually a very 
heavy demand for fall boars in the 
spring and if you carry them over 
until fall the farmers either think they 
are too large or do not want to give 
you more for them than they would 
for a spring boar, so usually it is not 
profitable for a breeder to carry over 
till fall any fall boars except an out- 
standing individual. With the gilts, 
I have noticed that a large spring 
gilt will sell for about as much money 
in a bred sow sale in the spring as a 
fall gilt, so I think the best way to 
market the large part of the crop of 
fall pigs is as butcher hogs. Many 
breeders do not think that it is profit- 
able for them to raise butcher hogs, 
that may be possible, but if that is 
the case you had better have a swine 
specialist give you and your methods 
a thorough examination, just the same 
as though you were threatened with 
T. B. I am sure there is something 
wrong if you can not raise butcher 
hogs at a profit. I have had oppor- 
tunity of observing the methods of a 
great many breeders and I am sur- 
prised that more of them do not have 
to depend on the income from their 
wife’s chickens to buy their smoking 
tobacco than do. It is a crime the 
way some breeders take care of their 
pigs. It is now time for the fall pigs 
to be farrowed and I am not going 
to talk about the things that are 
done in trying to raise a crop of fall 
pigs by lots of breeders that should 
not be done as any one can see these 
conditions several times in a day’s 
drive, but the thing I want to talk 
about is the things TO DO. I have a 
farm in Peoria county and pride my- 
self on the splendid market hogs that 
are raised there every year. I have 
a tenant partner who is a first class 
farmer in every way and he has a 
working family, so I compliment my- 
self on having sense enough to let 
him and his sons run things and I 
would be glad to show any one my 
books and prove that butcher hogs 
can be raised at a profit. 
Usually I think that the Farm Bu- 
reau in our county is a great organi- 
zation, but how they ever came to 
make the mistake and put me on their 
Board of Directors, I never could fig- 
ure out. Anyway I am on and quite 
often the County Agent asks me to 
help him hold down the front seat in 
his flying car, it isn’t a real air ship, 
as it hits the ground every time we 
come to a corner and I guess regular 
air ships do not do that. We always 
go fast, visit lots of farms and I have 
so far got home all in one piece. On 
these trips I learn a lot of things. 


in the Breeder’s Pocket 
By J. R. PFANDER 


For a few years we have been read- 
ing a lot about the McLean county 
system and possibly some of you think 
it is something new and that some one 
has made a wonderful new discovery, 
however they do not do a thing in this 
so-called system that my father did 
not try to do 40 years ago and when 
everyone got to talking about it so 
much I thought to myself that it 
would be impossible to get very many 
fellows to follow it, as to get results 
with this system, you have to do some 
work and it seems to me that most 
fellows who raise hogs are averse to 
that when it comes to the hogs. Well 
by working their heads off and run- 
ning the wheels off their flying cars 
our County Agent and his Assistant 
got several fellows in our county, 
most of whom had been having such 
BAD LUCK with their pigs in past 
years, ta promise to try it out. Well, 
I was on the inspection committee and 
made two inspections so far this sum- 
mer. The first one was when the pigs 
were about 8 weeks old and every 
fellow we visited was sure tickled 
over the results and every fellow who 
had given the system a fair trial had 
the best bunch of pigs he ever raised. 
Well, I did not have much to say at 
the time of the first inspection, as the 
weather had been the finest any one 
ever saw for pigs and I wanted to 
see what would happen during the 
next 8 or 10 weeks, and behold you 
when we made the second inspection 
every fellow who had followed his 
primer was still wearing that smile 
that was on his map when we in- 
spected him the first time. This sec- 
ond inspection was made at the time 
when the dust was deep and water 
was short and everyone was busy 
threshing and that is the time when 
most fellows fall down with their 
pigs. That is the time when worms 
show the result of their activities. 
Then is when you see a lot of runty 
pigs in most herds and when you 
drive up a bunch of pigs they start 
the grave yard cough, so you can not 
talk so any one can hear you for 
several minutes and the owner says 
it is so dusty it is making his pigs 
cough and if it is muddy the pigs 
have caught a little cold. Well, these 
McLean county system fellows drove 
up their pigs and they were always 


thrifty, no runts and _ absolutely 
free from cough. Sometimes we 
would find a fellow who was 


not entirely sold on the _ idea 
last spring, so raised part of his pigs 
the old way and in every case of this 
kind a blind man could have noticed 
the difference by the weight of the 
pigs and the way they coughed or did 
not cough. I try to be conservative 
in my assertions but I am going to 
say that we did not find a singlq in- 
stance where the fellow had followed 
the system where we found pigs that 
coughed or found any runts and in- 
variably a large average of pigs 
raised per sow. Dr. Ransom was with 
us and he possibly has done more 
work than any one else to make the 
system as popular as it is and he 
was so delighted with the results we 
found that I thought he was getting 
cocky, so I argued with him and 
thought for a while he was going to 
try to give me a thumping, but I had 
looked him over and he was of the 
old fashioned type, by that I mean 
short legged, close to the ground, 
heavy in the middle, so I figured if 
necessary I could kick dust in his 
eyes in order to save my face. I told 
him he was going to ruin the hog 
business, and you sure should have 
heard what he said and the way he 
said it right before a crowd. I told 
him if every one followed his system 
hogs would not be worth $5.00 per 
hundred, because every one would 
raise too many. He seemed to think 
that farmers had some sense about 
volume of production in comparison 
to profitable demand, but about that 
time the fellows in the crowd had to 
hurry home to milk so I escaped be- 
ing beaten up bodily. Now, no kid- 
ding, but the breeder who does not 
set the dope on the McLean county 
system at once and follow it as close 
as he possibly can with his fall pigs 
is loosing money. It is absolutely cer- 
tain that by following this system 
troublesome worms are _ absolutely 
eliminated. There is no one thing or 
possibly all other things do not cause 
the hog raiser as much loss as worms. 
Try the McLean county system and 
then write me relative to your results 
and I will publish it regardless of the 
outcome. Do not wait until the fall 


pigs are farrowed but do it right.

Mange in Hogs 


Mange in hogs is a parasitic skin 
disease that is causing considerable 
loss in this state and the corn belt in 
general every year. In some localities 
there seems to be more mange this 
year than usual and little if any ef- 
fective work is being undertaken to 
get rid of it. 

Mange, of course, does not produce 
severe sickness or death, but it does 
bring about reduced gains from a 
given amount of feed consumed by the 
hogs affected by the disease. In addi- 
tion to this, the packers place a con- 
siderably lower valuation on a mangy 
hog than on one with a healthy skin. 
This is not surprising to anyone who 
has seen carcasses of mangy hogs at 
slaughter houses. The roughened skin 
of a mangy hog gives the carcass a 


bad appearance, hence such carcasses 
have to be skinned. 

A federal meat inspector said re- 
cently that in his opinion the farmers 
of Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota and the

Is What Should Govern in Raising Pure Bred Swine 
Breed Papers Do and Should Advocate This 


T has been the 

| policy of the 

breed papers 
during the past two 
years to encourage 
raising the quality 
of the breeds rather 
than the quantity. 
We believe this pol- 
icy, if taken as a 
slogan by all the 
breed paper and 
farm papers, would 
result in untold 
benefit to the rais- 
ers of pure bred 
stock and also to 
the feeders upon 
whom the live stock 
industry depends. 

Bven during a time like this when 
there is a large profit in feeding hogs, 
this policy is the one to pursue. 

If breeders and feeders can raise 
eight or nine pigs per sow instead of 
five and six, the profit is going to in- 
crease correspondingly. It has been 
stated with accuracy that it is not 
the total number of pigs raised, but 
the number of pigs raised per sow and 
‘the quality of the pigs that makes a 
success or failure of the hog business. 
1925 and 1926 will be two of the most 
| profitable hog years that we have ever 
‘had and it is the writer’s hope that 
‘the production is not speeded up so 
/much during the last of 1926, so as to 
create a large surplus in 1927. 

The period of profitableness in feed- 
‘ing hogs during the last twenty years 
| has run in two-year cycles, that is, for 

two years hogs would be profitable and 
(then production was speeded up so 
| that there followed two years of un- 
| profitable production. It would be to 
(every one’s advantage to get away 
!from these two-year cycles and have 
‘a steady supply of hogs year in and 
} year out. It would be better for the 
| breeder, the feeder and the packer. It 
‘is not the writer’s idea that a shortage 
should be created, but that the pro- 
duction should be held constant. In 
' the future years the demand for pork 
' products will increase due to our 
rapidly increasing population and just 
enough more hogs should be raised to 
meet this demand. The U. S. Govern- 
ment reports give with great accuracy 
the estimated crop of pigs several 
months in advance so there is no rea- 
son why we cannot gauge our produc- 
tion! to fit the condition. 

Breeders have waited for the hog 
' business to get on a profitable basis 
and that time has arrived. Prices on 
| breeding stock is going to be good this 
winter on good breeding stock—there 
is never a good demand for the other 
kind. Feeding hogs is the most profit- 
able thing on the farm at the present 
time and this fact together with the 
' fact that there is a shortage of breed- 
ing stock is going to regulate the 
prices. 

Breeders should take advantage of 
these conditions and “Make hay when

the sun shines.” ‘The herd should be 
carefully looked over and the breeding 
stock selected. Discard everything ex- 
cept the high class stuff and then push 
it for an early market. Every dollars 
worth of corn fed now. if properly bal- 
anced, will return a handsome profit 
this summer and fall. The breeding 
stock should be well grown, The qual- 
ity of the herds can be raised im- 
mensely this summer and fall as the 
market is a regular gold mine. 


Some breeders have wondered dur- 
ing the past years whether the pure 
bred business would come into its own 
again, but these men are beginning to 
see that this was a condition which 
resulted from the great chaos caused 
by the World War. 


It is absolutely necessary that we 
have pedigreed hogs as where else are 
the feeders and farmers to get their 
seed stock. Only by keeping the best 
hogs registered, knowing the sires and 
the dams and the bloodlines can the 
quality ofi the breeding herds be kept 
up and animals from these herds keep 
raising the quality of the farmer’s 
herds. 

The breeders of pure bred live stock 
have a very important function in this 
country and upon them depends the 
future of our agriculture.

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The Hog Market Outlook 


Department of Agriculture Forecasts High Prices for Hogs This Fall 


and We Hope They are Right 


Prepared by Blue Valley Creamery Institute 


HE United States Department of 
aR griculture now boldly forecasts 
$15 to $16 hogs early this fall, 
and nearly as high for next spring. 
This is the first time that the depart- 
ment has never forecast a crop price 
trend in terms of definite and specific 
figures. It is an indication of the ab- 
solute confidence the experts: have in 
this trend assuming no big change in 
industrial conditions during the next 
six months. 
The graphic illus- 
tration on this page 
is worthy of careful

With prices so attractive, efforts un- 
doubtedly will be made to finish spring 
pigs as early as possible in order to 
take advantage of the late summer 
and early fall market. Spring pigs 
will dominate the market supply by 
the end of October and thereafter. 
With 10.6 per cent fewer pigs in the 
corn-belt than a year ago, a corre- 
sponding reduction would naturally be 
expected in the market supply next 
fall and winter as compared with the

Hog producers 
have every reason 
to expect that hog 
prices will continue on a profitable 
level during the next twelve to eight- 
een months. The pig crop born in 
1925 is expected to be one of the most 
profitable in the last ten years. Grow- 
ers who maintained or increased their 
herds during the period of low prices 
in 1923 and 1924 appear now to be in 
position to reap their reward. 

The number’ of hogs on farms that 
will be ready for market before the 
end of October, 1925, is probably the 
smallest in five years. Stocks of hog 
meats in storage, which are mer- 
chandised at this season, are fairly 
large. But, counting both prospective 
slaughter and storage holdings, the 
supply of products that will be avail- 
able duffing September and October 
appears to be 25 to 30 per cent small- 
er than last year. Naturally, hog 
prices will stay on a _ high level 
throughout this period. 


How will hogs sell during the next eight months? The above chart, based wholly on a U. S. 
Department of Agriculture forecast compiled at Washington, July 10, is offered as a provable 
answer, so far as the question pertains to the Chicago market for heavy hogs. The black spaces 
in the lower portion of each bar indicates the actual Chicago market prices for heavy hogs during 
September and November, 1924, January, March and May, 1925. The probable range of the 
average monthly price during September and November, 1925, and January, March and May, 
1926, on the same market for the same type hogs is indicated at the top portion of each bar. For 
example, in September, this month the forecast is that the average monthly price of heavy hogs 
at Chicago will probably be between $15.50 and $16.50 per 100 lbs., as shown in the bar on the 
left of the chart. The likely price limit within which the average price for November, 1925, will 
probably fall is shown in the next bar. The prices shown in the upper portions of the bars do 
not predict the limits of the ups and downs of the daily prices at Chicago, but rather forecast 
where the average price for the month will probably fall. 


It is probable 
that the hogs will be sold in more 
orderly fashion, instead of being rush- 
ed to market with headlong haste 
early in the winter, as they were last 
December and January in order to 
keep down their board bill. The pro- 
spective decrease in receipts for the

March, 1925. 
Market receipts during the late 


spring and summer of 1926 will be 
governed by the size of the pig crop 
born this fall. Breeders have express- 
ed an intention to breed 101 per cent 
as many sows for fall litters as far- 
rowed last fall. Considering the price 
of hogs, the prospects for the corn 
crop and the ratio between prices 
of hogs and corn, it is possible that 
the fall crop will be much the same

Now, if you are thinking of Kansas 
in this wise, you had better get in 
your automobile and drive down 
through Brown county, Pottawatomie 
county and clear on down to Hutchi- 
son and then back and then go from 
Manhattan, Kan., down the Kaw val- 
ley to Kansas City with your eyes 
open. You will find that Kansas is 
raising about the best corn that you 
have ever looked at. Ask them about 
the wheat yield and you will marvel 
when they tell you how many bushels 
they get per acre, and then look at 
their alfalfa fields and their potato 
fields, and then go into the yard or

on the farm with some of the men in 
the Kaw valley and let them tell you 
about the crops that they raise, about 
the fertile soil, about the climate, and 
about the kind of people that they 
have for neighbors and you will soon 
come to the conclusion that Kansas is 
a pretty good state, one of the best, 
agriculturally speaking. 

Kansas, the Sunflower state, is in 
the center of the United States. This 
State has the highest percentage of 
American born people of any state in 
the Union; it is first in College Stud- 
ents per 1,000 population; Kansas 
produces more wheat than any other 
state in the Union; it is first in zinc- 
smelting. There are only two States 
ahead of Kansas in beef cattle.

You will then be- 
gin to have a sense of the importance 
of the state of Kansas and then enter 
into the manufacturing field. You 


will find that Kansas manufactured 
in the year 1920 a total of $914,000,000 
worth of goods. 

It is not necessary for me to com- 
ment on Kansas and the wealth of 
Kansas especially from the Agricul- 
tural standpoint. The state of Kan- 
sas stands out among the first. I 
would like to impress on all those 
that are breeding good pure-bred Du- 
roc hogs that in Kansas, you have a 
real field. Kansas raised last year 
over $100,000,000 worth of corn and 
the corn in Eastern Kansas is about 
as good as you will find any place. 

Kansas wants more hogs. Alfalfa 
and corn, to-gether with a climate 
that is ideal makes Kansas a state 
where they can produce hogs to a 
better advantage than most any other 
place. This state like others is short 
on hogs.

I have done that Jim Milholland asked 
me to write an article for the Kan- 
sas number of the Journal-Bulletin. 

How to raise Durocs for profit? 

I have been associated with and en- 
gaged in the raising and fattening 
of Durocs for market for the past 
twenty-five years, beginning with the 
scrub sow and not the best boar and 
then growing these pigs for a year be- 
fore fattening them, to the present day 
of better sows and a good boar, and 
growing their pigs into market top- 
pers at the age of six to eight months. 

In the first place let us begin with 
a good bunch of producing, motherly 
sows. Head them with a good regis- 
tered boar. Then with that beginning 
be on the job and take care of them. 
I shall now tell you how I do that. 
I use the individual A house without 
floor for farrowing purposes, bedded 
with clean, dry straw located in a 
clean place where pigs have not been 
farrowed for at least one year. To 
provide clean yards plow all lots 
and feed pens once each year, thus 
destroying the worm eggs and other 
filth that may accumulate. At farrow- 
ing time, feed the sow a light ration. 
In this section we raise barley, also

barley and wheat mixed. I grind this 
feed and make a slop of it. It is 
a good milk producer and the best 
of feed for growing pigs. Also keep 
a good supply of tankage and feed it. 
I cannot keep hogs of any kind with- 
out it. It is good for the brood sow, 
better for the pig and indispensable in 
the dry lot for the fattening hog. 


Here I wish to relate my experience 
with a bunch of pigs—ninety head— 
farrowed September, 1924. At wean- 
ing time these pigs were fed ground 
wheat and barley, tankage and fourth 


crop of alfalfa hay. Later the ground 
feed was discontinued and they were 
fed a light corn ration, tankage and 
all the hay they would eat. The first 
day of March they were put on full 
feed, shelled corn in self feeder, tank- 


age in feeder and some hay. The first. 


of May these pigs weighed 250 lbs and 


sold to the local buyer for $10.40 per — 


cwt. The corn cost $1.05, tankage 
$3.50 and the pigs made money. 

Now in conclusion, let me urge that 
you keep all hogs clean, free from 
lice, immune and healthy. Care for 
them just a little like they were clean 
hogs and not just an old dirty hog, 
and in so doing they will help educate 
the children and pay off the mortgage. 

I also find the pure bred hog re- 
sponds more readily to feed and care 
than the scrub. So let us not weary 
in well doing; but press on raising 
and developing better Durocs.

South is Now Short on Hogs 


Although the South is not unfavor- 
ibly situated for hog production, there 
yas been a heavy decrease in the num- 
yer of hogs on farms in that section 
m recent years. Ten cotton states 
which in 1920 were estimated to have 
ym farms 13,570,000 hogs had only 
),077,000 in 1925. Five states—Ala- 
ama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia and 
Louisiana—had 2,000,000 fewer hogs 
im Jan. 1, 1925, than on Jan. 1, 1922. 
‘n other parts of the country, especial- 
y in the Cornbelt, hog production ex- 
yanded greatly after 1921, reaching 
the highest point on record in 1923, 
ind declining somewhat in 1924. The 
lecline in the South has been much 
sreater than is desirable in the inter- 
bst of the region, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


In parts of the South the reduction 
jas been due in a measure to poor 
grain crops. This is true of Okla- 
homa. Many breeders of pure bred 
iogs in Oklahoma have gone out of 
Jusiness. On numerous) farms where 
og raising was formerly an important 
side line, scarcely enough pork is now 
raised for the farm table. Some farms 
visited by a government investigator 
‘ecently had no hogs at all. Farmers 
»xplained their lack of interest in the 
hog business by saying it has been a 
‘osing proposition for several years. 
This is an unfortunate situation, says 
he department, because hog food can 
ye grown in abundance in the South, 


and the hog industry affords an op- 
portunity for using land, labor and 
time that might otherwise go to waste. 
While it is not recommended that the 
South should try to make hog raising 
a major enterprise, because its ad- 
vantages for the business are not 
equal to those of the Middle West, the 
department nevertheless does urge in- 
creasing hog production in the cotton 
states generally and declares that al- 
most every farm should raise enough 
hogs to utilize farm waste and supply 
pork for home consumption. 


At present the South is far from 
selfsustaining in the matter of its pork 
supply. In 1923 Georgia had to bring 
in nearly 40,000,000 pounds of meat. 
Yet Georgia is one of the leading 
southern states in hog production. 
Some parts of the South that are well 
adapted to hog raising are almost 
wholly dependent upon supplies 
shipped in from other sections. 


Ten southern states in 1922 had on 
farms fifty-five hundredths of a hog 
for each member of the population. In 
1923 the ratio dropped to fifty-two 
hundredths of a hog per person, and 
in 1924 it dropped to forty-five hun- 
dredths. Some counties in the south- 
ern states have much more than the 
average number of hogs on farms. 
Thus Sumter County, Georgia, had one 
hog on farms for each! person in the 
county in 1919. Nevertheless, even in 
Sumter County, hog production from 
1920 to 1925 dropped practically 50 
per cent.

Hog Cholera and the Swine 
Industry 


By Chas. V. Traux and Dr. F. A. 
Zimmer 


Have you been watching the hog 
market? It has shown a steady in- 
crease since about Christmas and bids 
fair to continue its rise until new corn 
time. Take your pencil and figure the 
present and future value of the swine 
on your farm today. 

Hog cholera was not very prevalent 
in 1924 and where the disease did oc- 
cur it was not very acute nor was it 
the type whieh has a tendency to 
spread. For the reason that the corn 
crop was unusually short, cholera 
either absent or in a scattered mild 
form and ready money scarce, the us- 
ual number of Swine were not immun- 
ized last year against hog cholera 
with serum and virus. 

One of our purposes in this message 
to the swine owner is to call attention 
to the history of the disease of hog 
cholera in that it runs in cycles. About 
the time the swine owner has conclud- 
ed in other years that the disease was 
disappearing and would not again bea 
menace to his herd, is has reappeared 
in a very acute and fatal form, taking 
a toll of thousands of our best swine 
and causing losses of millions of dol- 
lars in Ohio alone.

From Ohio it has spread to every state 
in the Union, being most prevalent in 
the Middle West. The annual losses 
from hog cholera in the United States, 
have during the past 40 years, aver- 
aged from thirty to sixty-five millions 
of dollars. During the 10-year period 
ending last April 30th (1924) there 
died in the United States over thirty- 
two millions of hogs from hog cholera, 
a direct loss of $405,560,000.00. During 
the same period 1914-1924 the value of 
immunizing with virus and serum had 
been proven and was well known to 
those sustaining these losses; they de- 
cided to “take a chance.” 


On the basis of past performances, 
hog cholera is due for a return. Such 
a return in 1925 would, we believe, 
cause an enormous loss for the rea- 
son that so few of the hogs have been 
immunized and they today represent a 
large valuation, which bids fair to in- 
crease until fall. On the other hand 
the cost to the owner of having his 
feeding stock immunized has not in- 
creased. Most bankers do not care 
to loan money with hogs offered as 
security unless they have been treated. 


“Who Shall Treat My Swine” 


When an owner decides to have his 
hogs treated, he naturally asks him- 
self, “Who shall treat my swine?” 
Based upon our knowledge of condi- 
tions, we have no hesitancy in saying 
to swine owners that it is our judg- 
ment that the best man to treat your 
swine is your local veterinarian. 

There exists a regulation in the laws 
of practically all states that the virus 
of hog cholera shall not be shipped 
into or within the state to any person 
not holding a permit to administer the 
same. Too frequently in recent years 
this has been violated and in most in- 
stances to the detriment of the swine 
owner.

Based upon actual conditions which 
existed last fall, we are convinced that 
some advertising disseminated in Ohio, 
conveying to the swine owner, that he 
was being robbed by his local veterin- 
arian and that his hogs could and 
should be treated for half the usual 
amount, is erroneous and a gross in- 
justice as it requires a proper dosage 
to protect swine. We ask your co- 
operation in this—do not encourage 
the continuance or existence of the 
“transient” or the “floating special- 
ist’ who would without license or per- 
mit, treat your hogs and in two hours 
be several counties removed. Call 
your local veterinarian. He is a 
necessary part of your community; he 
is established and to succeed and re- 
main is obliged to render honest ser- 
vice at what it is really worth. Should 
he prove incompetent, unfair or un- 
scrupulous, let his status be known. 
Charges may be filed against him with 


the proper state department.

this year, probably will stimulate a 
considerable expansion in hog produc- 
tion during 1926 which will start the 
price cycle swinging downward once 
more.” 


The spring pig survey this year in- 

dicated that about 31,000,000 pigs will 
be raised from this spring’s crop and 
fewer pigs will be raised next fall than 
last, probably not more than 12,000,- 
000 in all. This would make the total 
corn belt crop for the year 40,000,000 
‘pigs, compared with 47,500,000 in 1924, 
and 59,000,000 in 1923, the report con- 
tinued. 
In addition, the department said, 
favorable prices and a good corn crop 
probably will lead to a considerable 
increase in breeding stock, which will 
reduce the number .of hogs available 
for market between Nov. 1, 1925 and 
Oct. 31, 1926. 


A decrease of 18.8 per cent in the 
number of sows farrowed this spring 
compared to last spring was shown. 


The decrease in the corn belt states 
was 19.96 per cent. Though appar- 
ent consumption of pork and lard fell 
off slightly during the first few months 
of this year, the report said it was still 
heavier than in any similar time prior 
to 1923.

In place of the fine bone, weak 
pastern, or flabby large bone, of the 
past, we have a good, straight leg, 
that stands on a short sound pastern, 
surely the ideal. 

We got away from the flabby, large 
jowel and wide body, to the clean 
jowel, and deep smooth sided animal 
which as we said before, is! aS popu- 
lar and practical with the farmer as 
the proverbial Ford. 

However, there is one point that 
breeders, who are wont to go along 
the same path, and those who are 
looked upon to keep our breed in the 
front ranks must heed, and that is 
the hams of our Durocs. This came 
about as a natural matter of course.

The Care of Little Pigs 


HE first and most important point 
f concerning the care of small pigs 
is,—Do you like your job? If you do, 
the pigs will be given the chances 
they deserve to get a good start in a 
cold and cheerless world. If ‘you don’t 
like to lose sleep, if you haven’t the 
patience to spend hours in seeing that 
the newly arrived pigs start life with- 
out being chilled and empty of 
stomach; then raising pigs is a job 
someone else can do better than you. 
But supposing that you are willing to 
sacrifice some time and work in the 
interests of the partially helpless 
brood; that you take a delight in try- 
ing to save as many as possible of 
each litter, then you will make a 
success of the work and your neigh- 
bors will say,—I don’t see how' John 
does it. He always has such good 
luck with his pigs while more of mine 
die than live. 


What is your mental attitude tow- 
ard the sow and her offspring? Do 
you approach the pen with a pitch- 
fork in your hand and forceful words 
already on tap to release at the first 
sign of an unfriendly reception? If 
you do, there will be frequent fights 
and more often than otherwise you 
will not come out with even as cred- 
ible a finish as a draw. Then, you 
are no hog man and you will probably 
make more money in another line of 
endeavor.

But if you have a genuine friendly 
interest in the brood sow and her 
troubles; if you enter the farrowing 
pen quietly, anticipating no quarrel 
and resolved to forget you have a 
temper, ‘you will rarely make an im- 
mediate exit over the top of the parti- 
tion. The brood sow could give the 
professior of psychology many sug- 
gestions for sizing up a man’s men- 
tal attitude if he only, could com- 
municate with her. The farrowing 
house is one of the two most dis- 
astrous places on the farm to release 
a grouch and exhibit a bad temper. 
As many know, the other unfavorable 
location for displaying inherent quar- 
relsomeness is in the kitchen of the 
farmhouse. 


For a few hours after farrowing a 
brood sow is feverish and irritable. 
Water only, with no feed for the first 
twenty-four hours is the best schedule 
to start on. Sometimes the pigs need 
to be helped to nurse, especially to 
see that the smaller ones get some 
milk to put strength into them to help 
in elbowing their way at the lunch 
counter. It is remarkable how con- 
sistently the larger stronger pigs op- 
propriate the teats nearest the sow’s 
fore legs. Nobody seems to know 
how they are aware of the fact that 
these are the choicest locations. If 
in fighting to hold the places they have 
chosen the pigs scratch each other or 
the sow, it is well to nip off the ends 
of the four needle teeth or pig tusks.

be better for it. A thin slop of water | 
and a mixture of two-thirds shorts and 

one-third bran is good for the bulk of | 
the ration. Only grain enough to 

satisfy the sharp edge of the sow’s | 
appetite is desirable. This can be 

one-half oats and one-half corn. 


Sometimes the sow becomes consti- | 
pated and through the milk the pigs | 
are affected in the same way. If, 
noticed in time, a handful of Glaauber’s | 
salts in the feed given the sow will . 
correct the trouble. If this condition — 
is neglected and especially if the hair | 
of the pigs loses its smoothness and } 
glossiness, in addition to the treat- 
ment for the sow, each pig should be | 
given a teaspoonful of mineral oil. 

When ten days or two weeks old. 
the pigs need exercise. Access to the 
outdoors and the sunshine is the best 
place for them. If the weather is bad 
the alleyway in the house can be used > 
for the exercise ground. Sometimes 
it is necessary to chase the pigs with 
a sack or broom to make them stir 
about if the house is cold or they have 
begun to get too fat. Thumps causes 
the loss of many pigs. There is no

good treatment. Prevention consists 
in trying to keep them from getting 
more milk than is good for them the 
first two weeks and in forcing them 
‘to exercise to avoid the over-fat con- 
dition. 

When the sow begins to show a loss 
jof weight from suckling her litter she 
can be fed all her appetite demands. 
Shelled corn is the most suitable grain 
‘if it is properly supplemented by a 
good slop. Corn is rich and high in 
jenergy and a fine feed if used with 
‘proper judgment. Bran needs to be 
supplied in small amounts only and is 
mot necessary if the shorts are of a 
bulky nature. The slop should not be 
thin and watery but may be reason- 
‘ably thick and composed partly of 
‘skimmilk if this is available. A good 
grade of alfalfa hay is much appre- 
ciated in small quantities by the sow 
and helps in producing milk. Milk 
flow can be stimulated in sows just 
as it can in cows by judicious feeding 
and the policy of feeding the sow 
should now be to get her to give all 
the milk possible for the pigs which 
are old enough to use it to a good 
advantage. 

The gains of pigs before they are 
weaned are the cheapest they make 
‘at any period of their lives. By the 
‘time the litters are three weeks old 
‘several sows and their pigs are us- 
ually running together. A creep in 
which to let the little pigs eat slop and 
grain undisturbed by the sows pays 
‘good dividends. At this time the dan- 
‘ger of thumps is largely over unless 
lthe pigs are so closely confined that 
‘they cannot get much exercise. 
Most of the pigs which reach a 
‘month of age should live to go to

market. The big losses amounting to 
from thirty to fifty per cent of the live 
pigs farrowed come in the first thirty 
days of their lives. The greatest care 
and the biggest returns are both 
coupled with the critical thirty days 
at the beginning of the pigs’ lives. 

It may sound discouraging to men- 
tion such heavy losses as thirty to 
fifty per cent occuring in the first 
month. These are of course average 
figures and the man who likes his job 
and works at it cheerfully and will- 
ingly may reasonably expect better 
results in proportion to the effort 
put forth.

'W. McCampbell, Professor of animal

body requirements will retard the 
growth of the pig and often greatly 
increase the feed.cost of growing hogs. 
Growing a pig may be compared with 
the building of a house or barn. When 
we build a barn we need foundation 
materials, dimension timbers for stud- 
ding, joist and rafters for the frame 
work and sheeting, siding, shingles, 
etc., to inclose and brace the building. 
When only a partial supply of stud- 
dings are available, the carpenter can- 
not make efficient progress. until

more suitable lumber is brought from 
the lumber yard. However, the car- 
penters’ time goes on just the same. 
If the pig does not receive enough 
protein in the ration, growth is re- 
tarded and gains become expensive. 

Nature demands that a_ certain 
amount of the feed is required to 
keep the animal alive. This main- 
tenance ration produces no gains and 
may be compared with the labor cost 
in building the barn. Young animals 
should be fed as liberally as sound 
judgment will permit, if the most 
money is to be made. Corn, barley, 
and hominy feed are fattening feeds; 
skimmilk, tankage, soybeans, alfalfa 
and clover are rich proteins and min- 
erals are muscle and bone builders. 
Oats and wheat middlings are not as 
rich in carbohydrates but contain 
more proteins and ash than corn and 
barley. A ration containing one feed 
out of each group as corn ,middlings 
and skimmilk is one that is palatable 
and will furnish all the necessary 
feed nutrients. Corn is the basis of 
the ration for pigs intended for mar- 
ket, but pigs desired for breeding 
should be fed a limited amount of 
this feed. 

As soon as the pigs begin to eat 
grain, best results are usually attain-

ed by feeding them in a creep or pig 
dining room in which they may eat 
at any time without interference from 
the sows. For the first week or ten 
days shelled corn supplied in a trough 
or self-feeder will start the pigs nice- 
ly. At this time their dams should 
be supplying a heavy flow of milk 
which, with the shelled corn, will keep 
them thrifty and growing well. When 
the pigs are six or seven weeks old, 
corn two-thirds and flour middlings 
one-third is a good combination. Be- 
fore weaning time, the feeds may be 
fed in separate compartments of a 
self-feeder. Good combinations of 
feeds are as follows: corn, flour mid- 
dlings and tankage; corn, ground oats 
and tankage. Skimmilk fed twice 
is better than tankage for pigs. For 
feeding pigs by hand, the following 
mixtures of feed are good; one-third 
each of corn, middlings and ground 
oats. Ground wheat and oatmeal are 
excellent feeds for pigs. These are 
expensive but they may be profitably 
fed to high class breeding pigs. The 
most nourishing feed that a pig gets 
before. weaning is the milk from its 
dam. Therefore, sows while suckling 
pigs should receive a milk producing 
ration in liberal amounts. 

Pigs intended for breeding purposes 
may be self-fed free choice until they 
reach a weight of 50 to 75 pounds.

(They will not get too fat if they are 
of a good growthy type.) Those pigs 
that get excessively fat at this 
weight should not be kept for breed- 
ers. Always remember that pigs 
must have an abundance of exercise 
to maintain good health. Sleeping 
quarters must be kept reasonably 
clean to prevent skin troubles and 
disease. Feed troughs and _ (floors 
should be cleaned off several times a 
week. These precautions will repay 
the hogman several times with health- 
ier pigs and faster and cheaper gains. 

The best forage crops for pigs are 
alfalfa and the clovers. Rape and 
bluegrass are good. Good alfalfa is 
the king of forage crops for hogs and 
fortunate is the man who can raise 
it successfully. 

The writer’s experience and obser- 
vation would suggest that under most 
corn-belt conditions excellent pastures 
are secured by seeding a mixture of 
alfalfa, red, alsike and white clover 
and timothy. Bluegrass seed should 
be added to this mixture if a per- 
manent pasture is wanted. Hogs rel- 
ish a variety of grasses just as wellas 
they like and thrive better on a va- 
riety of grains. 

The amount of grain that should 
be fed to pigs on pasture depends on 
several factors. 

Pigs intended for market may be 
economically fed on pasture with corn 
and tankage or corn, soybeans and 
minerals supplied in separate com- 
partments of a self-feeder. Corn alone 
on good pasture will generally pro- 
duce slower and a little more ex- 
pensive gains than either of the above 
rations. Ground oats of good quality 
is a good feed with corn on a legume 
pasture. 

The Purdue University Experiment 
Station has compared full feeding 
spring pigs for market with limited 
grain feeding on pasture. The aver- 
age weight per pig in seven trials was 
70 pounds. The pigs full fed grain, 
in self-feeders, made an average daily

gain of 1.74 pounds and required 331 
pounds of shelled corn and 25 pounds 
of tankage for 100 pounds of gain. 
The pigs receiving a limited grain 
ration, fed by hand, gained daily 1.21 
pounds and required 325 pounds of 
corn and 17.2 pounds of tankage for 
each 100 pounds of gain. The limited 
ration consisted of 2 pounds daily per 
100 pounds live weight, of shelled corn 
95 pounds and tankage 5 pounds. The 
full fed hogs were ready for market 
at a weight of 217 pounds in Septem- 
ber, while it required five weeks of 
extra time with a full feed of corn 
and tankage in dry lot for the limited 
fed hogs to reach the desired weight 
of 217 pounds. The advantage of full 
feeding spring pigs for market is the 
higher market price generally prevail- 
ing in September than during October 
and November. The economy of grain 
required per 100 pounds of gain is 
the chief advantage of limited grain 
feeding on pasture. Another feed com- 
bination that has proven highly suc- 
cesful at this station is corn, soy- 
beans and minerals, self-fed, on alfal- 
fa pasture. Spring pigs required 
slightly less feed for 100 pounds of 
gain and with about the same daily 
gains as pigs full fed corn and tank- 
age. 

The mineral mixture used consist- 
ed of 10 pounds of wood ashes, 10 
pounds of 16 per cent acid phosphate 
and one pound of common salt. 

Too many pigs are stunted at wean- 
ing time because of scant feeding and 
improperly balanced rations. Remem- 
ber corn alone will not do after wean- 
ing. It does not supply all of the 
building materials that nature de-

Changes in Swine Production 


There are indications of expansion 
in hog production in the mountain 
states, where local pork consumption, 
the Pacific Coast demand and an in- 
creasing acreage of small grain fur- 
nish an incentive. The South is not 
responding to the stimulus of high 
prices. No sign of a revival of the 
furor over pure bred hogs during the 
post-war period is manifested there. 
At that time a confident prediction 
was that the cottonbelt would in a 
few years supply its own pork re- 
quirements. Packers invested exten- 
sively in packing plants below the 
Ohio River to their regret. With the

in hog husbandry has subsided all 
over the region lying south of Penn- 
sylvania and east of the Mississippi 
River. The dairy industry has made 
progress at the expense of hogs in 
territory east of Indiana, and in the 
so-called dairy states northwest of 
Chicago hog money is still an im- 
portant factor in agricultural revenue, 
but the wheat-growing states have ne- 
glected hogs in consequence of low 
prices and feed scarcity. 

That the pacific Coast still is under 
the necessity of drawing on the Mis- 
souri Valley for pork shows that its 
opportunities have been neglected, 
possibly for econonmic reasons, as 
hog-raising necessitates a reasonable 
abundance of concentrates, and wheat 
at recent or present prices could not 
be utilized for that purpose. 

With the exception of the Rocky 
Mountain area, hog production is, out- 
side of the corn and dairy belts, still 
in the contraction cycle. Periods of 
high prices usually stimulate the in- 
dustry in these areas, and if the pres- 
ent market continues it will ultimately 
exert that influence. The mountain re- 
gion should develop a permanent hog 
industry, especially in the irrigated 
zones where small grains, and in a 
limited way corn, may be successfully 
grown.

Estimates Sustain Prices 
Government estimates concerning 


the hog supply for the immediate fu- 
ture undoubtedly have exerted a price- 
stimulating influence this season. This 
applies to every commodity embraced 
in the scope of Federal forecasts. Many 
men place excessive confidences in 
such reports, ignoring the fact that 
they do not purport to be anything 
but estimates. 

The final estimate on commercial 
hog production decidedly “bullish” 
based on present storage and con- 
sumption, showing a decrease in pigs 
raised of 10.6 per cent in the corn-belt 
and 8.7 per cent in the corn-belt com- 
pared with 1924. Had the last pig 
crop been reduced 10 per cent, the 
low prices of last winter would have 
been impossible. 

A radically different set of market 
conditions, however, from that under 
which the 1924 pig crop went to the 
shambles is developing. Corn will be 
cheaper and more plentiful, such pig 
slaughter aS was necessary on an 
enormous scale last winter, will not 
be repeated, and present indications 
are that the youngsters will not only 
be well tended but will be fed prob- 
ably to extreme weight, especially if 
the fall and early winter market fur- 
nishes the necessary incentive. Mar- 
kets and production have a habit of 
ignoring the previous season’s perfor- 
mances, and the present and pros- 
pective demand for stock pigs will 
prevent killers from getting access to 
the windfall that fell to their share 
last winter when they put light pork 
away in freezers by the ton at prices 
far below the cost of production. Be- 
tween bullish Government estimates, 
higher prices of other meats, espe- 
cially beef, cheaper feed and the res- 
toration of confidence, the market- 
ward.movement of the new hog crop 
will probably be retarded in the same 
degree that it was accellerated last fall 
and winter. Feed lot operators have 
not been a factor in pork production 
for a year past, but they are about to

A Good Hog Man 


Harry Turner, Carroll Co:, la is’a. 


good hogman and a successful farmer. 
Once he was a county agent. As such, 
he showed a distinct ability to see the 
practical side of farming, and to ob- 
serve that certain principles of man- 
agement seemed to lead to success. 
He had grown up on a farm and had 
farmed for himself. These facts formed 
a safe background for the judg- 
ment and the inclination that grew 
upon him to return to the farm. The 
Opportunity came. He resigned, and 
took charge of a farm on the 50-50 
stock share plan. The farm contained 
but 53 acres. It appeared that it would 
be necessary for it to be farmed rath- 
er intensively. 


In making this change, Mr. Turner 
was following one of the principles 
that have led to his success. This 
principle, as expressed by himself, at 
the close of a successful year on the 
farm, was to “go contrary to the 
crowd.” People said that farming 
didn’t pay. They quit and went into 
other work. Mr. Turner quit other 
work and began farming, and made 
it pay. He raised 200 hogs the first 
year. He made good money off them, 
and was encouraged to reserve a larg- 
er number of sows to raise pigs the 
next year. 


An experience he had the first year 
influenced the management of his 
sows and litters since. It happened 
that he had his 200 pigs in 2 lots with 
almost equal numbers in each. One 
group stayed on the green forage at 
all times, while the others went to the 
old barnyard for water. As the sum- 
mer season advanced, a dozen pigs in 
the group that went to the barnyard 
for water developed into runts, while 
every pig in the other lot grew and 
thrived. The cause of the 12 pigs be- 
coming runty was evidently worms or 
infections that they picked in the lots 
where many generations of hogs had 
run. This experience proved to him 
the value and the necessity of growing 
pigs nowhere except on ground that 
has not produced hogs for at least 
a year. His old lots and yards he 
continues to use for fattening his hogs 
when he has occasion to pen them up, 
but he nevers lets a pig into old in- 
fected yards until it has reached the 
weight of 100 pounds or more, and 
is considered practically proof against 
the attacks of worms. He has adopted 
a regular 2-year rotation for his hogs. 


Mr. Turner’s equipment is simple. It 
stands as a challenge to those who 
say that a college man cannot farm 
with out having an expensive outlay 
of buildings. It is doubtful whether 
any other man in the corn-belt is 
raising so many hogs with so small 
an investment in buildings. He has 
portable farrowing houses that’ are 
useful as a shelter in the field or any- 
where he may have occasion to use 
them. These buildings are 14 feet 
long and 5 feet 4 inches wide. The 
reason for this exact width is the 
fact that a 16-foot length will cut for 
3 end boards. These buildings are 
2 feet 6 inches in height, with gable 
roofs and a partition up to the eaves

on the inside, to separate the 2 sows 
and their litters. Ventilation is pro- 
vided by having doors in the roof that 
open above each section and by win- 
dows in the gables. 


These simple little buildings are 
made without floors, but he uses floors 
whenever he thinks that they are 
needed, He arranges floors by using 
2 3-foot panels laid side by side and 
setting the house upon them. The 
boards making up the panels are 
creosoted on both sides, so that they 
will not quickly rot when laid upon 
the ground. Ordinarily he places 4 
to 10 of these little shelters in a 
group, in order to save time and la- 
bor feeding and watering. Since the 
buildings are all on new ground, it 
makes no difference in this respect 
whether or not the houses are sepa- 
rated. 


He has developed a rather handy 
arrangement for moving hoghouses. 
This was made from an old manure 
spreader, using the front trucks, to 
gether with the tongue and the frame- 
work of the old spreader. The rear is 
supported by 2 low-wheels from the 
junk yard on a 7-foot axle. To load 
the house he props up one end, backs 
the framework under it, lets the 
weight of the house down, and then 
with a “boost’”’ or two with a bar at 
the lower end he has it ready to trans- 
port wherever he wants to take it. 
Having arrived at the unloading place, 
he backs the wide rear wheels past 
the floor, which he has previously 
laid; then practically all he has to 
do is to loosen the building and drive 
away from it. This equipment is 
much appreciated by Mr. Turner this 
year, because he has rented a small 
farm % mile away from the original 
43 acres, and is producing all his 
pigs there this year. This made it 
necessary for him to move all his 
farrowing houses. 


Next to the simple cheap houses, he 
makes extensive use of 3-foot panels. 
He not only uses them for floors in 
his houses but uses them to partition 
the houses off into smaller groups. He 
uses them as sides for temporary shel- 
ters when he is hogging-down corn, 
and for sides for more substantial 
winter quarters. They are easily 
handled, and he is finding them quite 
durable. A nice feature which seems

are used for this purpose. They can 
be easily stood up where the sun can 
have free access to them. 


Mr. Turner‘s sows farrow late in 
the spring. No litters arrive before 
the middle of May. This enables him 
to have his spring work done before 
he has to bother much with the sows. 
By having the sows farrow this late 
in the season, it is possible for him 
to get along with the simple, inex- 
pensive equipment which is the only 
kind on his farm. Before the time for 
farrowing, the sows have had the run 
of green pasture, and have got into 
good physical condition. This largely 
does away with difficulties that might 
occur during parturition. By having 
the sows on clean ground before they 
farrow, it is simple to grow the pigs 
without exposing them to the attacks 
of worms and other infections. 

Perhaps it is to “go contrary to the 
crowd” that Mr. Turner has his pigs 
arrive late in the spring. It means 
that his hogs shall be ready for mar- 
ket after the regular run of spring 
pigs has been shipped, and before the 
regular shipments of spring pigs have 
begun. In this he is often enabled to 
secure the better price that often pre- 
vails late in the winter. He raises 
but one litter a year. He uses gilts 
for brood sows. After the pigs are 
weaned, he fattens the sows and sells 
them. The selection of gilts for his 
breeding herd begins while the pigs 
are nursing. It is his plan to select 
gilts from large litters in which all 
pigs have been healthy and growthy. 

He has a unique system of marking, 
which is a big help in studying and 
keeping track of the sows and their 
litters. This marking consists of clip- 
ping a number on the side of the sow 
at breeding time. The first sow to be 
mated is given No. 1, the next No 2, 
and so on through the entire herd. 
The sows bearing the smaller num- 
bers will be the first to farrow. This 
makes it easy for him to know which 
sows to pen up as the time for farrow- 
ing arrives. 

He marks the pigs in each litter by 
notching their ears with the same 
number as the sow carries. He does 
this while the pigs are small and easily 
handled, and while they are still run-

ning with their dams. He keeps a 
simple record of each litter. This is 
especially with regard to the number 
of pigs and their thriftiness. Having 
done this it is easy in the fall to pick 
out those that he wants to save for 
his breeding herd. 

One group of 15 sows raised a total 
of 122 good pigs to weaning time. He 
ascribes his good results to the use 
of boars from large litters as well as 
to selecting sows with a veiw to get- 
ting those that will farrow large lit- 
ters. One season his plans failed. 
Many of his litters contained only 4 
or 5 pigs. The only explanation he 
could give was that the sows had 
geet through a severe epidemic of 
“é UW” 

Mr. Turner’s feeding operations are 
as simple as the other work he does 
in connection with his hogs. His pas- 
ture consists of a mixture of oats, 
rape and sweet clover. He depends 
on the rape and sweet clover to make 
their most vigorous growth late in 
the season, when his pigs are eating 
the largest amounts of forage. He 
plants soybeans with all his corn 
for hogging-down, and at the time 
of cultivating corn the last time sows 
rape with it. He feeds some ground oats 
and some corn, along with oats, but 
puts his main dependence on corn and 
tankage. For sows that are nursing 
litters, he uses middlings, a. little 
tankage. His sows are fed nothing 
the first day after farrowing, but are 
given all the water they want. Grain 
feeding is begun the second day, and 
by the fourth day the sows are fed 
the normal amount. When hogging- 
down corn or feeding in a distant 
field, he drags his big self-feeder out 
to where it will be most convenient, 
and then uses it as a place to store 
tankage or mineral or other supple- 
mental feed. When using his feeder 
in this manner, he boards up the sides 
where the grain would ordinarily run 
down for the hogs to eat. 

In the fall of 1924 Mr. Turner faced

a trying situation. He had more than 
300 shotes on hand. The corn crop 
was light, and threatened to be high in 
price. Many farmers thought that they 
faced calamity in their hog feeding 
operations. Mr. Turner said that he 
decided that the only way he could 
save himself was to get in still deep- 
er. Very likely the old idea of “going 
contrary to the crowd” again had an 
influence with him. Anyway, he pur- 
chased 400 shotes at low prices and 
sold them a few months later for 
nearly double the price a 100 that 
they had cost him. The price of feed 
had not advanced, as many expected 
it to do. Hence his gains had been 
made at a low cost, and his profits 
were large. 

When the financial records were 
checked up on the first of March, it 
was found that the landlord’s share, 
after all joint expense had been paid, 
was interest on a land valuation 
double the prices that pervailed dur-

ing the “boom” of a few years ago. 
Mr. Turner’s share paid him a salary 
far in excess of what he had received 
as a county agent. Besides that, he 
had his home on the farm, and this 
was largely maintained by the pro- 
duce of the farm. Hogs do not con- 
stitute the sole income of the farms, 
for cows, chickens and horses add con- 
siderably to it. 


Mr. Turner says that his farming is 
not only far more remunerative but 
much less strenuous than the public 
work is which he had been engaged. 
In his present occupation his hours 
are compartitively short. His thor- 
ough planning and his simple ar- 
rangements make this possible. Only 
at farrowing time is necessary for 
him to lose sleep. At that season, he 
looks his farrowing pens over sever- 
al times during the night, to see that 
all is well. If the weather is cool, 
he hangs a lantern in the small shel- 
ter so that the pigs will not chill or 
fail to meet whatever situation may 
arise. While engaged in public work 
there was seldom an evening that he 
could call his own. Frequently, it was

The Duroc Show at Iowa Only Fair 


Was Good in Some Instances and Disappointing in Others. 
Fancy Stills Made Grand Champion 


HERE was a very creditable show- 
ing of Durocs at the Iowa State 
fair this year, although we were 

handicapped for lack of good ones in 
some of the classes. Now, I’m not a 
-erepe-hanger, and I am firmly con- 
-yinced, the same as is the majority 
-of farmers and pork raisers in the 
‘United States, that the Durocs are the 
‘pest and most profitable breed of 
swine for the farmer and the stock 
‘raiser to grow, but there is no use 
kidding ourselves and every old ex- 
hibitor and those who have for a num- 
ber of years been visiting this great 
show know that, taken as a whole, 
the Durocs shown at Iowa this year 
were not upto the standard set in some 
shows of the past. In saying this, I 
do not want to take anything away 
from a number of the winners; they 
were very high class specimens and 
were great Durocs, but it was a shame 
the way these classes tailed off and 
the judge had to, in some cases, put 
winners in the pens down along the 
line that it would be a shame for them 
to win at some county fair. 


I don’t know just how to account 
for this and believe me, after I saw 
this exhibit, and after I had looked 
over a lot of the Durocs the past sum- 
mer that are going to be shown at the 
‘fairs this fall, I am puzzled to know 
just what to say is the matter. But 
| I believe here is the greatest trouble: 
A few years ago, the Duroc breeders 
-of the country had a craze on what 
‘we called the extreme type; many 
\kidded themselves into believing they 
/were big type. They wanted to get 
them so that they were as tall as 
‘horses, slim-bodied. Many of them, in 
order to get these qualities, in-bred 
them. They called it line-breeding. 
In doing this, they destroyed the con-

was the largest boar of his age that has ever been shown at Iowa. He made a popular champion 
and we believe will develop into one of the largest boars of the breed. 


.there were a number of these kind 


shown at Iowa, the same as there will 
be everywhere else. 


However, there were shown at Iowa 
a lot of good hogs. They were big 
and were good. It shows that there 
are a lot of breeders who have car- 
ried along on the right line. There 
is no danger of the great Duroc breed 
of swine deteriorating, because there 
are too many smart hog men, too 
many master breeders in the business 
to allow anything like this to happen. 


Another thing I noticed at Iowa this 
year was a general lack of fitting Now, 
of course, from a breeder’s standpoint, 
he doesn’t have to have a hog loaded 
with fat to see if he is a good 
one or not, but those who visited 
the state fair noticed the other breed 
that is the only competitor of the 
Durocs. These boys brought their 
hogs into the ring loaded to the 
guards, in fact, I would say they were 
carrying at least 25 per cent, and in 
many cases 50 per cent more fat 
than the Durocs carried. This made 
them look bigger and no doubt fooled 
a lot of farmers who were visitors 
at the show. 


Now, I am not in favor of showing 
fat hogs, that is making our breeding 
classes a fat stock show, but I do say 
to the Duroc breeders that next year 
at our fairs all over the country, let’s 
see that we have our hogs better fit- 
ted than they were this year. Of 
course, in order to do this, we have 
got to have a hog that has ability 
to carry weight. Otherwise, he is 
going to go to pieces on you and 
right here I want to say this, in your 
mating and breeding, keep in mind 
that we must breed a hog that suits 
the farmer, because in the end, they are 
the men we must look to and please. 
The pork raisers wants a big hog, 
one that can be fed out well at any 
age. It’s all right to have then tall, 
but have a body on them, have some , 
hams on them. Let us try and breed 
them with lots of bone and soundness. 
Keep these points in mind. In order 
to get this, we may have to sacrifice 
some quality, but size, ruggedness, 
bone and breeding qualities must be 
taken into consideration and I am 
sorry to say that there are some 
breeders who have lost out on these 
qualtities the last year or two. 


Now then, as to the show. You can 
always depend on some great Durocs 
being shown at Iowa, and they were 
there this year. We had creditable 
winners, many of them really great 
specimens in each class. In some 
classes there were good ones that had 
to be left out of the money. 


The judging was done by the vet- 
eran, Thomas Shattuek. He is one of 
the best judges of swine in the coun- 
try and I would say that his work 
was very satisfactory. In many of 
the classes, he had many close deci- 
sions to make on account of the dif- 
ference in type, but he started out in 
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the aged boar class in selecting the 
big, long, rangy kind that had feed- 
ing qualities and soundness, and he 
tried to carry this type through all 
the show.

There were some mighty good boars 
in this class, especially around the 
top. The first prize boar, J. D’s. Col., 
is a big one, very sound, of extreme 
length, good back and was smooth, 
and of extreme ruggedness. The 
second prize boar, Redeemer, was a 
very high class boar, nicely fitted, 
with a wonderful top and beautiful 
color. He is a short two-year-old and 
by another year should be one of the 
greatest boars of the breed.

Some- 
imes one hears a housewife say: “My 
amily never will eat left-overs. We 
lave a roast one day, and if I try to 
ix the remains of that roast for the 
ext day’s dinner, all I hear are com- 
Jaints and criticisms.” 


Probably the reason for these ob- 
ections arises from the fact that that 
articular housewife has not yet 
et learned the art of seasoning or 
he art of making these good left- 
vers pleasing to the eye, as well as 
o the palate. 

In preparing left-overs great care 
nust be taken not to destroy their 
ligestibility. Do not use great heat 
or a long period of time. Whenever 
jossible use hot sauces and let these 
fauces do most of the heating. 

A double boiler is a good utensil to 
use in reheating left-overs. 

As a rule, reheated meats need to 
ye more highly seasoned than freshly 
sooked ones. However, it is not wise 
o use too many flavors in one dish 
yr use the same seasoning always for 
he same dish. The exact amount of 
salt and pepper must be determined 
yy the seasoning already in the meat. 

There are many different flavorings 
hat may be used to make left-over 
neat dishes palatable. The most 
videly known are onions, carrots, tur- 
lips, tomatoes, fresh or canned, cel- 
ary tips and parsley, either fresh or 
iried. Sage, savory, thyme, bay leaf, 
emon rind, capers, pickles, olives, 
sloves, peppercorns, celery seed, meat

Pork pie can be made of cold roast 
pork cut into one inch square pieces. 
If the pork is nicely seasoned and 
combined with a gravy and then cov- 
ered with a baking powder biscuit 
dough, it makes a most appetizing 
dish. 

Peppers may be stuffed with a little 
left-over roast pork and cabbage is 
also good stuffed in this way. A good 
soup can be made of the bones and 
the odds and ends of the roast, with 
the usual vegetables and seasonings. 

Left-over ham and bacon may be 
cut in very fine pieces and added to 
omelets. Any left-over meat may be 
put through a food grinder and may 
be mixed with salad dressing to make 
good sandwiches. 

Most left-over dishes are dependent 
upon some kind of a sauce to make 
them acceptable. A good sauce should 
always be perfectly smooth and prop- 
erly flavored. The flavoring may be 
secured by utilizing all odd pieces of 
meat, bones and vegetables, or by 
cutting a few chopped vegetables 
carefully in the fat and removing 
them before the flour is added. There 
are many sauces that may be used 
with left-over meats, such as egg 
sauce, mushroom sauce, cheese sauce, 
caper sauce or tartare sauce. 

Meat left-overs may be made into 
delicious salads. Portions of meat 
may be mixed with celery or any 
other vegetables such as carrots or 
cooked peas and thus make an eco- 
nomical dish. Cold roast pork or veal 
ean be utilized in this way. Apples 
cut into cubes may also be added to 
any left-over meat to make a good 
salad. In fact, the number of tasty 
dishes which a good cook can make 
out of left-overs is almost endless. 
More time and skill may be required 
in their preparation than in the sim- 
ple cooking required the first time, but 
the real superiority of a good cook 
shows not so much in the preparation 
of expensive dishes as in the attrac- 
tive preparation of the left-over 
dishes.

This may not 
strike everyone as a nice thing to say 
or a nice way to say it, but if there 
is anything nice about war I never 
saw it.

From the Milwaukee Journal I take 
the following, which bears out my 
contention: 


“You hear it said of the United 
States that we made money out of the 
war which prostrated other nations. 
War profits did run to enormous fig- 
ures—on paper, and a good many per- 
sons found themselves richer after the 
war. But now that things have sim- 
mered down and it is possible to look 
at facts, it is seen that this country 
made no sudden leap to wealth un- 
dreamed of. The National Bureau of 
Economic Research compares our in- 
crease of national income during the 
five years, 1909 to 1913, inclusive, with 
the increase in the war period. Dur- 
ing those five years before the war, 
national income increased by 4 bil- 
lion dollars. But it took the country 
nine more years—years which in- 
cluded the whole period of the war— 
to show a furthers increase of 4 bil- 
lion dollars in income. For all the 
high prices, for all the money spent 
here to be shot away overseas, for all 
the speeding up of production, our in- 
come was increasing at a slower rate 
than it was before. 


“War is a waster. It disorganizes 
commerce and finance; it upsets the 
equilibrium established in years of 
peace and industry. And it dosen’t 
make nations richer. That we did not 
lose as European nations lost is true. 
That we profited is false.

Forcing the Young Hog 

A Winona, Minn., packer received 
from a southern Minnesota farmer a 
few days ago a carload of 200-pound 
spring pigs that had never tasted 
corn, having been fattened on barley 
and rye. They were prime, and will 
probably prove to be the inception of 
a generous supply of similar product. 
Not only is hog husbandry getting 
away from time-honored methods, but 
there is a marked disposition to grow 
such small grains as barley and rye 
for the express purpose of early ma- 
turity to take advantage of August 
and September prices for such hogs, 
and thus evade the marketward rush 
that always follows the general use 
of new corn. 
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The small grains mentioned are har- 
vested early. Since pigs thrive on 
them, there is an incentive, especially 
under present market conditions, to 
resort to this method and other ex- 
pedients, involving the use of corn 
substitutes. More young hogs are 
being pushed along with barley and 
rye than is commonly taken for grant- 
ed. The forcing process should exert 
a stabilizing influence on winter 
prices, incidentally relieving the 
searcity of 160 to 200-pound shotes 
during the late summer and fall pe- 
riod.

Supplements for Weaned Pigs 


Many hog raisers make the mistake, 
especially with fall pigs, of not feed- 
ing enough protein supplements to 
pigs immediately after weaning. So 
long as the pigs suckles its dam and 
in addition gets all the grain it wants, 
rapid gains are made because its ra- 
tion is a well balanced one. Milk is 
rich in protein and besides contains 
the vitamines so necessary for growth. 
If, after weaning, a pig is put on corn 
alone or even on corn and middlings 
without some high protein concentrate 
daily gains are likely to be very small. 
In fact, on corn alone and without

The effect of the rape pasture 
is clearly shown in cheaper as well 
as more rapid gain. 

In comparing lots 1 and 2 with 
each other it will be seen that 100 
pounds of skim milk had a feeding 
value equal to 25 pounds corn, one-

The secret of raising fall pigs suc- 
issfully lies in keeping them making 
pid gains after weaning; in fact, in 
» feeding them as to not giving them 
e slightest backset at weaning. This 
in be done by supplying plenty of 
‘otein in the form of skim milk or 
nkage, gluten feed or some other 


tankage, which products at the time 
the test was made had a combined 
market value of 80 cents. Even at 50 
cents a hundred, skim milk is cheap- 
er as a feed for weanling pigs than 
tankage in dry lot. 

The majority of Iowa hog raisers do 
not have enough skim milk for their 
weanling pigs and whenever that is 
the case tankage should be fed. It 
should constitute at least 10 per cent 
of the grain ration till the pigs weigh 
100 pound, after which the percentage 
may be reduced to six or even five. 
It is always safe to self-feed tankage 
to pigs when a full grain ration is fed. 
This may also be done when some 
skim milk is included in the ration. 
A pig will not overeat on tankage, but 
will consume only as much as it may 
require for properly balancing its ra- 
tion. 

We repeat, if you want to raise 
profitable pigs, especially fall pigs, be 
liberal with tankage or other high 
protein concentrates after weaning. 
Keep the pigs gaining as rapidly as 
possible on a well balanced ration. 
This will insure not only rapid gains, 
but also cheap gains.

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Regarding Type 

One in my position cannot help but 
tice the trend of the breeders 
roughout the country, in regard to 
pe. Here at the office we get many 
ters from breeders in regard to 
eeding stock they want to purchase. 
Now, in 75 per cent of these letters 
ey mention the fact that they don’t 
'-e the extreme, lanky kind, but want 
em, especially the boars, with more 
ggedness and body to them than 
fore. This demand is not from the 
rmer but from the breeders, some 
ege and some small. It shows that 
ey are at least compelled to listen 
' the demand of their farmer cus- 
mers, who, in almost every instance, 
ks for a pig with some width of 
‘ck and a pair of hams on him. 

Just as I said in our last issue, in 
y comments on one of our leading 
irs, Duroc breeders should get in 
le collar and go to producing not 
‘ly a bigger but a better hog and 
- a better one I mean one with 
sight-carrying ability and one that 
i, with proper care put on weight. 
re seen a lot of Durocs that didn’t 
wwe that quality. They were light- 
mmed, built on the sunfish order, 
\d. little body depth; infact, were 
‘tt a profitable feeding type. I say 
‘u can’t sell the farmer on this type 
/a hog and if you haven’t a hog that 
yu can convince the farmer is a prof- 
able one to raise, you are going to 
id your trade falling off. 

‘Now, don’t for a minute think I am 
vocating the short-legged, fat kind, 
t at all. But I say that it’s possible 
raise a big, tall hog, one with good, 
ng legs and lots of frame that, at 
e€ same time, can be made to carry 
‘eat weight and develop as a boar at 
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maturity from 1,000 to 1,100 pounds and 
as a sow at 700 to 800 pounds. 

First of all we must breed them big. 
We cannot get by with 750 to 900 
pound boars and expect to compete 
with other breeds. One thing I know, 
that many breeders have been handi- 
capped the last two years by lack of 
feed or on account of its high price. 
There have been comparatively few 
boars and sows that were grown out 
and developed as they were a few 
years ago. Too many good gilts went 
to market. Comparatively few sows 
were kept for breeding purposes and 
they were busy raising two litters a 
year from the time they were gilts and 
were never developed. True, a few 
breeders here and there have main- 
tained a high standard in their herd 
have gone on and developed boars, 
grown out some good sows and today 
with their good herds are in a position 
to supply, with high class seed stock, 
the breeders who have allowed their 
herds to deteriorate. 

Here’s what I say is a remedy. Let 
us first of all pay more atention to our 
sow herds. Let each breeder pick 
out a few of his most promising gilts 
and try growing a few of them over 
the first year open so as to let them 
get some size before they start to 
raising pigs. These mature sows will 
raise bigger and stronger pigs. Let’s 
cull our sow herds more carefully. 
Keep only your better ones for your 
herd sows. 

Then, in regard to a boar, far too 
many of you have been going the 
cheap route in buying a boar. A lot 
of boars have been sold cheap and 
simply because you can get a boar 
cheap does not justify you in buying 
that kind. Boars can be bought for 
$50 to $60. You can buy plenty of 
them, even this fall, at that price, but 
you can’t get good boars, the kind 
that will improve your herd, at that 
price unless you happen to strike 
someone that has a good pig and 
doesn’t know what he is worth. Good 
boars are going to cost from around 
$100 on up. The breeder who has a 
high class pig usually knows it and 
knows he doesn’t have to sell him at 
$50 or $60. 

Now, just figure it out. You have 
20 sows to breed and go the cheap 
route and pay $60 for a boar when 
for $150 you could have purchased a 
high class pig. This would have cost 
you just $4.50 extra on each of those 
sows and it would certainly have been 
money well invested. 

You have got to get over the idea 
of trying to steal a boar somewhere, 
but this fall go out determined to buy 
a big, strongly-built husky pig, one 
that looks like he would mature into 
a big boar and that is the kind that 
will stand a chance of siring some 
good pigs. 

Don’t make the mistake of imagin- 
ing all the good ones are coming from 
one or two particular lines of breed- 
ing, because they are not. Buy your 
boar regardless of bloodlines, just so 
he is the right kind and you know 
he is backed up by big ancestors. 
Don’t buy a squatty pig. Remember, 
they must be tall and up off the 
ground as a pig if they ever get big. 
But see that he has some spring of 
rib, has deep, smooth sides and a gen- 
eral ruggedness which he must have 
if he ever develops into a big hog 
and when you get him take care of 
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him. Grow him out. 

Right now there is a tremendous 
demand for mature boars of size. It 
will pay you to develop a few of 
them. Above all, let’s get our hogs 
bigger and by bigger I mean not 
merely tall and long, but hogs that 
can and do carry weight. I have 
talked with many breeders along this 
line and I’m sure they realize the im- 
portance of the fact that we must 
breed bigger and better Durocs if we 
expect to keep the Duroc breed the 
favorite of the American stock raiser.

Big Winners 


Last winter a bunch of us who are 
interested in live stock undertook to 
organize a pig club show to be held 
in Douglas county at the Douglas 
County fair. We got the backing of 
all of the banks of the county and I 
succeeded in getting a number of busi- 
ness men in Omaha interested in this 
project, raised about $800 in prize 
money and special prizes and in the 
county where very little interest has 
ever been taken in live stock or hogs, 
we succeeded in putting on the big- 
gest and best pig club show I have 
ever seen. There were 40 members 
in the pig club and the breeds repre- 
sented were Durocs, Spotted Polands, 
Black Polands and Hampshires. The 
majority of the hogs shown were 
either Spotted Polands or Polands. 
There were about 14 litters of Durocs 
exhibited. The judging was done by 
Prof. W. J. Loeffel of the State Uni- 
versity Farm. On account of all 
breeds showing together, there was 
intense rivalry among all of the 
boys and a lot of excitement, but when 
the smoke cleared away, the boys who 
had the red pigs had simply run over 
everything in their way. 

The prizes were awarded on boar 
pigs, gilts, litters and barrows. In 
addition to this, there was awards on 
heavy litters. 

In the boar classes, the Durocs won 
first, second, third, fourth, fifth and 
fourteenth. On gilts they won first, 
second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh, eighth, eleventh and twelfth. 
On barrows, with only eight places, 
they won first; second, third, fourth, 
fifth. On litters, they won first, sec- 
ond, third, fourth and fifth. 

Of all the money hung up on the 
pig club, the Durocs won 78 per cent 
of it. Here was an opportunity to 
compare all breeds being grown up 
under the same conditions, all being 
under the supervision of the county 
advisor. ‘The Durocs were far the 
largest, were of the best type, were 
clean-cut and were in every case out- 
standing winners. 

The boys who showed the winning 
Durocs were Gordon and Vernon 
Pflug, Valley, Neb.; Lambert Nielson, 
Waterloo, Neb.; Edward Adams, Val- 
ley, Neb.; Morris Blackburn, South 
Omaha, Neb.; Ward Abraham, Valley, 
Neb.; Alvin Koh, Elkhorn, Neb. 

After the show was over, many of 
the boy’s parents where the boys had 
black or spotted hogs came to me and 
said that next year they were going to 
have their boys raise Duroc litters 
something they had a chance to win 
with for they could see that the other 
breeds had no chance in competition 
with the Duroc pigs. We believe it 
was the largest local pig club show 
that we have ever seen.—F. F. DeVore.

Wish we had 
room here to print a few of the hun- 
dreds of letters we have received from 
breeders telling us that we have done 
this. We are just entering the fall 
sale season and many will write us 
asking that we purchase for them 
and these we would like to have study 
Mr. Drake’s letter. In this letter he 
tells what he wants and why he wants 
it. Moreover, he sets forth things 
which we believe are in the minds of 
many engaged in the swine breeding 
business and we wish all who write 
us would be as particular to write ful- 
ly as he has been. One thing in par- 
ticular we want to call your attention 
to and that is the question he asks 
regarding how settlement should be 
made for animals purchased at auc- 
tion by fieldmen. Weare firm believers 
in paying cash in every instance so 
that the fieldman should notify the 
purchaser the price paid and then the 
latter should send his check, or if in 
a hurry, have the hog shipped C. O. D. 
and don’t pay for it however until 
you have received the pedigree. Read 
Mr. Drake’s letter and see if you don’t 
agree with us that it is good. 

“As it is quite expensive to come 
West to look for a boar, I am writing 
to you for information about a pros- 
pective herd boar among the promis- 
ing spring boars of this year’s crop. 
I will say however that I have never 
bought a boar without seeing him for 
I like to nose around before buying 
and I am hard to suit. Another thing 
Mr. DeVore is, that the boars sent 
East on mail order have not been 
what they should for the money, pos- 
sibly due partly to the seller thinking 
that the Eastern men do not know 
good hogs and also from the breeder 
looking at his hogs in-an egotistical 
light. 

I was brought up in the hog belt be- 
ing from Illinois, and was Manager of 
the Fairholme Farm herd until dis- 
persed at New Market, N. J., and like 
to see the hog industry go ahead in 
this section. We have tried to get the 
Western support in this state but not 
hear what it should be. 

What we are after is a strong bred 
Colonel boar for we have an Orion 
Cherry King-bred herd and want to 
add size and ruggedness to quality, 
therefore are wanting a long, tall, up- 
standing pig of easy feeding qualities, 
one that when matured will not look 
like a sun fish on stilts. The large, 
tall hog that is an easy feeder is here 
but too many are not good feeders. 
Want neat head, full open eye, nicely 
arched back, smooth sided, even width 
his entire length with smooth close 
fitting shoulders, straight legged, short 
pastern and right up on his toes. 
Legs good width apart showing good 
lung room, and heavy boned. Espe- 
cial attention paid to eye, back, feet, 
legs, pasterns and bone. In getting 
the present type of hog, the breeders 
seemed to overlook bone and pastern 
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to get the upstanding smooth bodied 
hog to look like the Yorkshire and 
to-day so many hogs are light in bone 
and long in pasterns. I like to see 
the large smooth ones as well as any- 
one but I think that more substance 
should be bred into them along with 
quality. We want a top pig in every 
sense of the word and one that we can 
fit for the shows and make the other 
fellow step. 

Do you know of such a pig that can 
be bought privately of constructive 
breeding either from a large breeder 
or some small breeder that has some 
high class pigs from the best sires 
that wants to sell and is not holding 
at such a strong figure as the noted 


breeder. In the fall sales we had in 
mind McKee Bros., Creston, Iowa, 
J. D. Waltemeyer, Melbourne, Iowa, 
and Sheesley Bros., Orion, Ill. Pos- 


sibly Longview Farm, Lee’s Summit, 
Mo. 

How is the get of Great Col., last 
year’s champion, the boars showing 
up and do they produce the right kind? 
How is the sow herd of McKees? Its 
hard to determine on where to buy, 
not being able to get around and see 
the get of the different boars. 


At what price will we be able to 
get such a boar either private or in 
one of the sales? Should one be pur- 
chased at auction how do you arrange 
about settlement, that is, sending the 
money so as to make the sale. bona- 
fide at time the boar is sold in the 
ring? 

Give us a line on the pigs as you 
know where they lay, also which 
bloodlines crossed with the boars in 
the above mentioned herds have been 
producing the best results for we want 
a cross that is making good in a gen- 
eral way, not in one or two cases.

In other words, they had lost 
faith in themselves and their business 
and they were a bad influence for any- 
one who wanted to get in the business 
or the man who was trying to stay in 
the business. 

The men that kept faith in the 
business and kept up a high class 
herd of hogs made as much or more 
money than they ever did and they 
will continue to make big money in 
the next few years.

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Balled Up Pedigrees 


These Cause More Trouble Than Any Other One Thing 
Connected With the Breeding Business 


F any reader does not know what 
EY above line means I am sure 

if he will call at our office I can 
give him a practical example any time, 
as I have them on my desk every day. 
We are all just human beings and all 
human beings make mistakes, some 
times it is difficult to get some people 
to acknowledge this fact, however, it 
is true. I realize that Duroc breeders 
are very busy people, all the time 
they have more to do than it is possi- 
ble to get done and as it is so easy 
to neglect making the proper records 
and pedigrees this end of a Duroc 
breeder’s business is often neglected. 

Recent years have been discourag- 
ing for the pure-bred breeder and many 
have neglected to keep their breed- 
ing animals recorded, however the 
time is at hand when it will be neces- 
sary to bring up back records so as 
to be able to pedigree young stock 
sold. Every report that we have re- 
ceived from a fair indicates that 
breeders are having good sales, in fact, 
very satisfactory sales and this will 
mean that within a very few months 
every breeder must do some record- 
ing so I am writing this with the idea 
of saving every one concerned some 
money. 

A balled up pedigree is a loss to 
the association, we would be better 
off if we never received them as the 
labor costs in handling them exceeds 
the fee received. When these balled 
up pedigrees are handled it takes 
the money paid in by breeders who 
are careful with their records to 
handle these pedigrees, as a flat rate 
is charged for fees. This is wrong, 
when a pedigree comes to the office 
that causes a lot extra work, the 
party issuing the pedigree should be 
charged for this extra service. There 
is a growing tendency on the part of 
several of the largest record associa- 
tion to penalize the breeder who issues 
such pedigrees. Possibly the largest 
record association is now requiring 
the breeder to do the extra work. When 
they receive a balled up pedigree they 
send it back to the party who issued 
it, instructing him to straighten it out 
and return it with a time limit or for- 
feit the advanced fee. This is right. 
It is not right to spend several dol- 
lars in time that belongs to the breed- 
ers who are careful with their records 
to help some careless breeder guess 
at his records until they apparently 
pass the requirements. The only way 
that any one has ever found to help 
this situation is to penalize the breed- 
er who follows such practices. -In 
1923 we made our rules more strict 
and it has had a wonderful influence 
toward eliminating these abuses and 
in my estimation the rules of all re- 
cording associations will necessarily 
be made more strict each year or the 
Federal government will soon control 
the Recording associations, and if that 
time comes, then the breeders will 
know what it is to be strict with rec- 
ords.

It is a simple matter to keep one’s 
records so as to have no BALLED UP 
PEDIGREES. If you buy an animal 
do not accept any thing but a recorded 
pedigree properly transfered to you. 
The rules make this requirement on 
the seller if you demand such, so it 
is in large measure your fault if you 
do not receive proper records. If you 
buy an animal request a_ recorded 
transfered pedigree and breeding cer- 
tificate if the animal is a bred sow. 
If you do not receive this record with- 
in 30 days, call the matter to the 
breeder’s attention and keep a copy of 
your notice. Then if within 15 days 
you do not receive the records, write 
me a letter stating the facts and I will 
at once notify the breeder and ac- 
knowledge your letter. Then if you 
do not receive the records within 15 
days notify me again, when I will at 
once notify the breeder by registered 
mail that if he does not respond with- 
in 10 days action will be brought to 
bar him from the use of the records. 
We very seldom fail to get results, 
but you can see the expense that is 
incurred and who pays, the breeder 
who attends to his records in a busi- 
ness like way and has paid in fees of 
sufficient amount so the association 
has accumulated a surplus which en- 
ables them to perform this service. 
The rates of recording are such that 
a breeder may record the pedigrees 
at 50 cents each and there is no reas- 
on, except carelessness for a charge 
for making a transfer. In the future 
do not except any pedigree but a re- 
corded properly transfered one. We 
realize the situation that has confront- 
ed the breeders of recent years and 
it seems reasonable to have breeders’ 
animals in the herd more than two 
years old that have not been recorded, 


however you are now justified in ha 
ing them recorded and do not expe 
the impossible from the associatio 
Send the pedigrees in for record b 
fore you absolutely have to have thei 
so that in case there are errors al 
it is necessary to return the pedigre 
to you for correction that there wi 
be time to do this work. If you a 
planning on a public sale check ov 
your pedigrees, it will only take a fe 
minutes and send in the ones for re 
ord that you must have recorded. I 
not‘send the pedigrees in, stating ' 
must have these back recorded } 
return mail for my catalog.” We ai 


_pleased to do every thing that we ca 


however we can not record a pedigrs 
until it is eligible, so do not be di 
appointed if you are inconvenience 
and delayed if you do not send in tl 
pedigrees at least a month before yc 
have to have them. Give us time to¢ 
your work and do it right. Pedigre 
that come into the office in good shap 
are seldom in the office more than | 
hours before the recorded certificat 
are issued and mailed out, so we fe 
we are in position to give good servi 
if the pedigrees will come in made 01 
correctly. Before you send in ped 
grees read over the instructions ¢ 
the back of the pedigrees and we fe 
sure you will have no trouble. You 
customers will never be satisfied unt 
he has received the proper pedigree 
A dissatisfied customer is the poore 
advertisement any breeder can hav 
and it does not stop with you, as vel 
frequently a purchaser who has ha 
this trouble thinks that all breede 
do the same way and is disgusted wit 
the breed. I do not think that any o1 
thing has disgusted so many new mé 
in the business as the trouble the 
have had in getting what they ha 
paid for when they purchased a Di 
roc for breeding purposes. The fl 
ture for the business is bright, so l 
every breeder help to make it bette 
by attending to this end of the tran 
action in business like manner.

This is One Thing to Which Every Breeder Should Give

N 1919 and 20 a top boar was worth 
whatever the traffic would bear, 
at least that is what they sold for.

boar, they will more than make money 
on this transaction. 

The two deals mentioned above were 
both aged boars of note. Now what 
is an untried spring boar worth? This 
is more of a question, and it is more 
of a gamble for the buyer, but it is’ 
traditional for breeders of hogs to 
purchase untried boars. Many a prov- 
en sire of our breed has gone begging 
for a buyer at market price, when 
one crop of pigs from these sires 
would have highly benefited most any 
herd in existence. 


There are a number of qualifications 
which enter into the apparent value 
of a spring pig; the size and shape 
of the sire and dam, the standing of 
the breeder who intends to purchase 
him, and, please pardon if we men- 
tion our stock in trade advertising 
for if the pig is good, has a good ped- 
igree and along with it is well ad- 
vertised, this naturally adds to his 
value. Advertising is a standard prod- 
uct in all lines of business, costs 
money and has a value on a good 
porduct. 


We did not name the qualifications 
in order of importance, for we be- 
lieve the status and ability of the pros- 
pective purchaser is of prime im- 
portance. We know of some breed- 
ers of this breed who could own the 
best sire and the best advertised boar 
in existence and still, owing to their 
careless methods, lose money with 
him. Their spring crop would have 
every disease from worms to rickets. 
However, we do know of a great many 
others who are standing in their own 
light by using a boar of inferior quali- 
ty and breeding ability when good 
boars can be purchased for little 
money. 


Consequently, as we delve further 
into the question “What is a top boar 
worth,” we are taking for granted 
that the prospective purchaser has at 
least ten good brood sows, is a good pig 
raiser and holds public sales each 
year. We are taking the average 
breeder first, who sells ninety per- 
cent of his crop over the scales. This 
breeder, with his ten brood sows and 
a few extra gilts, between his spring 
crop and fall crop would send to mar- 
ket at least one hundred hogs through- 
out the year. It doesn’t take a math- 


ematician to figure conservatively that 
according to college records a good 
boar will add more than ten pounds 
per pig and at ten cents a pound the 
added pork along would make a hun- 
dred dollar pig a profitable invest- 
ment, even if said breeder marketed 
every pig over the scales. 


Now, take the breeder who is mak- 
ing his way in the pure bred business 
by giving extra care and attention to 
each crop of pigs, growing them out 
for the shows and for breeding stock. 
This extra feed and attention runs 
into money pretty fast. There is only 
one way to figure the value of his 
herd boar and that is the pigs’ popu- 
larity or winning ability and, on a 
basis of comparison now if the 
average run of spring boars are sell- 
ing for $75 to $150 at this time, sure- 
ly, if the pig is outstanding and meets 
the requirements as to pedigree and 
prospective growing and siring abil- 
ity, he is worth from three to five 
hundred to this breeder who knows he 
can grow this pig out and raise to a 
breeder’s standard a good share of 
the produce. 

But as stated before, a breeder be- 
fore putting a very substantial amount 
of money into a herd boar, should 
study his own situation as to trade, 
financial condition, pig raising abil- 
ity and salesmanship. These all 
enter into the problem. However, on 
the other hand, if you are sure of 
yourself in these respects, don’t let 
a few dollars stand in the way of get- 
ting the right kind of a herd boar. 
With the hog business righting itself, 
as it is now, the sire of your next 
year’s spring crop will have a great 
deal to do with your success or fail- 
ure in the business.

Veterinarians and Veterinary 
Science 


There has never been greater need 
for well educated veterinarians in 
rural sections than there is today, yet 
the number of trained men in the pro- 
fession of veterinary science is grow- 
ing less. Few men outside the veter- 
inary profession realize that five men 
are annually leaving the profession, 
because of old age, lack of profitable 
employment and other causes, while 
only one is being prepared to fill the 
vacancies thus made. The accuracy 
of this statement will unquestionably 
be doubted by the average farmer, yet 
it is based on authentic statistics. 

Fifteen years ago there were a num- 
ber of privately owned veterinary col- 
leges in the United States and Canada 
that annually turned out 700 graduate 
veterinarians, but these institutions 
all closed when the world war started 
and none of them has been opened 
since, nor is it likely that any will 
ever be started again because the de- 
mand for instruction in veterinary 
science is not strong enough to war- 
rant opening them. Our agricultural 
and mechanical colleges are the only 
institutions that now offer complete 
courses in veterinary science and only 
thirteen of them do so. There is one 
agricultural college in Canada that 
graduates veterinarians, but all these 
institutions together annually gradu- 
ate only about 100 men prepared to 
practice veterinary medicine. During

“How to accomplish all this is a 
roblem, because the farmer does not 
ully understand his needs in these 
ines and the legislator knows even 
ass of what veterinary science is cap- 
ble of accomplishing, if it had the 
ecessary financial encouragement to 
ttack the many large problems that 
onfront the live stock industry to- 
ay. If our institution can obtain the 
ecessary financial support, we hope, 
a the near future, to establish a 
raduate course in veterinary medi- 
ine for practicing veterinarians to 
ut them in closer touch with the 
any new things that have been dis- 
overed since they left college.” 

The veterinary division of Iowa 
‘tate college is at least as well 
quipped with men highly trained for 
esearch work and for the teaching of 
eterinary science as any other insti- 
ation on the North American conti- 
‘ent. One of the diseases that is now 
eing studied at Ames is necrotic en- 
aritis. We have heard a lot about 
nis disease in Iowa in recent years, 
ut, until the veterinarians at Ames 
egan to study it, practically nothing 
vas known about the life history of 
‘s causal germ. To some farmers 
ais statement will come as a sur- 
rise, for the term “necrotic enteritis” 
‘as become, to most of them, almost a 
‘ousehold word. The mere naming of 
' disease, however, does not neces- 
arily carry with it detailed and com- 
ete knowledge of its cause. 
| This investigation, while it has been 
arried on for a number of years, is 
ir from being completed. Progress 
yward a better understanding of the 
isease has been made. It is definite- 
7 known to be caused by a germ be- 
pnging to the so-called paratyphoid 
roup of bacteria. In Europe a germ 
hat causes a disease, known as “pig 
vphoid,’”’ has been isolated and proved 
» be the cause thereof. Pig typhoid 
1 some respects resembles what we 
1 this country, speak of as necrotic 
oteritis. Cultures of that germ have 
een tested at Ames, but they proved 
icapable of producing necrotic en- 
sritis. 

“The germ that we have discovered 
) be the causal agent of necrotic en- 
sritis,’ said Dr. Charles Murray, head 
f veterinary investigation at Ames, 
has not been named. We have not 
et learned enough of its character- 
‘sties to classify it, but we are on the 
‘ay, and sooner or later we hope to 
é€ able not only to give it a name, but 
lso to learn its complete life history.

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method will ultimately be worked out, 
scarcely admits of doubt. 


Other interesting lines of investiga- 
tional work, too scientific and com- 
plicated to explain in an article of 
this sort, are being conducted by Dr. 
H. S. Murphey, head of the veterinary 
anatomy and histology department. 
One of these is a study of the heat 
periods in cattle and their effect upon 
conception and regular breeding. One 
of the things that has been discovered 
recently is this: An extract taken 
from the ovary of a cow shortly be- 
fore she comes in heat or just at the 
beginning of the heat period and, aft- 
er purification, injected into the blood 
stream of another cow that has failed 
to come in heat, will cause the latter 
to come in heat in the course of a day 
or two after the injection. Details 
for the production of this fluid have 
not yet been worked out, but it seems 
probable that the knowledge of the 
action of this fluid will result in its 
preparation on a commercial scale so 
that it can be made use of by breeders 
of valuable animals. 


The question of sterility is another 
that is being studied and new facts 
bearing upon that important matter 
have been discovered. The function 
of the yellow bodies in the ovary have 
recently been discovered.

The importance of sanitary condi- 
tions in the hog lot for the prevention 
of disease has been stressed for a 
number of years. When men first be- 
gan to talk about sanitation in the 
hog pen they were laughed at—the 
idea that cleanliness could be of any 
value to a hog seemed increditable to 
those who were accustomed to seeing 
the old sow search out the filthiest 
mudhole to be found for a sleeping 
place on a hot summer day. 

After the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture had discovered the life his- 
tory of the roundworm and had shown

how the eggs of this pest hatch i 
barnyard filth and how they ar 
picked up by and infest young pigs, 
different attitude has been develope 
among farmers who have come t 
clearly understand how the round 
worm propagates itself and how th 
so-called filth diseases can be as eas 
ily avoided as they can be contracte 
by the pigs if their yards are key 
clean. 

The sanitary measures that hay 
been found valuable for the hog ma 
are now considered of equal import 
ance and value to the poultry mal 
A large majority of the average fart 
poultry flocks are suffering from filt 
diseases the same as our hogs. Coc 
cidiosis is one of the diseases respor 
sible for heavy chick losses ever 
year. It is caused by a _ parasit 
known as coccidium, with which ol 
chicken yards invariably become if 
fested and which can be avoided onl 
by raising chickens on fresh gyoun 
every year. 

The coccidium parasite is not ke] 
off the farm through streaks of “goo 
luck,” nor does “bad luck” bring ~ 
into the yards. It is a natural pare 
site of chickens and wherever the la’ 
ter are raised in large numbers tbh 
former invariably appears. The on! 
way to hold this, and all other simila 
pests in check, so far as that may t 
possible, consists in preventing 
from perpetuating itself. When 
chicken yard has been used for 
year, plow it up, seed it down to croy 
for a year or two and raise the chick

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Loss From Chills 
By Al Severson 


Many breeders boast of the size of 
litter that certain sows have farrowed 
but fail to mention how many pigs 
have been raised from that particular 
litter. If a sow has farrowed a large 
litter, she should be given due credit 
but if she raises only a few, the herds- 
man is partially at fault. 


Records kept by D. J. Geiken, herds- 
man at the North Dakota Agricultural 
College, show that 70 per cent of all 
pigs. farrowed are raised to market 
age. Of the 30 per cent lost, seven- 
tenths die the first week. A very large 
number of these die from chills. This 
spring he had canvas curtains made 
and hung them from the roof down 
to the partition of the sow’s pen also 
a curtain for the allex way. The 
stove was at the extreme end of the 
hog house. By placing the sows for 
early farrowing in pens nearest the 
stove and dropping these curtains he 
could control the temperature on 
either side of the partition. In the 
farrowing pen the temperature ranged 
from 65 to 70 degrees while on the 
other side for sows that had not far- 
rowed, the temperature ranged from 
40 to 50 degrees. As other sows far- 
rowed, these curtains were moved to 
the next partition. 


As a result of using these inexpen- 
sive curtains not a pig was lost from 
chills. It would seem that this device 
could be adopted in many hog houses 
throughout the country, thereby in- 
creasing the size of litter raised.

Urges Rye and Clover Pasture 


The livestock farmer should plan his 
pastures for next spring and summer 
now, according to officials in the de- 
partment of animal husbandry at the 
South Dakota State College. The fol- 
lowing plan should provide ample 
pasture during the summer months. 


Winter rye and sweet clover com- 
bination pasture should be planted 
this fall as soon as possible; rye at 
the rate of 3 pecks per acre and scari- 
fied biennial sweet clover at the rate 
of 10 pounds per acre. Where con- 
ditions are favorable the sweet clover 
will make some growth this fall and 
will withstand the winter. In case the 
sweet clover does not come up this 
fall but comes up next spring, it will 
not afford much pasture because of 
the habit of the plant to make its 
growth the second year. The soil 
should be packed after seeding. The 
rye, if it makes a good growth, can be 
pastured yet this fall and will furnish 
the earliest pasture next spring. 


About corn-planting time next 
spring, a part of the rye field not seed- 
ed to sweet clover which has been 
pastured very closely can be disced 
and sown to sudan grass at the rate of 
40 pounds per acre. The sudan grass 
will make a good growth while the 
livestock are turned into the rye and 
sweet clover pasture. The sudan pas- 
ture will start to supplement the rye 
and sweet clover combination in late 
June or early July. 


In an experiment conducted this 
year at the State College experiment 
station, the carrying capacity of sweet 
clover and sudan grass pastures was 
about the same during the summer 
months. However, the sweet clover 
ordinarily lasts only until about Sept.

More Farmers Using Radio 

More than 550,000 farms in the 
United States are now equipped with 
radio, the Department of Agriculture 
estimates, following a nation-wide 
survey through county agricultural 
agents. A similar survey last year 
showed 365,000 farms on which there 
were radio sets, and in 1923 only 145,- 
000 farms. 

This rapid increase in the use of 
radio by farmers is due, Department 
officials declare, to the need for 
prompt market information in mer- 
chandising farm products, to the edu- 
cational value of radio and to its en- 
tertainment features. Many county 
agents reported that farmers have in- 
stalled radio sets primarily to receive 
weather and market reports. 

The Department’s estimate of 550,- 
000 sets is based upon reports from 
1,056 county agents. Illinois leads the 
list in number of sets on farms, the 
estimate for that state being 46,000 
sets; New York is next with 39,000 
sets on farms; Iowa farmers have 39,- 
000 sets; Missouri 37,000; Kansas 35,- 
000; Nebraska 34,000; Ohio 27,000; and 
Minnesota 26,000. California has 22,- 
000 sets on farms; Michigan 19,000;

Value of Skim Milk as a Feed 
For Pigs 


By F. B. Morrison, Wisconsin, Sta- 
tion. 

How much is skim milk actually 
worth for stock feeding? Many years 
ago this rough rule was proposed: 
“The value of. 100 pounds of skim 
milk, when fed along with corn to 
fattening hogs, is half the market 
price of corn per bushel.” This rule, 
however, was proposed before swine 
feeding had been developed on as ef- 
ficient a basis as it is at present. 

It is, therefore, important to de- 
termine how much skim milk is ac- 
tually worth compared with other of- 
ficial supplements which may be 
used to balance rations for pigs. Many 
trials have been carried on by various 
experiment stations to determine the 
feeding value of skim milk, but, in 
most of the early trials balanced 
rations of grain and skim milk were 
compared with unbalanced and ineffi- 
cient rations of grain alone. This is, 
obviously, not a fair basis for deter- 
mining the value of skim milk, for no 
progressive farmer now feeds his pigs 
such an efficient ration as grain alone 
when they are not on pasture.

skim milk we should compare it with 
the best common commercial substi- 
tute, which is tankage or meat meal. 
Furthermore, just enough skim milk 
and just enough tankage should be 
fed to make well-balanced fations, 
or the comparison will be unfair to 
one of the feeds. The value of skim 
milk as a supplement to corn for pigs 
not on pasture has been directly com- 
pared with that of tankage in 12 trials 
at four different stations. 


Six of these experiments were Car- 
ried on by the writer, associated with 
Professors Bohstedt and Fargo at the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station, four 
were conducted by the Ohio Station, 
one by the Indiana Station, and one 
by the Arkansas Station. In each of 
these trials one lot of pigs was fed 
a ration of skim milk and corn (yel- 
low corn in nearly all cases) in the 
proper proportions to make a well- 
balanced ration, and another lot was 
fed proper proportions of tankage and 
corn. These comparisons, therefore, 
furnish an accurate measure of the 
actual feeding value of skim milk for 
growing and fattening pigs. The trials 
included a total of 138 pigs, averaging 
75 pounds in weight at the start, fed 
for periods averaging 97 days. 


The pigs fed skim milk and corn in 
these extensive trials gained 1.36 
Ibs. a head daily, which was 0.12 lb. 
more than those fed tankage and corn. 
On skim milk and corn there was re- 


: What Cheer, Ia. 


quired only 346 pounds corn and 535 
pounds skim milk for 100 pounds gain, 
while the pigs on tankage and corn 
consumed 404 pounds corn and 39 
pounds tankage for each 100 pounds 
gain. By computation it is found that 
in these trials each 100 pounds of 
skim milk saved 10.86 pounds corn 
and 7.29 pounds tankage, without giv- 
ing any credit for the more rapid 
gains produced by feeding skim milk. 


The high value of the dry matter in 
skim milk is shown by the fact that 
100 pounds of skim milk, containing 
only 9.9 pounds dry matter, replaced 
15.7 pounds of dry matter in corn and 
tankage. As is pointed out later, 
skim milk has a lower value than 
this if more is fed than is needed to 
balance the ration. As a supplement 
to other grains, skim milk has about 
the same vyalue as when fed with 
corn. 


From the fact that 100 pounds of 
skim milk is equal in feeding value 
to 10.86 pounds corn and 7.29 pounds 
tankage, its money value with corn 
and tankage at various prices may be 
readily computed. Undiluted butter- 
milk equals skim milk in feeding val- 
ue. For convenience, the money value 
of 100 pounds of skim milk or butter- 
milk with corn and tankage at vari- 
ous prices is shown in the following 
table. It should be borne clearly in 
mind that these values will be secured 
only when no more milk is fed than 
is needed to balance the ration. The

tankage at $70 a ton, skim milk is 
worth 50 cents per cwt. 

At the usual prices of corn and 
tankage, 100 pounds of skim milk will 
be worth fully as much or even more 
than one-half bushel of corn. On the 
other hand, when corn is unusually 
high in price compared with the price 
of tankage or other protein-rich feeds, 
then skim milk will be worth some- 
what less per 100 pounds than the 
value of one-half bushel of corn. 

Practically all previous experiments 
with skim milk as a supplement to 
grain have been carried on with pigs 
not on pasture. To secure data on 
the value of skim milk for pasture 
feeding, experiments have been con- 
ducted the past two seasons at the 
Wisconsin Station. In each trial one 
lot of pigs was self-fed yellow corn 
and tankage on oats, peas, and rape 
pasture, and another lot was self-fed 
yellow corn and hand fed skim milk 
twice daily. 

In these experiments skim milk has 
apparently not had as high a value 
as in the trials previously mentioned 
carried on with pigs not on pasture. 
Each 100 pounds of skim milk has 
saved only 7.2 pounds corn and 4.8 
pounds tankage. The experiments 
will be continued to find whether 
skim milk will have a higher value 
when fed in other proportions to pigs 
on pasture, or in other feed combin- 
ations. However, it is perhaps not 
surprising that the value of skim milk 
for pigs on pasture seems to be some- 
what lower than for pigs in dry lot. 
Pasture, undoubtedly, aids in furnish- 
ing some of the nutritive factors 
which makes skim milk such a super- 
lative feed for 'young pigs fed in dry 
lot. 

Skim milk and buttermilk are too 
watery and also too rich in protein to 
produce economical gains when fed 
alone. They should, therefore, always 
be fed with the cereals or such ¢ar- 
bonaceous concentrates as hominy 
feed or corn feed-meal. The propor- 
tion of skim milk or buttermilk to 
be fed with corn or other grain will 
depend first on the age of the pigs and 
next on the relative price of the feeds. 
After sufficient milk has been sup- 
plied to balance the ration, any addi- 
tion will not increase the rate of gain 
materially and may even lower it if 
too much is fed. ; 

Just after weaning, four to six 
pounds of skim milk or buttermilk to 
each pound of corn would be needed 
to balance the ration for pigs in any 
lot. As they grow older the propor- 
tion of skim milk or buttermilk need- 
ed to balance the ration decreases as 
follows: Pigs weighing 50 to 100 Ibs., 
2.5 to 3 pounds milk to 1 pound corn; 
pigs weighing 100 to 150 pounds, 2 to 
2.5 pounds milk to 1 pound corn; pigs 
weighing 150 to 200 pounds, 1.5 to 2.0 
pounds milk to 1 pound corn; and 
pigs weighing over 200 pounds, only 
1.0 to 1.5 pounds of milk for each 
pound of corn. Where barley or wheat 
is fed in place of corn, only about 
half to two-thirds as much milk is 
needed for each pound of grain as 
with corn. 

Pigs fed corn on good pasture will 
need only about half as much milk for 
each pound of grain. But if sufficient 
skim milk or buttermilk is not avail- 
able to balance the ration, it will pay 
to feed a small amount of some other 
supplement, like tankage, linseed meal

or wheat middlings to balance the ra- 
tion properly. 

In recent experiments at the Wis- 
consin College of Agriculture it has 
been found that if young pigs not on 
pasture are self-fed corn and given 
all the skim milk they will drink from 
weaning time on, they will not for 
several weeks take enough milk to 
balance their ration fully. Therefore, 
especially for pigs fed in dry lot, it is 
advisable to supply some other pro- 
tein-rich feed in addition to skim milk 
until the pigs reach a weight of about 
75 pounds. i 

In recent experiments we have se- 
cured excellent results with fall pigs 
fed from weaning time on skim milk 
with a combination of 90 pounds corn, 
5 pounds of linseed meal, and 5 pounds 
chopped alfalfa hay. At first the pigs 
should be given all the skim milk they 
will drink. When they reach a weight 
of over 100 pounds they will usually 
drink more milk than is needed to 
balance the ration. Therefore, after 
this allowance of milk should be lim- 
ited unless a surplus is available. 

In two experiments, fall pigs fed 
skim milk with this combination of 
corn, linseed meal, and chopped al- 
falfa from weaning time to market 
have gained 1.11 pounds a head daily 
on the average, while others fed only 
yellow corn and tankage gained only 
0.96 pound. Still more important is 
the fact that the cost of each 100 
pounds gain was 66 cents less on the 
more efficient ration. 

If alfalfa hay is not available, 
chopped clover hay or soybean hay 
may be used instead, but alfalfa is 
somewhat superior. When there are 
no facilities for chopping the hay, the

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chaff from legume hay may be used 
in place of the chopped hay. 

Still other pigs were fed yellow 
corn, skim milk, and chopped alfalfa 
hay, without the linseed meal. This 
ration gave a trifle better results with 
these fall pigs than the ration of corn 
and skim milk, but the ration was not 
so efficient as when not only alfalia 
but also linseed meal was added. 


If an abundance of skim milk or 
buttermilk is available on the farm, a 
greater amount than statéd previously 
may be economically fed, but this ex- 
cess amount over what the pigs real- 
ly need to balance their rations will 
be worth only about half as much or 
even less than this. After the pig is 
fed enough protein to balance his ra- 
tion, he uses the excess merely to 
make fat instead of lean meat, and 
consequently full value is not secured 
from the protein. 


The lessened value of skim milk per 
100 pounds when more is fed than is 
needed to balance the ration is clearly 
shown in trials carried on many years 
ago by Professor Henry at the Wis- 
consin station. In trials with pigs 100 
pounds or over in weight, when from 
1 to 3 pounds of skim milk was fed to 
1 pound of corn eaten, 327 pounds of 
milk saved 100 pounds of corn. How- 
ever, with 3 to 5 pounds of milk for 
each pound of corn, it required 446 
pounds of milk to save 100 pounds of 
corn; and with 5 to 7 pounds of milk 
per pound of corn, it took 574 pounds 
of skim milk to save 100 pounds of 
corn. 

Experiments at the Wisconsin sta- 
tion have shown clearly that a ration 
of only white corn and skim milk is 
not an efficient or even a safe ration 
for young pigs not on pasture. This 
is because white corn and skim milk 
are both very low in the fat-soluble 
vitamines which are necessary for 
growth and even life itself. 


If 5 pounds of well-cured chopped 
alfalfa hay is added to each 100 pounds 
of white corn, a sufficient amount of 
those vitamines is supplied so that 
the results are about as good as with 
yellow corn. Pigs weighing 100 
pounds or more will usually get along 
fairly well for some weeks on only 
white corn and skim milk, but pigs 
put on this ration at weaning time will 
often die due to the lack of vitamines, 
while others may become paralyzed 
from rickets. 

For pigs on good pasture, white 
corn and skim milk is an entirely sat- 
isfactory ration, for the green pasture 
provides an abundance of vitamines. 


The Agricultural Department fig- 
ures show that 679,000 people left the 
farms in 1924, but as births on farms 
exceed deaths by 497,000, the actual 
decrease was only 182,000. The De- 
partment fails to add that the 763,000 
1924 model babies are consumers. 
This would have made its report more 
optimistic. Aren’t statistics wonder-

Go out into your herd and honestly 
k it over. Don’t kid yourself, but 
irt in and do honest culling on the 
wend. I haven’t seen a herd but 
1at can stand more or less of it. 
Don’t figure on how many you can 
ep the coming year, but on how 
ny good, real top sows you can 
ect from which to produce your 
26 pig crop. Good pigs are not 
bduced from common sows. Any 
| sow that is not barren will raise 
ss and will produce pork, but if 
“ are trying to produce breeding 
ick, you must see that your sows 
>, first of all, above the common 
lid. No man can produce high class 
o.W or breeding stock, from inferior 
<ws, no matter how good a boar they 
> mated to. Some breeders I know 
Will, as far as their sow herd goes, 
ve to practically junk them all and 
{rt over. But, if you expect to con- 
ue in the business, it will pay you 
do this. 

Just keep this always in mind—our 
1st Durocs have both good dams, as 
\ll as good sires. I’ve looked over 
«number of sale offerings or herds 
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where they were being offered for 
sale privately and in many instances 
breeders are offering for sale the very 
top gilts or sows in their herds. Per- 
haps they need the money or they 
may be just offering them as attrac- 
tions, but this policy is a mistake. 
It will be all right for the breed if 
these good ones chance to fall into 
good hands, but oftentimes this is not 
the case. 

Good sows are scarce, so scarce 
that they are more valuable now than 
at any time in years. If you haven’t 
these good ones, right this fall is the 
time to see that you lay in some of 
them. 

Above all, see that the coming year 
you have a few litters out of sows that 
are the kind that if mated to a decent 
boar have a chance to produce some- 
thing good. 

Now then, as to a boar. Own a 
good one. Remember always, in se- 
lecting him, that this boar is to be 
the sire of the pigs you will raise 
next year. The selection of a herd 
boar is a mighty important matter. 
Right then you either improve the 
standard of your product or you tear 
down what has taken you and other 
good breeders years to build. 

Don’t go the cheap route. Own a 
good one, one of size, backed up by 
ancestors that have been good and 
big. Let us prepare our herds for 
the year of 1926 so that our Durocs 
will really be a credit to the breed 
Perhaps you have a boar that has 
been a prize-winner or is sired by 
some famous boar. If you have had 
a crop of pigs out of him, you should 
know better than anyone else if he 
is the kind of a sire you should own. 
if he hasn’t sired the right kind don’t 
hesitate to discard him, no matter 
what he cost. Let us show a marked 
improvement in 1926 over the present 
year and I’m sure we can and will 
do so—F. F. DeVore.

Minnesota Hog’ Men to Meet 
October 20th 


The third annual swine feeders’ 
meeting for the purpose of studying 
the results of swine feeding experi- 
ments conducted by the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of the University 
of Minnesota will be held at the Live- 
stock Pavilion, University Farm, St. 
Paul, on October 20, 1925. The swine 
feeding experimental work conducted 
at this station during the year has 
been of a tvne that has a direct, prac- 
tical economic application to the busi- 
ness of raising and feeding hogs. 
Several of the more important experi- 
ments conducted are: 1. A study of 
protein supplements for young pigs. 
2. Full feeding compared to limited 
grain feeding for growing pigs. 3. A 
comparison of alfalfa, sweet clover 
and rape for growing pigs. 4. Barley 
compared to corn as the grain for 
fattening pigs. The pigs fed in these 
experiments will be exhibited to show 
the results produced by the different 
rations and different methods of feed- 
ing. 

There will be one or two additional 
talks on subjects of prime importance 
to swine growers by men who are 
authorities on the problems in swine 
production.

Crating For Shipment 


The American Express Co. has, 
through a late circular, taken up the 
matter of crating and handling live 
stock by express. In the handling of 
hogs it is a common matter for the 
shipper to use an old crate fitted to 
the hog without any consideration of 
the comfort and safety of the animal 
or the strength of the crate. Old 
crates, patched up by a few nails here 
and there, frequently come apart, 
when handled, and old and _ unfit 
boards added to brace them do not 
add very greatly to their substantial- 
ness. Apart from this there is the 
humane feature. Every crate should 
be carefully fitted to each animal. 
Too frequently the crate is a misfit 
and injury to the hog is increased a 
hundred fold. The express company

has covered all these conditions and 
also say: 


“Utensils for feed and water must 
be provided by shipper, and be so 
placed in the crate as to allow easy 
access for feeding and watering. A 
small trough can be put in a hog 
crate. A feed bag can be tied to the 
crate in front of sheep. There should 
be room in front of the stanchion in 
a cattle crate for hay and grain and 
a box for oats can be placed in the 
crate for a horse, mule or pony. 


“Crates should be so built as to 
eliminate danger of animals getting 
injured by pushing a foot or leg 
through the slats. To prevent this, 
the lower slats should be nailed close 
together for a distance of at least 14 
inches above the floor. The interior 
of the crates should be smooth, to 
prevent injury to the animal.” 


Their agents have been instructed 
to refuse all shipments unless prop- 
erly crated and provided for in the 
matter of feed, water and comfort. 
Further, that when such live stock 
shipment has been accepted it should 
be kept separate from other feright. 
Should be protected from heat, cold 
and other weather conditions detri- 
mental to the safety, health and com- 
fort of the animal. Should be rushed 
through on fast trains, assuring 
prompt delivery. The express com- 
pany is doing its part, and it is up 
to the breeder and shipper to do their 
part in justice to their customers and 
the welfare of their stock.

\ply kept his papers up and raised a 
herd of so-called “pure-breds” during 
\the recent slump and depression we 
‘have just gone through? No. Em- 
{phatically no! The men who have 
imade headway and have made a good 
\profit above the market price of hogs 
are those fellows who did not lose 
interest or faith in the hog business. 
It was the men that took just a little 
better care, kept their best breeding 
stock and used some first class boars 
at the head of their herds. This is 
‘true not only during a time of de- 
pression, but also during balmy times, 

las those we passed through in 1918, 
1919 and 1920. 
' As I call on the many breeders in 
‘my territory of Minnesota and South 
\Dakota, I find a great many that have 
let their herds deteriorate and really 
fave poorer hogs on their farms than 
their neighbors have who only raise 
their hogs for the market. How can 
these men expect to sell their boars 
and bred gilts to the farmers when 
the farmers’ grade hogs are larger 
and better than theirs? They simply 
zan’t sell pure-bred runts just because 
they have the papers on them. These 
things might have worked a little 
netter a few years back, but they 
jvill not go now. The men that have 
vaken care of their hogs and have 
yrown them just a little larger and 
»Xetter than their farmer neighbors 
will find a good outlet for their breed- 
mg stock at home. By this I mean 
hat they will gradually work up a 
remendous home trade. I know of 
vreeders that sell as many as fifty 
ind sixty head of boars at good prices 
vithin a radius of thirty-five miles 
rom where they live. You might say 
hat these men have no competition. 
res, they have. I know of three 
‘rominent breeders that live within 
‘en miles of each other and the least 
hat any of them sold was. thirty- 
ive head of boars last year. You all 
‘now that last year was not a rush- 
og time for the boar business. 

When you go out to select new 
)reeding stock, do not buy the com- 
aon ones. We all have too many of 
hese in our herds at the present time. 
tr. Farmer will buy the common 
mes. He will raise the litter from a 
red sow for pork and sell them on 
he market. You are buying your 
‘ow to better your herd, to bring a 
ew infusion of bloodlines into your 
‘erd. If you buy only the common 
‘ind, you had better not buy at all. 
‘Our farmer customers demand bet- 
sr bred sows and better litters from 
lese sows than they expect to get 
om their own grades. When you

These 
fellows will buy where they can get 
the best and a better class of stuff 
than yours. I have in mind a promi- 
nent breeder who dispersed his herd 
during the high prices. This man had 
it into his head that he could step 
back into the business at any time 
later and begin right where he left 
off. He tried it. He went out and 
bought a few good sows and a good 
boar. He advertised his sale well 
when he got ready to sell and sold a 
good class of sows. But alas! He 
did not start where he left off. Newer 
and younger breeders who had kept 
on improving their herds constantly 
and had kept holding their sales an- 
nually had stepped into the front 
ranks. The breeder who stops and 
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then starts up again is soon forgot- 
ten. 

The men in the Northwest and in 
any other territory for that matter, 
who have made a financial success of 
the hog business have always been 
consistently advertising their herds. 
When you have the hogs, let people 
know you have them. Good hogs are 
always in keen demand. 


Men like L. O. Countryman, C. P.

Living

other animal protein such as eggs 
and dairy products. This is the ad- 


‘vice of James Rollin Slonaker, Pro- 


fessor of Physiology at Stanford Uni- 
versity, Calif., who spoke at the Meat 
Congress, at the Kansas State Free 
Fair, Sept. 16, 1925. Meat eaters also 
will show more initative, Professor 


‘Slonaker stated, while races practic- 


ing vegetarianism will become extinct 
in the third generation. 


“These conclusions were reached,” 
he pointed out, “after 24 years of ex- 


\ perimentation. Rats were used in the 


experiments because rats and human 
beings both are omnivorous mammals 
exhibiting a similar sort of physiology 
and living according to the same phy-

siologial laws. Both have the same 
type of digestive systems, prefer the 
same type of food, and are governed 
by the same chemical laws. For these 
reasons, the results obtained with 
rats are applicable to human beings 
as well. 

“We found in our investigations 
with several hundred Albino rats that 
a restricted diet, that is a diet con- 
taining vegetables but no meat, great- 
ly reduced the powers of reproduc- 
tion,’ said Dr. Slonaker. “In fact, 
this increased as time progressed and 
by the third generation the race of 
restricted feeders was entirely ex- 
tinct. A marked increase in cannibal- 
ism was noted among the restricted 
feeders, this being evidence of the 
natural need for meat.” 

The speaker explained that the rats 
were divided into two groups. One 
group was subjected to a_ strictly 
vegetable diet and the other was fed

the same vegetables supplanted by 
animal protein, principally meat. 
Aside from the difference recorded 
as to the ability to bear young and 
cannabalistic tendencies, it was also 
shown, according to Dr. Slonaker, that 
the rats placed on a restricted diet 
were considerably below normal 
weight. The maximum weight of 
males was 35 per cent below normal 
and that of the females 25 to 28 per 
cent below normal. The young of 
restricted feeders were below weight 
at birth, the males 18 per cent and 
the females 14.5 per cent. This be- 
came more pronounced in successive 
generations, he said, the growth of 
young males being 30 per cent and 
youg females 23 per cent below nor- 
mal. 

Further than this, the speaker 
stated that the feeding of a strictly 
vegetable diet developed a sluggish- 
ness. The average ratio of voluntary 
activity showed the rats fed meat and 
vegetables wére about 17 times as 
active as those fed vegetables alone. 
The females in each group were more 
active than the males. 

Other detailed phases of the subject 
comparing characteristics of the rats 
of the two groups were discussed by 
the speaker, and in every instance 
he indicated the insufficiency of a 
diet limited to vegetables. 

The Meat Congress at which Dr. 
Slonaker was one of the principal 
speakers is said to be the first event 
of its kind ever held in connection 
with a state fair. The idea was in- 
stituted by J. H. Mercer, Secretary of 
the. Kansas Live Stock Association.

Provide sanitary quarters for both 
young pigs and their dams. 

Feed sows with litters, generously. 

Keep young pigs growing. 

Undoubtedly, these are three of the 
most important considerations in the 
production of fall pigs, according to 
animal husbandmen at South Dakota 
State College. Since good fall pas- 
tures are not available on many 
farms, farmers are advised to feed a 
liberal ration properly supplemented 
with protein feeds such as tankage, 
oil meal, skim milk or buttermilk. 

Since some of the cheapest gains 
in young pigs are produced during the 
nursing period, brood sows may be 


fed full rations after the pigs are: 


about two weeks old. On the average 
farm, such rations ordinarily consist 
of corn and tankage or ground barley 
and tankage. In place of these a mix- 
ture of ground oats and barley or 
ground oats and wheat middlings may 
be used. The sows should not be fed 
for 24 hours after farrowing. Then 
the feed should be gradually in- 
creased to full feed at the end of two 
weeks time. 


Infestations of worms and certain 
diseases may be largely prevented by 
keeping the sows with their litters in 
pasture lots or fields that have not 
been used for hogs during the year 
previous. If the pigs can be kept free 
from worms until they reach a weight 
of 100 pounds, very little trouble is 
experienced from worm infestations.

The Mixing of Foods 


| One of the things that is often done 
jn very perfunctory fashion on the 
arm is the mixing of food. When a 
lumber of ingredients is being used 
t is very important that all of them 
should be thoroughly and _ evenly 
mixed together, and when no proper 
nixing machine is available this proc- 
*sS is not so simple as it seems. 

It is easy to see that when a num- 
ver of calves or pigs running to- 
xether are fed upon a badly mixed 
‘ombination of foods, some of them 
jit least are likely to get too much 
if one ingredient and not enough of 
mother. This uneven mixing may not 
mprobably account to some extent for 
the irregular progress in a batch of 
amimals that is so often noticeable.

If a material like fish meal, for ex- 
ample, be not thoroughly incorpor- 
ated with the rest of the ration but is 
to be found in lumps, one can quite 
imagine the greedy animal going for 
those lumps first and getting most of 
them to the detriment of its fellows 
and at the some time helping itself 
to more than it really requires. 

The best way to mix foods by hand 
is to begin with the ingredient which 
contributes the greatest percentage of 
the whole, turning this out on the

floor in a flattened heap. On this 
should be placed the ingredient which 
has the next largest bulk and so on 
until at the top of the heap one gets 
the ingredient of smallest quantity, 
each separate food being spread out 
in a layer all over the heap as the 
latter is built up. If the heap be then 
turned from the bottom all around 
three or four times, taking care to 
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push the shovel well to the center of 
the heap every time, the food should 
then be intimately mixed and ready 


for use.

Going Off Their Feed 


It is sometimes found that when 
animals are brought into a fresh shed 
or yard to fatten, especially when 
they come in straight from the open 
field, and are put on to a richer diet, 
they are inclined to go off their feed. 
When time is precious this is partic- 
ularly annoying, and in any case 
it may mean that there will be a set- 
back, so that the animals are on hand 
longer than was anticipated and are, 
therefore, going to cost more all 
round. For the longer an animal is 
about, the more it costs in labour and 
accommodation, to say nothing of the 
loss consequent on the failure to keep 
up its rate of progression. 

This lack of appetite is probably 
partly, if not largely, due to the 
change of surroundings. This can- 
not be helped, but it is the greatest 
mistake in these circumstances to at- 
tempt to force the animals to eat by 
leaving food always before them. Far 
better is it to keep them on the hun- 
gry side for a few days, giving them 
only just as much as they will eat 
readily and quickly and not being in 
too much of a hurry to give them 
more. At the same time care should 
be taken that richer foods are intro- 
duced only by gradual stages. 

If this practice be followed, it will 
be found that the animals will come 
much more quickly to a full feed than 
if an attempt were made to force 
them all at once, for this only has 
the effect of sickening them of their

Tankage to Hogs in Corn 
Fields? 

Question: I have a bunch of hogs 


running in corn at present. Would 
it be all right to hand-feed tankage to 
them once per day? When fed this 
way how much, by weight, should 
hogs have per day at the following 
weights: 50. 100, 150 and 200 pounds? 


Answer: Tankage may be satis- 
factorily hand-fed to hogs in a corn 
field. If hogs are allowed to eat as 
much tankage as they will under such 
conditions, they will not eat too much 
so this protein feed may be kept con- 
stantly before the hogs in feeders or 
in troughs. The average of five years’ 
data at the Missouri Station shows 
that when hogs are self-fed tankage 
that they consume about two-thirds 
of a pound of tankage per head daily. 
When hogs are self-fed they will 
probably eat more than this amount 
in the earlier part of the feeding 
period and somewhat less as they be- 
come more nearly finished. If hand- 
feeding is practiced from one-half to

one pound of tankage per head per 
day should be about the right amount, 
feeding one-half pound when the hogs

that the ringside could see, consis- 
tently turned down animals that mer- 
ited high rating.

here.” I presume this statement was 
prompted by the sow’s sled runner 
hind legs which were plainly seen 
from the ring side.

They may be for hogs that go over 
the scales for the last time at seven 
months of age, but not for the boar 
or sow that has to carry on for forty- 
seven months and help build a better 
breed.

If he is not 
competent to carefully and completely 
compare the animals in a class to 
substantiate his placings, he has no 
business in the ring. Any group of 
exhibitors will back a judge, even 
one who makes a mistake now and 
then; if he works sincerely and plays 
no favors. With the boys and girls 
taking the interest they are taking to- 
day in the production of hogs, people 
in charge of shows should insist that 
everyone get a square deal, and the 
premium which he justly deserves, 
no more, and no less.

but they cause a certain attitude of 
distrust and dissatisfaction among 
the exhibitors.and spectators in gen- 
eral which is*wery detrimental. 

Still other men have harmful hob- 
bies. Did you ever show against an 
exhibitor who persisted in driving a 
hog against you, around you, between 
you and your hog, and in fact, every- 
where but over you? I have and I 
did not enjoy the occasion to any 
great extent. This kind of a show- 
man is nearly as nerve racking as the 
fellow who seems to think it is his 
job to follow the judge all over the 
ring in fear that his exhibit will not 
be seen. Then there is the fellow 
who tries to give a hog his first les- 
son in showing at fair time, and as 
a consquence gives a good exhibition 
of the old game, dog and cat. And I 
must not forget the fellow who turns 
his hog loose in the ring and expects 
the judge to show him. Thankgood- 
ness this fellow is becoming more 
searce all the time. At the smaller 
fairs especially we find another fel- 
low that is continually throwing a 
wrench in to the machine by being 
late to class or absent all together 
when the judging is taking place, 
and then crabs because some one did 
not hunt him up and tell him when 
the judging was to start. Last and

most harmful of all probably, is the 
chronic crabber who crabs at this 
and crabs at that. If you take notice, 
the crab is usually a fellow who 
knows he hasn’t a chance to win and 
is sour on everybody because he 
hasn’t. Then too some fellows forget 
themselves and say things they do 
not really mean just to show off and 
a consequence lose good future busi- 
ness, for folks on the ring side are 
buyers and they hate a crabber. As 
a rule they do not care to deal with 
one. If he is not respected as a man, 
he can not hope to be respected as 
a breeder. 


So far in this article I have dis- 
cussed mainly those traits of judges, 
exhibitors and spectators which are 
detrimental to hog shows in general. 
If I feel qualified to criticize, I should 
also feel qualified to point out some 
qualities in men that really make for 
better and more successful shows. I 
feel that four classes of folks are pres- 
ent at a successful hog show, namely, 
the judges, the show officials, the ex- 
hibitors, and the _ spectators. The 
judge or judges, one or two officials, 
and the showmen (exhibitors), should 
be in the ring proper. All other folks, 
without exception, should be specta- 
tors, and should be on the bench un- 
til after the ribbons are passed.

A successful judge is first of all a 
man who knows his stuff well enough 
that his plaeings will be made upon 
the desired combined merits of each 
hog instead of upon a certain char- 
acter which has a special appeal to 


hin. He must be considered honest 
by the exhibitors, and must do his 
work sincerely and carefully down to 
the last hog. He must be a man who 
stands firmly behind his placings and 
capable of defending them. He should 
work fairly fast (not too fast), and 
treat each exhibitor respectfully. 


Show officials should be so organ- 
ized that things are kept running 
smoothly, on schedule time, and with- 
out interruption. They should see 
that each and every show rule is fol- 
lowed to the letter and that exhibit- 
ors and judges are working under 
conditions which are fair to all. When 
the ribbons are placed, they should 
announce the results (through a meg- 
aphone), to the spectators. 


No one admires a good show man 
more than I. To be a good showman 
a man must know his hog and should 
be able to keep that hog looking at 
his best from the time he leaves his 
stall until he is back there again. A 
good show man will sell his hogs to 
the spectators as well as to the judge. 
I hate to see a man relax and quit 
showing his hog just as soon as he 
is placed. 

A good showman never quits until 
his hog is back in the pen away from 
the public eye. On the other hand 


some fellows over show a hog with 
all of the agility peculiar to a man 
cranking a Ford car, but there may 
be some excuse for this at times. For 
instance, when a showman takes an 
old boar into the ring, he never knows 
just how much action is going to be 
required. More grace is seldom seen 
than one of us can display while 
showing an old boar that goes on a 
rampage and insists on charging, 
side-stepping, and fighting all at the 
same time. (This is at least one case 
where the boar is about the whole 
herd.) A showman, to be successful, 
does not need to top the class. He 
must be able to take his medicine 
with a smile and come back for more. 
He must remember that no judge is 
perfect, and is usually only an ordi- 
nary fellow away from home. 

The spectators really make the show. 
There is little pleasure in showing 
hogs to an empty house. Ample pro- 
vision should be made for their com- 
fort. The most outstanding fault of 
small shows is their failure to pro- 
vide comfortable seats for those who 
wish to see the judging. Small shows 
are largely educational and the spec- 
tators constitute the large part of the 
student body. If the spectators are 
comfortably seated where they can see 
the judging they soon become inter- 
ested and their enthusiasm adds great- 
ly to the show. 

We must all remember that the 
show ring is a show window and a 
gauge of perfection so far as pure- 
bred hogs are concerned. As we

Hogging Down Has Advan- | 
tages 


The advantages to be gained from 
hogging down corn may be briefly 
summed up under three heads. First 
of all, and one that is of utmost im- 
portance at the present time, is that 
the practice is ideal from a labor-| 
saving standpoint. Every farmer is 
aware of the amount of man and 
horse labor that is required to cut, 
husk, haul and crib corn, and then) 
feed it out to the hogs in the pen. 
The expense of these operations may} 
be largely saved and at the time of 
the year when there is usually a great, 
rush of out-of-door work. 

Then there is the fertility problem 
that must be considered. In feeding 
corn in the pen there is almost al- 
ways a waste of valuable fertility.| 
If any of the manure made is returned 
to the soil it is accomplished at quite 
an expense and only after many hours 
of laborious and not altogether pleas-, 
ant work.

Fall Feeders’ Day, October 23 


All cattle and hogs which are to be 
used in the extensive experiments this 
winter will be at the College, Lincoln, 
Neb., ready to start on test when the 
Fall Feeders’ Day is held, October 23. 
A trip thru these feedlots will show 
the visitors the type of stock being 
used at the College for experimental 
work. The Annual Spring Feeders’ 
Day willbe more intersting to farm- 
ers who can attend both the fall and 
the spring meetings. 

The 1925-26 tests will be an exact 
repetition of those run last winter. 
The first trial aroused a great deal of 
interest and without question the repe- 
tition will be watched closely by cat- 
tle feeders of Nebraska and all adjoin- 
ing states, says Prof. H. J. Gramlich, 
Chairman of the Department. Com- 
parison of steers of all ages with 
heifers and spayed heifers of corre- 
sponding ages was the center of inter- 
est last year. The test also included 
a comparison of cattle of different 
ages. It is only thru several years of 
repetition to eliminate exceptions and 
get a general average that conclu- 
sions about cattle feeding can be 
drawn, the College men believe. 

As in previous years, sweet clover 
and sudan grass pasture has been 
compared with dry alfalfa hay as a 
food with shelled corn for fattening 
steers and heifers in the summer time. 

Ten lots of spring shoats have been 
fed through the summer and early 
fall in a comparison of dry lots with 


- pastures of various kinds. Most of 


them have been on full feed although 
some of them have been on a light 


grain ration.

Soil Repair 

It is an old saying that you cannot 
make much-used machinery last for 
ever even though it be oiled well.

It seems unnecessary for farm papers 
to say anything more about saving 
every bit of barn-yard manure or 
about growing legumes, or about pro- 
per rotation, but alas, how soon the

ing the things we do remember. For 
this reason, we again urge our read- 
ers to take care about sustaining the 
fertility of their farm land. Others 
have said the same thing in vigor- 
ous appeals—we say once more, “You 
cannot keep up fertility of your farm 
unless you put back as much as you 
take off the land.” 

Rotate your crops, not once a year, 
but every year. Have a plan and 
stick to it. Thus, and thus only, can 
every field get its share of feed. If 
you have a good farm now, don’t 
think this plan is not for you—it is. 
Your-farm is going to run down every 
year, if you neglect feeding the soil. 
If you have a poor farm, you should 
get busy and begin to feed it and fat- 
ten it up. If you do feed it, it will 
wax fat in time. By all means, use 
crop rotation and legumes to build 
up the soil cheaply. It leads along 
certain lines, and if necessary, use 


commercial fertilizers.

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200 Lb. Durocsin Six Months 


In the September 1 issue of the 
Journal-Bulletin I was interested in 
the article by Mr. Shepherd entitled 
“200 lb. Durocs in six months.” 

Some of our experimental feeding 
that has been completed to date is 
interesting along this line. 

We have two lots of pigs which 
have finished and in these there are 
twenty-eight Duroc Jerseys. One lot 
was on alfalfa pasture, the other on 
bluegrass. Both lots received shelled 
corn and tankage from the date of 
weaning until the average weight of 
the lot was 225 pounds. 

Without going into details the sum- 
mary figures will be given. Three of 
the pigs upon being killed showed 
evidence of pathological conditions of 
the lungs in two cases, of the liver in 
the third. These three pigs averaged 
only 158 pounds. 

The other twenty-five were on feed 
until they were exactly 180 days old 
on the average. Their average weight 
at this time was 245 pounds. The 
heaviest pig weighyd 289 pounds and 
the lightest one, 20) pounds. The 289 
pound pig was only 170 days old while 
the 205 pound pig was 177 days old. 

These pigs received no special care 
and were fed (on pasture) only 
shelled corn and tankage free choice 
from the time they were weaned till

However, if too much corn is fed, 
the digestive systems of pigs are dis- 
turbed, just as too many green apples 
will disturb the digestive system of a 
boy, with the result that the vitality 
of the pigs is lowered. They are then 
susceptible to cholera and any other 


disease that is prevalent.

Swine Feeding Results at 
Minnesota Station 


One hundred interested swine grow- 
ers attended the third annual swine 
feeders meeting at University Farm 
on October twentieth, to hear the re- 
ports on the experiments that have 
been conducted in swine feeding by 
the Minnesota Experiment station 
during the past summer. Ninety 
spring pigs in nine lots of ten pigs 
each demonstrated several important 
principles involved in swine feeding 
in a very conclusive manner. 


Among the important results secured 
from the trials may be mentioned 
the decisive way in which the neces- 
sity of feeding a high protein supple- 
ment to young pigs following wean- 
ing from the sows has been demon- 
strated. Three groups of pigs were 
fed from weaning time until they 
doubled their weight, one with rape 
pasture as the only supplement to 
corn, middlings and minerals, one 
with skimmilk added to the above 
ration and one with tankage added. 
The skimmilk lot averaged 1.35 
pounds daily gain per pig at a 


* feed cost of $5.92 per 100 pounds 


gain; the tankage lot 1.15 pounds 
daily gain per pig at a feed cost 
of $6.11 per 100 pounds gain, and 
the lot without any high protein sup- 
plement averaged 1.01 pounds daily 
gain per pig at a cost of $6.59 per 100 
pounds gain. 

One question that is always a per- 
plexing problem in swine feeding is 
the comparative profit resulting from 
full feeding as contrasted with limited 
grain feeding of spring pigs through 
the summer months. Four lots of pigs 
fed to answer this question for this 
year, demonstrated clearly that be- 
cause of the earlier marketing date 
and consequent higher price secured 
on the full fed pigs it paid well to 
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practice full feeding of March far- 
fowed pigs. 

Two lots of the pigs in this trial, 
one full fed and one on limited grain 
ration, were fed under dry lot condi- 
tions while the other two, one full fed 
and one on limited grain, were fed 
on alfalfa pasture. 

An advantage in thrift and in 
smoothness and quality of the finished 
hog ready for market was very notice- 
ably in favor of the lots fed on 
pasture. 

Three lots of pigs receiving the 
same grain ration, one given rape 
pasture, one on an alfalfa pasture 
and one on sweet clover pasture dem- 
onstrated rape to be a trifle more 
satisfactory and profitable than alfalfa 
as a forage crop for hogs during the 
past summer. Both rape and alfalfa 
had quite a noticeable advantage over 
sweet clover as a pasture crop. The 
pigs on the alfalfa and rape pastures 
made somewhat more rapid gains and 
made their gains on less grain per 
100 pounds gain than was the case 
with the sweet clover pasture lot. 


A trial of much interest to those 
present was a comparison of corn 
and barley as the grain for fattening 
pigs. In this trial sixty-eight feeder 
pigs in thin but thrifty condition 
averaging about 100 pounds in weight 
at the beginning were self fed for a 
sixty day fattening period, one half 
of them receiving shelled corn, tank- 
age and minerals, self-fed. 


The barley fed pigs gained 1.88 
pounds per head daily while the corn 
fed pigs gained 1.8 pounds per head 
daily. The corn fed pigs chose to eat 
a ration of 91% corn and 9% tankage 
while the barley fed pigs ate 94% 
parley and 6% tankage. It required 
20% more barley by weight than it 
did of corn, however, to make 100 
pounds of pork, resulting in a slightly 
lower cost per pound of gain on the 
corn fed than on the barley fed pigs. 
This result is, however, encouraging 
to the swine producer who must de- 
pend on barley as his principal grain 
in swine growing. 

A comparison of two lots of pigs, 
one receiving water in an automatic 
self watering device and one receiving 
water in a trough three times a day, 
demonstrated that it pays to have 


water before the hogs at all times 
through the summer months. 


Winning Swine Judging Team, National Swine Show, 1925.

Don’t Play Hunches in Selling 


Once upon a time, a certain man in 
North Carolina owned 30 pigs which 
averaged 28 pounds. He put them on 
a self-feeder, and about five. weeks 
later killed one which weighed 85 
pounds. This left 29 pigs in the lot. 

Seventy days from the time they 
weighed 28 pounds each, because he 
either “needed the money” or “had a 
hunch” that is was a good time to sell, 
and contrary to oft-repeated recom- 
mendations from The Office of Swine 
Extension at North Carolina State 
College, he sold the 29 pigs at an av- 
erage weight of 98% pounds for $11 
per 100 pounds live weight. This was 
done when the animals were of the 
right size to make profitable gains 
and when the price was rising. 

The feed cost was $7.25 per 100 
pounds gajn; his profit over feed-cost 
on the entire lot during the 70-day 
period, was $78.87. 


“But had this man continued his 
pigs on feed for another 70 days, at a 
feed cost of $8.23 per 100 pounds gain, 
he could have sold them for $13.25 
per hundred,” says W. W. Shay, swine 
extension specialist. “This was actu- 
ally done by a farmer in an adjoining 
county. By doing this the owner could 
have added 2,900 pounds in weight to 
the lot and his profit over feed cost 
would have been $262.37 instead of 
$78.87, an increase of $183.50 during 
the second 70-day period!”

Getting Rid of Sweet Clover 


In North Dakota, sweet clover’s big- 
gest asset as a crop is its vigor and 
its hardiness, according to Dr. P. E. 
Trowbridge, director of the experi- 
ment station at Fargo, who says: 


“These characteristics combined 
with its persistence under certain 
conditions may also tend to make the 
plant a nuisance. Sweet clover may 
volunteer to a greater or less extent 
and become a weed in grain fields. 


“In havesting sweet clover for 
seed, sufficient seed is shattered to 
re-seed the crop. Many of the shat- 
tered seeds have hard seed coats. 
These seeds may germinate that 
aytumn or they may lie in the ground 
from one to several years before ger- 
minating. Sweet clover fields in regu- 
lar four-year- rotations, or longer 
rotations, preferably should not be 
harvested for seed. When seeding, 
use scarified seed to insure 100 per 
cent germination. 

“Land on which a seed crop has 
been harvested should not be plowed 
that fall unless a short (3 year) rota- 
tion of grain (seeded to sweet clover), 
sweet clover, cultivated crop, is to be 
practiced. Many, but not all of the 
sweet clover seeds will germinate the

Unless 
the field is to go back to sweet clover) 
and be harvested for hay, this land 
may better be plowed the following. 
spring, after growth from the winter 
buds has started. This will eae 
destroy these volunteer plants. 


“Not all the shattered seeds in a| 
given field will have germinated the 
first year. Volunteer plants may ap- 
pear during the next several years. 
Spring plowing, where this can be 
done satisfactorily, will materially re-. 
duce the seriousness of the volunteer | 
problem and probably effect its com- 
plete control. ' 


“Sweeet clover plants will to a 
greater or less extent reseed the pas-_ 
ture. Such a pasture may be more or. 
less permanent. However, when 


bringing such a field back into small 
grains, it should be realized that there 
innumerable hard 
reseeding,

“The life of a sweet clover plant is 
two years.

Illinois 
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Pork Cooked in Unusual Ways 


By INEZ S. WILLSON 


(Director Department of Home Economics, 
National Live Stock and Meat Board) 


Presented below is the first of a series of 
interesting and instructive articles dealing 
with pork and pork cookery which will ap- 
pear in The Duroc Journal- Bulletin as a 


regular feature. The articles have been 
made possible through special arrange- 
ment with the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board.—Editor’s Note. 


These first crisp Fall days make 
our minds turn toward those foods 
that give us warmth and energy, and 
there is no one article of food that 
meets the demand any more satisfac- 
torily than does pork cooked in any 
one of a number of appetizing ways. 
What is more tempting than a roast 
of pork, browned to a turn and served 
with delicately fried apple rings? 
Nor must savory chops be forgotten. 
However, it is not necessary to con- 
fine oneself to the use of chops and 
roasts, ham and bacon. There are 
the less popular cuts of the animal 
which may be utilized to good advan- 
tage by the housewife in her menu- 
building. In this way she will not 
only be able to cut down her meat 
bill, but she will have an added means 
of introducing variety into her daily 
meals. 


This question of variety in our 
foods is really a very important one. 
In the first place the family enjoys 
meals that are different, and food that 
is enjoyed is more easily digested 
than food that is eaten as a task to be 
performed. There is truth in the old 
saying, “to make the mouth water.” 
The thought or sight or odor of tempt- 
ing food actually stimulates the flow 
of the saliva and so literally makes 
the mouth water. This is an aid to 
digestion and for this reason, if for 
no other, the food we serve should be 
just as attractive as possible. For 
the sake of health appetite must be 
awakened and it can be if the house- 
wife considers palatability and attrac- 
tiveness in planning her meals. 


Another very good reason for seek- 
ing variety in the meals is to make 
the housewife’s task easier, because it 
is easier not to serve the same thing 
week after week, and year after year. 
The wise woman, therefore, will not 
cook just roasts and chops, ham and 
bacon when she wants to have pork, 
but she will utilize some-of the other 
cuts for variety and economy’s sake. 
The recipes given below are examples 
of ways in which the less expensive 
cuts of nork may be utilized in con- 
triving appetizing dishes at small 
cost. 


Baked Spare Ribs. Spare ribs may 
be baked either with or without dress- 
ing, but a savory dressing adds ma- 
terially to the palatability of the dish. 
Make a stuffing using the following 
ingredients: 


3 cups bread crumbs 

3 tablespoonfuls drippings 

2 tablespoonfuls chopped onions 
1 teaspoonful sage 

1 teaspoonful salt 


Y% teaspoonful pepper. 

Trim the ends of the ribs neatly, 
crack them crosswise the entire 
length in two places.

Make a brown gravy and serve with 
baked sweet potatoes or white pota- 
toes browned with the spare ribs. 

Spare Ribs Baked With Apples. 
This is another delicious way of pre- 
paring spare ribs. Wipe the spare 
ribs carefully with a cloth that has 
been wrung out of hot water. Ar- 
range the meat in a dripping pan and 
place in a hot oven which should 
have the temperature lowered grad- 
ually. Baste occasionally with drip- 
pings. When the meat is well brow- 
ned, place apples, which have been 
cored, in the pan with the meat. Fill 
the apples with brown sugar and nut 
meats and bake until soft. Serve 
the apples in a border around the 
spare ribs. 

Roast Pork Shoulder. The shoulder 
of pork makes an excellent roast. 
Have the butcher remove the bones 
from a pork shoulder. Fill the cavity 
with bread dressing. 

To make the dressing soak several 
pieces of stale bread in hot water, 
pouring off any water than the bread 
will not take up. Mash the bread, 
season with salt and pepper, a chop- 
ped onion, two stalks of celery, finely 
minced, a pinch of sage, and a green 
pepper, finely chopped. Mix the dress- 
ing well and stuff the shoulder; sew 
up the opening and roast for twenty- 
five to thirty minutes to the pound. 
In carving cut down through the 
roast, serving both meat and dressing. 

Pork Potpie. Cut two pounds of 
lean shoulder of pork into pieces con- 
venient for serving. Cover with cold 
water, add a lemon cut into thin 
slices and one-fourth cupful each of 
minced parsley and celery. Simmer 
slowly for half an hour. Add four 
potatoes sliced thin and a tablespoon- 
ful of flour mixed smooth with a 
tablespoonful of catsup and a little 
water. Cover and cook until the meat 
is tender. Thicken with flour rubbed 
smooth in a little water. Take up 
the pork and put into a deep serving 
dish. Drop into the boiling gravy 
small bits of biscuit dough and cook 
until done. Pour the dumplings and 
gravy. over the meat and serve. 

Pork Loaf. Chop fine two pounds 
of lean pork. Mix with one-half 
pound of stale bread crumbs soaked 
soft in milk. Season with salt, pep- 
per, and sage, mix with two well beat- 
en eggs, shape into a loaf, dredge with 
flour and bake for two hours. Serve 
hot with fried apples. 

Braised Pork Steaks. Broil pork 
steaks without seasoning. Take from 
the fire, sprinkle with salt, pepper, 
powdered sage and chopped onion. 
Add a tablespoonful of butter. Cover 
tightly, and set into the oven for five 
minutes.

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Nhat We Saw and Learned 
at the Shows 


Well, the big hog shows of the year 
re over. The smoke has all cleared 
way and I’m just wondering how 
aany men have learned anything 
rom either attending or exhibiting at 
hese various shows. I, myself, had 
. chance to make a lot of observa- 
ions. I may be off on some of them 
jut I’ve surely got a lot of ideas fixed 
n my head, so here goes about some 
if them. 


‘hows we always think of the win- 
vers and many of us of the unfortu- 
fates that did not win, and of the 
udges we’d like to hang and the ones 
hat we would like to hang a medal 
m, of the hogs that won, that had no 
ight to, and the ones that didn’t that 
thould have. Now, right here it might 
ye well to say a word about our 
udges and the methods of selecting 
hem. I find that most fair associa- 
ions through the secretary and lastly 
hrough the superintendent of swine, 
ire anxious to please the majority of 
the exhibitors as to the selection of a 
uudge. The trouble is that in so many 
tases the exhibitors do not go to the 
‘rouble to try and help the superin- 
endent select a judge. This should 
ye done and would certainly be a big 
help. Either the breeders through 
‘heir state organizations or through 
some other means should designate 
‘wo or three competent men who 
yould qualify as judges. This can eas- 
ly be done. Oftentimes the men in 
tharge of the fair do not realize the 
mportance of securing a competent, 
mpartial, up-to-date hog judge, going 
jut and getting some old-timer who 
1as not been in touch with what the 
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up-to-date type is. We saw this done 
at an important fair this year. The 
judge was honest enough but he was 
lost and simply didn’t know how to 
place them and consequently did a 
pretty rotten job of guessing in some 
of the classes. So let’s go at it either 
through our state organizations or 
through some other means and help 
our fair officials in the selection of 
good judges. 

Now after watching their work the 
past few years we have come to the 
conclusion that there are about seven 
men judging hogs that can get the job 
done. No doubt there are plenty of 
men who are just as good judges of 
hogs as these seven men but when 
we get in the judging ring, we either 
lose our nerve or get a bad case of 
buck ague and are all at sea. It’s too 
bad that there are not more compe- 
tent judges but I say that right now 
these seven men are all I can credit 
as being competent and able to do the 
job. I’ve found that most all hog 
judges are honest. Occasionally some 
of them have a pet that they try to 
slip up towards the top whenever pos- 
sible or they may favor this or that 
blood line, but the majority of them 
go at it trying to do their best. Any 
judge who tries to get away with a 
raw deal just makes a sucker out of 
himself with the exhibitors and the 
ringside. I saw a man judging a 
breed of swine (not Durocs) at the 
National Swine show this year. He 
was a man who held a position in life 
where he was supposed to know some- 
thing about hogs and live stock. His 
work was ludicrous—no, I won’t say 
that—it was pitiful. He wasn’t even 
a good guesser. He would have done 
far better if he had shut his eyes and 
walked out in the ring and the first 
hog he run over stuck him in the first 
pen. I felt sorry for good breeders 
who had superior individuals, who 
had takén time and care in fitting and 
conditioning them for a great event 
like the National Swine show and then 
have thg-show turned into a farce 
suchsa@s this was. Surely this man, 
wo from the position he holds must 
have brains along some line, should 


Of course, when we think about have known that he wasn’t a hog 


judge and saved himself the humilia- 
tion of making himself ridiculous and 
at the same time injuring the breeder 
who was there with legitimate win- 
ners. 

And right here I might say+that in 
a lot of our own county shows the 
judging is awful. The men in earge, 
many of them, Know nothing about 
the hog business, write the Agricul- 
tural College ‘and they send out a 
boy who has a lot of ideas in his head 
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and he usually ties the ribbons on 
some bench-legged, fat backs that 
never under any circumstances could 
develop into herd boars or good brood 


sows. Some of these boys are all 
right, others are all wrong, but it 
gives the exhibitors and _ especially 


the boys and girls exhibiting the 
wrong impression as to the proper 
type to breed. Or in other in- 
stances they secure as a judge some 
old timer who sits around and blows 
about the hogs he raised twenty years 
ago but who maybe hasn’t seen a 
good hog show in years. I say it’s 
an important matter, this selection of 
the men who will judge our shows, 
no matter whether they are state or 
county fairs or the National Swine 
show. 


Now I’ve watched the type of judges 
selected for the winners this year. In 
this I have in mind two or three of 
these judges whom I consider the 
most capable. They are men who 
keep in touch with what the best 
breeders are producing. These judges 
this past year favored a hog with 
more ruggedness, one with more body 
on him and while they always favored 
the big ones, they asked for more 
weight and feeding qualities. A few 
years ago we ranted around a lot 
about Big Type hogs, but many of the 
so-called Big Types weren’t really big, 
but were just tall, shallow bodied, 
light boned and built on the sunfish 
order that could not carry weight and 
were habitual hard feeders. There is 
no use talking, no breed of swine can 
hold popularity and have this type of 
winners as their standard bearers. 
The good judges asked for the big 
ones. By that we mean aged boars, 
weighing 950 to 1,100 pounds. Boars 
of length, depth and feeding quality. 

Now in the younger stuff they want- 
ed big, tall, rangy pigs but ones that 
had substance and some spring of rib 
and not merely a set of long legs. I 
say that it takes a high-up, long- 
legged and rangy pig to ever get big 
but see to it that he is the kind that 
will mature into a hog with a real 
body on him. It was an inspiration 
for us Duroc men to see an aged boar 
at the National Swine show weigh 
1,100 pounds and a junior yearling 
boar weigh 870 pounds. We have 
learned: from watching other breeds 


q@bat we must breed them big and re- 


member always that when the farmer 
ships a load to market, they don’t 
measure them but weigh them over 
the scales. 

While we have made wonderful de- 
velopment in size the last few years, 
some breeders have overlooked feed- 
ing qualities in doing this.

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Now then, at the shows the past 
year there were a lot of Durocs that 
showed a woeful lack of fitting. Some 
of them were really a disgrace and 
looked like the breeder had gone out 
the day before and rounded them up 
out of the hazelbrush, knocked off a 
few of the cockleburrs and loaded 
them up, took them to the fair and 
expected some soft-hearted or mis- 
guided judge to have pity on him or 
else he thought he might get by on 
his past reputation. In most instances 
he got the trimming his hogs deserved. 

Now, when you go to a fair, always 
remember that your hogs are going to 
be compared with the best and best- 
fitted specimens in the country. It’s 
a mighty poor advertisement to go to 
the fair and show the public just how 
inferior they are, and remember being 
thin and in poor condition only helps 
show up their defects. 

Now I say to the Duroc breeders, if 

you are going to show next year and 
are going to show any aged er fall 
stuff, right now you should be work- 
ing to have a creditable exhibit. It 
takes feed and work, for, remember, 
some live, wide-awake breeder is right 
now feeding his show prospects and 
bending every energy towards having 
out some big, well fitted winners next 
year. 
. So either feed and fit them and have 
some good ones to start with or stay 
at home. Remember no one is beat- 
ing them if they are out in your hog 
lot and just crank up your Lizzie and 
take your wife and drive up to the 
fair, and look over the good ones. It 
might put a little pep and enthusiasm 
under your hide. 

From the showings we saw this year 
and from our conversations with the 
exhibitors and breeders we conclude 
that there is a scarcity of top-notch 
show animals. We watched the ex- 
hibits of the so-called prominent 
breeders. In many cases breeders 
who have exhibited for years were not 
there this year. Others who usually 
have out splendid exhibits were woe- 
fully weak this year. One thing in 
particular was a.lamentable lack of 
good aged, senior yearling and junior 
yearling sows. Several veteran breed- 
ers said to me: “Where are all the 
good aged sows we showed a few 
years ago?” I believe the answer is 
that many of them went on the mar+ 
ket. Many breeders who a few years 
ago each year grew over half a dozen 
or a dozen good prospects in spring 
or fall gilts had the past two years 
not done this but had started them in 
having pigs when they were a year 
old and kept them at it. There are 
few sows that can stand a couple of 
litters before they are two years old 
and ever develop into a show sow 
or even a big sow. 


Boars in thousands of instances 
have not had the care they should in 
their development. Breeders should 
remember this fact. In a spring pig 
at from 9 to 13 months of age 
This is the most critical stage 
age. This is the most critical stage 
of a boar’s development. If you can 
make.him really grow and do good 
from November until in February or 
March he has every chance to make a 
real boar. But let him rant, get 
mangy, lousy, let him get run down 
in health and flesh during this period 
and he will never make a boar, so if 
you have a spring boar that is a good 
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prospect, keep him coming the next 
four months. It might mean thou- 
sands of dollars to you.

Now then, 
here is a word of advice. 

The smart man isn’t going to go 
out and buy these sows just hit and 
miss, neither is he going to buy from 
some breeder just to be a good fel- 
low or because of friendship or want- 
ing to help his sale. Leave that for 
the sucker buyer. I say the smart 
man who is really looking after his 
own interests and toward the im- 
provement of his herd will carefully 
study conditions and decide before- 
hand what boars he would like to 
have a sow bred to. Of course when 
buying you will want to think of your 
pocketbook. There are some of the 
more prominent and popular boars 
where it will no doubt take from $150 
up to $300 and even higher to buy 
good sows. Many breeders can afford 
this and a sow bred to these great 
sires will bring splendid returns and 
profits. But don’t think that because 
you cannot afford to put a big price 
into a sow that you should not buy 
one. Many sows will sell cheaper 
than those prices. 

There are numerous outstanding 
young boars in the country that right 
at present are practically unknown, 
that a year from today may have a 
nation-wide fame. 

Try and pick out one of these that 
looks like he had a future and that 
is a boar of breed character, and buy 
a sow bred to him. 

In this issue of The Duroc Journal- 
Bulletin and in the January 1 issue 
you will find practically all the lead- 
ing herds in the country represented 
through their advertisements. Study 
these advertisements, get in touch 
with the men who have bpars you 
may fancy, set your stakes to own 
one or more sows bred to these boars 
you like and then see that you have 
the nerve to buy them. 


Sows will no doubt sell consider- 


ably higher this winter than last be- 
cause they are not so plentiful. The 
corn belt farmer whose hog lots in 
many instances are depleted of sows 
is going to, with cheap feed, be a 
strong contender at from $50 to $100 
for good sows and gilts and you 
breeders are going to have to outbid 
him to get them. 

There are fewer sales by far this 
winter than for the past ten years.

Lady owned by the Long 
Duroc Farm, Ellsworth, Kan- 
sas. She was first in class and 
reserve grand champion at the 
Kansas State fair at Hutchin- 
son this year. 
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Breeders who this past fall disposed 
of their gilts thinking that bred sow 
sales would not pay sure used bum 
judgment. The ‘year 1926 is going to 
be one for the man with good hogs 
to go out and knock them over. It 
will pay you to own one or more. 
litters sired by real boars and have 
a chance to make the next twelve 
months one of real profit in the hog 
business. The past season hasn’t 
been such a rotten one for the man)! 
who bred something good and who 
gave it some publicity. All the bet- 
ter boar pigs that were developed 
sold readily at from $100 up to $750. 
A large number of them sold at from 
$300 to $500. 

I know of sows, a number of them. 
that were purchased in last winter’s 
bred sow sales, several of these be- 
ing bought by fieldmen on order that 
raised litters that have sold this past 
fall at from $400 to around $1,000. In 
buying these bred sows, don’t fail to 
buy of the man who is giving his herd 
and his herd boar some good live 
publicity. Remember, his advertising 
is popularizing his boar and will help 
you in disposing of the litter you 
raise. Get in touch with the breed- 
ers who are going to hold sales. Get 
in touch with the Journal-Bulletin 
fieldmen, You will find any one of 
them anxious to help you in the se- 
lection and purchase of a sow. They 
have seen all the herds and can give 
‘you valuable advice on the different 
boars in the territory they cover. If 
you cannot attend these sales in per-| 
son, you will find out that any of 
these gentlemen will make a careful 
and satisfactory purchase for you.
